The 
facts Avhich follow arc given at leiiL':th to ^hnw exactly to what extent the 
'J yprograpliical and other unions arc indebted to you. 

The voucher produced shows one of many transactions with your photo 
engraving plant, and clearly denionstratcs that the management of the Times 
Publishing Co. takes the cash for ^\■ork done hy tiic B. C. Photo Engraving 
Co., Ltd. To Cal)inet ^Ministers this may not show a direct connection but 
to the ordinary individual it does, and will to the Typographical Union. 

Here follows a schedule of transactions which perhaps 
you can explain: 

Feb. II, 1902. — Times pressman posted .-i.s unfair. 

Sept. 15, 1902. — Times pressman reinstated. 
Jan. 10, 1906. — A committe waited upon manager of 
Times re Taylor doing presswork and stereotyping.^ - . 
1906. Copy forwarded to manager or Times. •''' ' 

Feb. 13, 1906. — Taylor notified that he would not be 
permitted to worlc in dual capacity after 25111 day of Feb., 
1906. Copy forwarded to manager of Times. E.xecutive 
Committee, J. C. McNeill, Jas. Wilby and O. Margison. 

Taylor left the Times office on the 20th iNIarch, 1908. 

It was during the time that T.iylor was running the 
Wharfedalc press of the Times that the Times manage- v, ■ 
ment allowed him to act-as' machinist for their tl-rec Linb- "^' 
types, thus-filling the situations of two men, for which he 
received practically one man's wages. The Executive..Com- 
mittcc of the Pressmcivs Union, J. C. McXeill, Jas. A\'iII>y 
and O. Margison, did their utmost to prevent it hy making 
overtures to the management but were not successful. 
The union finally toolc Taylor's card away and posted the 
Times pressroom as unfair. The Times was then asked to 
place a union pressman in its office. 

Mr. Templcinan, who haj^pcncd to i)e there at the lime, 
was somewhat hostile and told the committee that he could 
run his office without their interference. However, after 
a while, Taylor relinqnished his hold on the Linotype 
machinist's job and was granted admission into the Press- 
men's Union. About three years ago the Times installed a new web press 
and stereotyping outfit, ^\•hen one Bert .Astiuitli, a non-union man, was 
given the situation as stcreotyper. He worked for a month or two and 



then left and Is now working on the Seattle Post-Intclligcncer, he havhig 
since joined the union. Taylor then took hold of the stereotyping as well 
as the press work. 

On Jan. 14, 1906, the Times hired George Phillips at $6 per Aveek to 
afsist on the stereotyping. Matters were in this unsatisfactory state in July, 
1907, when Ed. May and Roy Gilland, of the Seattle Stercotypcrs' Union, 
with M. Healey, the Colonist stcreotyper, who was a union man, interviewed 
.the Times management with the purpose of placing a union man or rather 
pay union wages in their stereotyping departnicnt. The lad Phillips had by 
this time had his wages advanced to $12 per week for work which was judged

by the union -as worth at least $35. The management refused point blank, 

however, to entertain any such idea, saying that the lad Phillips was giving 
every satisfaction, and the Times could get along very nicely as matters were. 

Phillips, however, left the employ of the Times on March 
15, 190S,, because he could not get more tliau v?!,-? per week, 
and one Percy Solloway, the press assistant, carried on the 
work with Pressman Taylor again superintending. Last 
April, Taylor, who had been running the Times steam 
boiler as well, left the employ of your jxiper and went to 
Vancouver. The management wcvc now in a quandary, 
they recognizing the fact that as the law required a 
fourth class certificated engineer, they might be called upon 
to employ such a man in addition to their present staff. "Bo 
they, not caring to increase their pay roll, induced young 
Solloway to qualify. This he did — and passed — and upon 
obtaining possession of his certificate, asked for ,^20 per 
week. The Times, of course, refused and discharged him on 
or about the loth of August last. 

After two or three intervicAvs between l.lv. Nelson, 
your managing director, and a committee of the printers' 
council, he at last consented to observe fair conditions in 

his stereotyping department and placed a union man, M. 

TIealey, there on August 17 last. 

You have seen fit to devote a column of space to an at- 
tack upon Mr. Buckle, foreman of the Colonist compibsing 
room, in an effort to forestall any reference to your en- 
graving plant. That was due to your alarm at a letter, 
not from Mr. Buckle but from Mr. H. M. Diggon, You 
ignored the letter of the latter and by your reference to 
the former you have invited correction. 

The challenge of the Colonist is that you will disprove 
''■the^6 things- if you can, and that you will show the work- 
ingmen of Victoria how they can be harmonized with your 
claim to be a friend of organized labor.

"I do not share the views of the 
people of British Columbia In this 
matter."— Sir AVilfrkl Laurier In tho 
Jtus:3cn Uoiiso Speech. 

-A. very i]iil)ortant duty devolves 
upon the people of Victoria tomorrow, 
and for the time being we lay aside 
the consideration of questlon.s that 
may ho, in sense, purely local or 
pm-aojial, and invite tho attention of 
tlie people of Victoria to a matter 
which is national and racial. The 
above quotation f>xpres3es the opinion 
of the Premier of Canada in regard 
to immigration from the Orient. The 
views of the people of British Colum- 
bia 'upon it have found expression in 
ma,ny Avays, and they are to the effect: 

li' That Oriental immigration shall, 
as far as possible, be prohibited, and 

2. That tho control of such immlgra- 
tion shall be vested in the Parliament 
of Canada. 

A small minority of the people of 
the province may not be in favor of 
the absolute prohibition of such Im- 
anigration, but we think it can be said 
•with confidence that the opinion is 
nnijiimau^iy in favor of the control 
of It by the Canadian Parliament, 
which can i frojri time to, time gh o 
effect to the wishes of the people of 
the Dominion. The right to say, who 
shall or shall not enter a country, 
Is a soverelgii right. It is guarded 
Jdaloualy by all countries; It has 'been 
insisted upon by the self-governing 
colonies, it Is being asserted'SAoday 
by Japan. It Is exerciseable to^a^ .by 
Canada, except in regard to Japaii';-1>ut 
lii respect to immigration from that 
cbuntry It has been surrendered to 
tiie government of the Mikado.

should determine that the free entry 
of her people into this country were 
desirable, the 'Canadian Go%'ernment 
-would be powerless to exclude them. 
The responsibility for this -state of 
things rests with Sir Wilfrid Laurier, 
who has been frank enough to say 
that his views on this subject are not 
those of the people of this province. 

The extraordinary right In the pre- 
mises enjoyed by Japan arises out 
of the Anglo-Japanese Commercial 
treaty.

ada, A writer in the Standard of Em- 
pire says: fTlio opening of Australia's 
back . door , to Asia signifies leprosy, 
plague, possibly cholera, certainly 'dint 
arid evil stums and evil smells, and a 
stupendous increase in the rate of 
mortality." A writer In the New York 
Tribune says that the object of Aus- 
tralia In •establishing a nucleus navy 
is to bo prepared to resist an influx 
of people from Japan. Oriental im- 
migration is Indeed the great menace to 
all white lands lying around the Pacific 
Ocean, and that part of this immigra- 
tion most to be dreaded Is from Japan.

In their newly acquired prestige as a 
fighting nation, ambitious to an al- 
most incredible degree, they are dif- 
ficult to control.

.\.]iaper recently read by Mr. W. P. 
Durtnail before the Institute of, Ma- 
rino J^lngliieers on the subject, of elec- 
tric propulsion, of vessels continues 
to excite much dlscuslon in the Am-,- 
eriean technical press as well as in 
our own. It is well known, fr.im 
tests carried out on the Lusltaiila and 
otlier vessels, tliat steam turbines 
show tlielr highe.st elllclency at a high 
fixed "sjieed, and that when run at less 
speeds the consumption of steam is 
oxtrdmely wasteful. Blcclrical iiui- 
chlnery lias licen liroiiglit to such a 
lilgh state of iKn-reclion tliat in eases 
where vessels make short voyage trlii.s 
and for maiioeuvcriiig ships of war 
better results can be obtained if tlie 
proiiellers arc driven by electric 
motor,s, using. the, ordinary sti-ain plant 
for generating current. Mr. Durtnuy 
described a possible liiHtalUitlon on 
this system.. • Assuming a vessel of 
4,000, ]i;p.'.fltt:ed for electric propulsion 
with "four.-, propellprs, taking 1,000 h.p. 
each at 250 ■ •' rejvolutions per minute; 
tho motors ■\\'Ou'ld bo of the polyphase 
Induction typo, • with squirrel-cage 
rotors and with stator.s. wound for full, 
ludf and quarter speeds; The generat- 
ing jilaiit would , comprise diiplleate 
sets of turbo-alternatbrs and exciters 
capable together of suppl\-lng li.-.^O 
kilowatts and r',:miing iit p.'inij revo- 
lutions per minute, wdtli Ian lb. steam 
pressure and laU deg. i'"alirenln'i t 
superiieat. These alternators would 
■be two-pole maclilnes, and the motors 
would be wound for I'J-pobs. giving 
a reduction of i; to I. l'"or half-speed 
a secoiul winding wmild lie arranged 
for 24-poles, giving Li to t reductimi 
with two. SQts- of windings in paral- 
lel, and 'for ^uaijtep .spe^d this winding

At full speed of the vessel the i)ro- 
peller.s' \\-ould reciuire 4,000 sliaft horse- 
powei-, and the turbo-generators

consuniptioii of steani would lie ir, lb. 
per shaft liorHC-powcr, or Iti lb. per 
kilowatt liour. e.niivaleiit to a tttal 
eoiisumtion of ."jL'.OOii lb. steam per 
lioiir. i.'oiiipnred witli iiropeller tur- 
bines, tile c<nisuiiii)tlon in wiilcli. un- 
der similar conditions and speed, was 
of tho order of l'L' lb. of steam |i<-r 
shaft- h6r8e-.power, or a total of S.iiOO 
lb. per' hour for -1,00(1 horse-jiower, the 
saving in favor of electric transmis- 
sion was no less than 41 per cent.

D.W.t., Oct. 24.— Word 
has been received here of the seizure 
.■-everal weeks ago by the Venezuelan 
authorities of a British trading ves- 
sel at MarKarilii, an Island in the 
Caribbean se;i, belonBlng to Veno- 
Kuela, and the imprisonment of the 
crow.

Tiio Japanese 
went on to say tliat tiic feeling In Can- 
ada about Jaiianeso labor was chang- 
ing and that the agreement between 
tho two countries might bo altered at 
any time. The result was that he hoped 
to complete arrarf^ements for tho em- 
ployment ; of .'several thousand of his 
fellow-countrymen on tho construc- 
tion of the G. T. P.

SPECIAL correspondent of the Lon- 
.'.^lon Times writes: A rapid circuit 
of nearly 2,000 miles, chiefly by rail, 
over the vast spaces ..of ;, the North- 
western provinces of ' Canada would 
leave but a. blurred impression on the 
mind of 11 traveler new to the country, and un- 
accustomed to the processes by which young- 
communities arc formed and the difficulties of 
prairie settlement are vanquished. But I iiad 
gone over much of the ground before, had 
studied considerable portions of it with some 
/ .care,, and,, in- three previous visits at difTerent 
■ seasons^, jiad learnei to judge from appearances 
of the progress wHich was being made. So, 
when I found that a wished-fo'r opportunity was. 
offered to sec what I had not seen before — 
the Western wheat fields when just on the eve 
of harvest — I was not deterred by t!ie fact that 
J liad less tliaii ten days to spare from the tinici 
1 left Fort William till I returned to that point. 
.Trav^Miiiff facilities to the essential points in 
the West arc nov^ excellent ; dining and sleep- 
ing cars are attached to most trains ; time can 
be economized by traveling at night over less 
important parts of a journey, and the sameness 
of conditions over large areas makes it i^us- 
sible to form sufficiently accurate judgmqnts of 
the whole from more careful examination of 
special points. A few of the impressions gath- 
ered from such a flying trip may not be unin- 
teresting. 

'i'hc second and third weeks of August, 
during which the trip was made, cover tlic 
most critical and anxious period of the year 
for the Northwestern farmer. It is the time 
Avhen an early frost is. rnost^ likely, to occur, 
and when it can do the greatest amount of 
damage. I had often heard or read accounts 
of the atmosphere of gloomy anxiety which, 
in earlier days, settled down on the whole 
coinitry at this season. Evci: now, in town 
and country alike, the cohunns of the morn- 

. ing papers, which report from every section 
the temperatures of the night before, are 
.carefully scanned from day to day. But I 
'was strucli ^on this occasion by the absence 

Jbf any special indication of extreme anxiety 
in either the Press or the conversation of the 
people one met. The ciuestion of earl.3- frost 
has evidently ceased to be the matter of 
supreme interest it once was. The reasons 
were not far to seek. Experience has made 
the Western settler a better farmer, and has 

.taught jiim how to take full advantage of the 
seasonSf-; Full ])rcparation - of the land in 
autumn",enables liim to sow the moment three 



or four,, inches, of the ground are free from 
frost in;'- the. sprigg, and, vvUh .a favorable 
season oh good laiid, that means crops out 
of danger by August 15 or..a:Jit£leClatcr. In 
going westward, 1 found large airSas of oats 
were already in stock on August to, and with- 
in the next \vcck the whcatfields were being 
attacked in many districts. Thus better 
methods have greatly reduced the fear of any- 
thing like general disaster. .• Ilesidcs this, 
there is a prevailing belief, ..apparently justified 
by experience, that 'the wide culflyation of the 
land influences temperature ^.and... continually 
reduces the danger of frost. "JnVany case the 
area under cultivation is now so wide, and 
the impact" of frost so partial, that a large 
output of grain is assured even in the worst 
circumstances. East year was a had one for 
frost as in other wa3's, and the value of the 
wheat crop, estimated at $85,000,000 for 1906, 
shrunk to $50,000,000 in 1907. This was a 
serious decline, but not disastrous. The truth 
is that' the Western man has got on his feet, 
finds that he is able to bear up against an 
occasional bad A car, and that no A car is utter- 
ly bad. and so faces the chancqs of the season 
•with a new confidence. 

There is at present another steailying indus- 
trial influence 01 considerable importance. 
Tlic construction of the Grand Trunk I'acific 
right across the continent is being carried for- 
ward with great energy; the Canadian North- 
ern has several new branches in process of 
completion ; the Canadian Pacific is always 
stretching out to new country or increasing 
the efficiency of old lines. This period of 
rapid railway building is an important factor 
in the settlement of the country for other rea- 
sons thrm the provision of transportation for 
crops. It invol\-cs large expenditure, aiid the 
consc(|rient circulation of cajjiial Ijruught from 
abroad for labor and the support of labor- 
ers. It furnishes the settlor with employment 
and remunerative pay at times when the farm 
does not require his attention, or at the criti- 
cal period when it is necessary for him to earn 
money for a fcAv months before finally settling 
on his homestead. It brings many thousands 
of floating laborers into the country, wdio 
come with perhaps little intention of remain- 
ing, but who, brought into in:niediate contact 
with the .opportimitios which the couritry 
offers, arc gratlually drawn to settle on the 
land. It may be thought that the eountuy . 
will suffer greatly when the, bulk pf ,the4^ait- 
way construction -is completed and this"teni-, 
porary support is withdrawn. But it is curi- 



ous to observe how many ne\y.;mdustries arC; 
created and. neA>{,> resources made available by 
the constructioii 'bf a new line of railway. 
These in their turn continue to give variety 
of employment, and so help to reduce the 
anxieties and risks incident to the initial 
stages of prairie settlement, aiming chiefly at 
creating trans-continental systems of railway 
tinis greatly assists the early settler. L5ut in 
helping him to become a successful farmer, 
capital ensures its, own permanent productive-, 
ness, since it is lipon the transport of the pro- 
ducts of his broad acres that the railways 
chiefly- depeiiid. ' 

I shail le'ave- for another paper further dis- 
cussion of tailway problems which meet one 
at every turn in studying the Northwest; but 
this particidar aspect of the question has a 
close and immediate bearing on the present 
l)rospccts of the countr}'. As one travels 
■ rapidl.N' over theso' pi-airies, the cnn\-iction 
grows upon the mind that here the balance of 
the Empire will be shifted more rapidly than 
anywhere else. The rush of immigration dur- 
ing the last few years has already prodiiced 
wonderful changes. The growth of cities 
like Winnipeg, Rcgina, Calgary aiid Edmon- 
ton, to say nothing of scores of smaller towns, 
is verv striking. l!ut one rcmendjcrs that 
such growth could only take place where the 
citv centre has l.iehind it a counlrv with large 
capacities for production. The c\'idcnces of 
this capacity are sufficiently impressive. In 
large districts, where one saw ten or twelve 
years ago the virgin prairie only broken here 
and there by the shack of .some lonely 
pioneer, the eye now wamlcrs over mile be- 
yond mile of waving wheat-fields stretching 
away to the distant hori/.an. 1 was particu- 
larl}' struck by the fact that this change had 
occurred in some districts where- the land, 
when I first \Msited the country, \vas con- 
sidered of doubtful value and had been passed 
over by the early settlers for what was re- 
garded as better. It may be added tliat 
closer examination and actual trial are con- 
stantly enlarging the area of land acknowl- 
edged to be not only capable of profitable cul- 
tivation, but of the very best quality. The 
full effect of recent innnigration is not yet fell, 
since it takes the ordinarv settler two or three 
years to he in a ])Osition to add a])prcciabh' 
to production. It is easy to, see, however, that 
the same process which has changed ^pme dis- 
tricts from prairie to<prosperons farm is going 
on in thousands of ^other equally promising 
places. My journey took me over a great 



many miles .of rail that had only bediMaiiJ 
down within the last two or three years.' -'.'. 

One found on inquiry that for miles on each 
side of a new line the homestead rights have at 
once been taken up; and one saw the same 
lunnble beginnings of .icttlcnicnt which ten 
}-ears ago in other i)laces seemed so vague and 
imcertain. but which have grown beyond all 
expectation. The only gauge we have for the 
possibilities of the future nuist be found in 
.\Yhat,.has already, been achieved. ; . It is . .less 
than 25 years since tlie Canadian Pacific was 
completed and gave the first easy access to 
these areas of fertile soil. There followed ten 
years of weary waiting before people began 
to realize -what the countr}' was like, and the 
active flow of immigration set in. The wheat 
crop of this year, though falling short, on ac- 
count of the lack of rain in August, of the 
expectations formed about it, is now esti- 
mated at 110,000,000 bushels, while the pro- 
duction of other cereals, almqst equally im- 
portant for the prosperity of the country, 
reaches even a higher figiirc. A country which 
can steadily jjroduce the essential supports of 
life on this scale nnist draw |)opulation in in- 
creasing volume: in \-o!iime large enough to 
sliift, as I have said, within measuralde time, 
the balance of the Empire. 

Hut if tile inqiression of the rapid way in 
which portions of the country are being filled 
up and made ])ro(lueti\-e is strong, the sense of 
the \-astness of -the imfillcd and still unpro- 
ductive areas is stronger still. A traveler who 
has not studied them before in passing over 
these spaces is inclined to think that country 
which is iminhabited is uninhabitable. He 
nnist constantly remember how short is the 
time since they were made accessil.'le ; that 
the probabilities are all in favor of the land 
turning out to be better than it looks in its 
uncultivated state ; that every addition of ex- 
perience in its treatment brings it more with- 
in the range of profitable working. The men 
who are pushing forward thousands- of miles 
of new' railvvay into these seemingly wiid 
regions know what they are about. They 
know that the good land already taken up is 
only a small fraction of that which still awaits 
the settler. They know that here is abun- 
dant room for all the unemployed of all the 
countries from w-liich they wish to draw set- 
tlers, if only the quality of the man were a 
match for the quality of the soil and the con- 
ditions of the country. ^That . the 'Unemployed 
are often unemployable " in this 'riew^ coiintry 
ifi the awkward problem that confronts any 



otie who thinks that Canadian prairies, furnish 
a solution of the overcrowding; in the Mother- 
Ian d. ■ ' , , 

In returning eastward it -Was; iriter.esting to 
meet the full tide of harvesters'' coming from 
Ontario and the maritime provinces to the 
assistance of the western farmer. This migra- 
tion, now become annual, furnishes a ver.v 
remarkal)le illustration of the mobility of labor 
under modern conditions of transit. When 
we left Winnipeg we were told that no fewer 
than 14 trainloads of these harvesters, 7,000 
in all, were on the road between that city and 
Toronto. At frecpient intervals these trains 
were met each carrying about 500 to 600 men. 
Those coming from Nova Scotia or Prince 
Edward Island would cover nearly' 3,000 miles 
before reaching their destination; most of the 
others fully 2,000 miles. It seemed extra- 
ordinary that they could be carried all that 
distance to do two or three months' work. 
The explanation is that the railroads are as 
much concerned as the farmers themselves 
in having the harvest fully secured, and so 
it pays them to convey extra laborers over 
these great distances at very low rates. The 
outvv'ard ticket is issued for about ten dollars, 
a rcLurn for less than half that sum. These 
rates work out at less than a farthing a mile. 
About 20,000 men in all were thus carried 
westward during the present, season. A large 
proportion are farmers' sotis,' who leave homci 
after their own harvest in the cast has been 
mostly gathered, attracted partly by the high 
temporary wages, but drawn quite as much 
by the spirit of adventure and a desire to see 
the West. Undesirable elements occasion- 
all}' get mingled with the sober workers, and 
on one train this year there was some ruffian- 
ism which should have "been put down with 
a strong hand, aiid must .be guarded against 
in the future. The main body; «li6wever, re- 
presents the vigorous working youtli'. of the 
east; and the migration to and fro prdyidea 
an interchange of experience and promotes a 
mutual understanding between widely separ- 
ated i)arts of the Dominion which can ccarce- 
ly fail to prove useful. The energy of these 
trained Canadian farm hands, too, wdio for 
their high wages arc expected to work corrc- 
spoiidingly hiard,:and without much reference 
to hours,, is-rip bad'^^example to settlers'^accus- 
tomed to thevplodding ways of the Qld

ME editor of the Colonist is in receipt 
of ihe following letter: 
Sir — Usually the mcnd.-icrs of our 
famil}' appreciate ver}- much the 
articles appearing in your paper un- 
der the heading, "An Hour With the 
Editor." Ilovvever, the one appearing in the 
semi-vvcekly edition of the 13th, and I suppose 
in the edition of Sunday, the nth, entitled 
"Modern Civilization," is so startling in its 
conclusions that I would be greatly obliged 
to you if you will allow me to criticize some 
of the statements contained therein. The im- 
])ortance of the subject and the direful results 
predicted if Socialism becomes triumphant, is 
my excuse or reason for this request, and I 
•may say that if the writer's conclusions could 
be established as reasonable ones, T for one 
would fight against Socialism to the last ditch. 
Let me quote frot-n the article: 
"While we preserve the fact as well as the 
name of freedom, we may feel safe in assum- 
"assuming that our civilization will endure, but 
no man who watches the signs of the times, 
can feel any degree of certainty that this pre- 
servation is assured. Our present higli ad- 
\'anccmcnt has been due to individual liberty. 
'J'hc free man, exercising his mental aufl physi- 
cal poAvers as he y.wv fit, whether in govern- 
inem or handicrait, has made modern civil- 
ization what it is, and there is serious danger 
that this individualism may be overthrown. 
If it is. the way will be rendered easy for in- 
vasion of civilized lands b}- races alien in every 
rcsiicct. To stale the case more specifically, 
if the principles of Socialism ever become 
dominant, Europe and America will become 
an easy |jrey t;) Asia." 

.\'ow, sir. 1 [-.ikc issue with all the fore- 
going after the first seiucnce. 

When Man first came into existence the 
greatest individual liberty prevailed. I'nre- 
siraincd l).v human or Divine law. he was free 
to steal the crude possessions of his fellow 
men, he was free to appropriate the spoils of 
the chase gained by his fellow's skill and en- 
durance, he was free to take his neighbor and 
his wife into bondage, or to put an end to 
their existence, if he was strong enough. 

This Avas the era of Individual Liberty, 
License, and al.so Anarchy. Co-operation Avas 
not understood or practised '-o any degree. 

The first step towards progress was made 
""Avhen'men fin^jt handed themselves together for 
nnitual protection against other tribes: thus 
a measm-c of Co-operaliou and Socialism had 
its inception. The liberties and freedom of 
those people we're niore^ restricted than those 
of their prcdcccs.-5ors, iiifsoinb directions : thus 
no man could laAvfully steal the possessions of 
his fellow tribesmen, but his freedom was ex- 
tended by the fact that he ivas not obliged to 



c(nisume a whole sheej^ fir huftnlo at orte meal 
inv fear that his neighhi ii'in;: tribesmen would 
rob him of ilic uneaten portion. 

Co-(3peralion thus ha%ing pren-en more 
beneficial than .Anarchy, further steps forwaril 
were made, but every advance was only pos- 
sible by co-operation. 

The inventor was |Drotected by laws passed 
for the comnuju goinl, whilst he was perfecting 
his invention. 

You may say that competition for gain 
Avas the incentive to invent. True in some 
cases. biU there is' not the slightest doubt but 
that pleiil}- of men lia\'e inx'cnted because they 
loved to invent, a.nd if they could have lived 
for centuries would still go on inventing, pro- 
vided that they could get the simplest food and 
clothing. 

Again, how man\- men have been forced 
to gi^■e up iuA-estigat ing in the fields ()f Science. 
Art, Politics and Invention by the stern ne- 
cessity of working at something else in order 
to earn a living under the competitive system? 
Did all our great scientific men work for 
gain? Had not the love of fame or aiijiroba- 
tion more to do Avith their efforts ? Did not 
most of them i)ursue science for ilie \n\v of 
it"' W'li.-il inrentixe is llier.' for ,-i scienlifii; 
man to k-ecp on amassing wcallli, onl\- to lea\i" 
it behind for somenne else to s(|ii,-ni'ler r 

.\ll oni- grc.'it niatei-i;;l .'ind nmral ini])rove- 
mciUs are due 10 (."o-o])erntion and not nu- 
restraincd libert}- or indiA'idiialisni. The Post 
Office Departments managed by civilized gov- 
ernments are a marvel of law. order, efficiency 
and economical service to mankind. Tiny are 
a lasting tribute to the value of co-operation. 
Snbstitnlc competitive individualism therefore 
and A\-e should have waste, |)hiii(lcr. fraud, cor- 
ruption and discrimination. .\"o more would 
a two-cent stamp earr_\- ;i letter all o\-er the 
North .\nierican emiiineiU or to l''.iiro])e. 

Co-operation in the matter of the i)<.>stal 
^,ervice has done lUore to aiKance the trcide. 
connnerce and edncation of the woi-ld than, 
the whole competili\c .system ever Avill, and 
the Post Office system is a socialist institu- 
tion-, pure and simple. What of our educa- 
tional system ! Is not that socialistic in the ex- 
treme? Does not e\-er}- citizen help to i-|iain- 
tain it Avhethcr he has any children or not? 
Would .A-ou go back to the old individuaMstic 
conqoelitive system? 

You may speak of ilic efficiency of our fac- 
tories in turning (jut marvels in" the Avay of 
cheap goods. There again the economic value 
of co-opcralion in production is manifested. 
The production of goods,,in factories is almost 
entirely socialistic, but as the profits of the 
production arc not shared socially there is 
need for some improvement in this direction. 
.Wlij; should the overthrow of Individual- .» 



ism and the substitution, of more Socialism 
render us an eas\ prey to Asia? Is it not a 
fact that people drilled in co-operative produc- 
tion Avould make a more efficient army? A 
sphere where co-operation is so essential to 
efficiency? Is it not a fact that China today, 
in spite of her vast hordes of individuals, 
would be an easy i)re}- for F-urope or any large 
nation of ICnrope. if ICurope cared to cr)-o]')cr- 
ate instead of being jealous in the extreme? 
.■\nd yet the article in the Coloinst says — "An 
observer who has lived in China for many 
years said that in no other part of the world 
had the principle of individual liberty of ac- 
tion been carried to such an extent." 

China's sad plight when at war with 
Japan clearly proves that she suffered for lack 
of co-operation. 

It is true thai Socialists do not believe in 
\\ai- as a ci\-ilize(l method of settling disputes,' 
a.nd. helie^-ing so. they will tr.\- to con\-ert 
Asiatics and all the rest of the peoples that 
on earth do dwell to Socialism. Till tlnit 
Clowning triumph is achieved, no citizen 
would fight with more courage and determin- 
ation to preserve his home and institutions 
than the citizen^ of a Socialhst State. 

The strength of a nation lies in the homes 
oi a contented people. The Avcakness of a na- 
tion lies ill .sullen disconteiU at the conditions 
prexailing and in race suici<le.

conditions and we shall siir\ive, if avc elimin- 
ate the anarchistic features still remaining in 
tlic ])rodncton and disi ribut iiju of the comforts 
and necessaries of life.

One of Australia's col<:)nis(.-^, a A-ctci'aii of 
go years, has just published his reminiscences. 
\\ bile Avalking up George street, Sydney^ in 
i8.:;5, he heard a bellman announcing tlic first 
sale of allotments in the new township of Mel- 
bourne, lie went inside. The auctioneer 
(.•roclaimed the merits of this new loAvnship 
and predicted that it Avouhl he a grand citv 
scnue day. "Ves, a city of kangaroos,'" inter- 
jected a scoffing spectator. Ilardlv a bid 
could he elicitecl. A few years later the gold 
discoveries did rapidly convert the tovvnship 
of Melbourne into a great city' and th'e liiclcy' 
people who had bougiit allotments for $100 or 
.Si 50 found their value increased to $100,000, 
$i5Oj000 and in some cases even ^250,000. 
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IR PATRICK M.\NSON recently, 
at Charing Cross llosi)ital. deliv- 
ered the liuxIcA" lecture on recent 
advances in science and their bear- 
ing on medicine and surgery, lie 
said that all must r(!Cognize that 
tropical medicine Avas a theme specially appro- 
priate for a Huxley lecture, seeing that tropi- 
cal medicine was in great measure a branch or 
development of one of those sciences so in- 
timately associated wi^h Huxley's name — nat- 
ural history. Moreover, the success Avith which 
the study of tropical medicine had been attend- 
ed was in great measure duie to the em- 
])loymcnt of those methods of iuA'cstigation 
and teaching so consistently and powerfully cm- 
])loyed l)\' that great master of natural science 
■ — -namely, clearing the mind of tradition and 
cant, careful ol)serv;itioii of facts, hypotheses 
based on fact, testing such hypotheses by ex- 
periment and by their consistency with other 
facts, and finally, if verifie<l, the fearless appli- 
cation of the proA'cd hypothesis in practice. The 
opposition to making the study of tropical med- 
icine a distinct department of medicine had sub- 
sided, and it was now recognized that the snb- 
di\-ision was founded on a well established prin- 
ciple. It so !ia|)pened thai ee-rtain disease 
germs re(|uircd lor their suei-cssfnl p;issagc 
trijm host to liost ec.iiiditions existent, ouI.n- in 
tropical or sub-tro])ical countries, or in temper- 
ate countries during the summer season. Ma- 
larial disease and its germs Avere, perhaps, the 
most familiar example of this iiriuciple. Ma- 
larial disease Avas caused by a protozoal organ- 
ism Avhich in man li\^ed in the red blood cor- 
puscles. Under normal conditions the germ 
Avas poAverless to leave its human host or to 
enter another human host. To efTcct this ne- 
cessary translation it retpiireil an insect inter- 
niedlars' — a particulai- k'ind of int.iS(|uito. This 
mos(|uito for its well-l)ein,L;', amongst other 
things, demanded a high atmospheric temper- 
ature; therefore this insect nourislicti in warm 
climates or in the Avarni season of temperate 
climates. Hence hiuimn malaria was a disease 
s]iecial to warm climates — that Avas to say, a 
tropical disease. 

P)esides malaria, he could adduce both from 
human and frejin vclcrinarv patholo;:;.\- many 
additional illustrations of that principle, h'or 
exami)le, yellow fever, /Vfrican tick fever, try- 
])imosomiasis, lilariasis, certain kdiuls of si)iro- 
chaeiiasis. and so on. In all of those an an- 
imal intenriediar.N- of tropical habit was neces- 
sary f(n- the iransmissioii of the germ and* 
therefore 01 the disease, liul the malariii mos- 
qitito; did tiotjlfttnctioti n^ei^ejy as a sim|)le inc- 
cli£iiiifcal*'vccfoT 'in 'thcHV'ay''that the physi •:ian's 
lancet did Avhen it transferred the vaccinia germ 
fronvarm to arm. The mos('|uit6 not only con- 
.vcycd the malaria genu, but^ it also served as a 



medium in Avhich .the germ underwent certain 
developmental changes necessary for its ex- 
istence as a species, as avcII as for its successful 
introduction into a fresh human host. These 
changes Avere of a sexual nature, resulting in 
the dcvcloi)ment of a multitude of young ma- 
laria germs Avhich, should they chance on the 
opportunity of being introduced into human 
blood by their mosquito nurse and vector when 
she again bit a human victim, lived and multi- 
plied, generation foIloAving generation for any- 
time up to two or three years. Until the de- 
velopmental changes occuriiig in the mosquito, 
changes which took some ten days to effect, 
Avere completed the mosquito might bite but she 
Avoiild not infect. The same principle held good 
ill the case of these other animal-intermediary- 
using jirotozoal germs Aviiose life histories had 
been Asorkcd out, and avc Avere justified l)y an- 
alogy in conjecturing that they also apphcd to 
many similar protozoal germs whose life his- 
tories had as yet not been fully ascertained 

In a word, certain blood-haunting jirotozoa 
re(|uiring a.i insect or other arthropod vector 
made use of thai vector as a medium fqr sexual 
development. Might they regard that' as a 
general laAv applicable to all such blood-haii.nt-^ 
ing protozoa? One could readily understand 
how an animal originally free could adapt itself 
to parasitic life on another animal, but it Avas 
verA- difficult at first sight to explain how it 
crmld accuslom itself to life in two absolutely 
different hosts — hosts so far removed from each 
other, that both man and mosquito Avere essen- 
tial t'or its welfare, and, moreoA-er, that in one 
hosi — in this case the vertebrate — the parasite 
had .111 asexual life and in the other host — the 
insect — a sexual life.; Hoav. by any recognized 
princii)le of cvolutioii 'coiild a life so complicat- 
ed he attained f)r explained? 

lie submitted the liyiiothesis that in the 
cotirse of these conciuTing evolutionary pro- 
cesses there came a time AVhen the" insect and 
vertebrate strains began to diverge. A certain 
organism Av'rts' pa't^asitic "oii 'thc' coihi^ inscct- 
A'crtcbrale ancestor. The process of evolution 
in this host-ancestor being necessarily very ' 
gradual, the jiarasitc — as v,-as the case Avitli 
many exist iniij pai-asiles — Avas capable of ada])t- 
ing itself to the closely related varieties of the 
host, among others to the insect-resulting 
strain and to ihe vertebrate-resulting strain. 
Diccrgence in these host-strains continuing, 
varieties became species, species genera, and 
so on, until insect and vertebrate, as they ex-- 
isted at the present day, were evolved

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T the present juncture of affairs in the 
Balkans,', the proclamation of Bul- 
garian iridepenflehcc and the annex- 
ation of Bosnia and ]Tcrzej;;oviiia hy 
Austria-Hung-ary, it is of interest to 
recall that the treaty of peace Ijc- 
tvveen Russia and Turi<cv, sipiicd at San Stc- 
fano on March 3, 1878, provicied for the crea- 
tion of a greater Bulgaria. This was to in- 
clude not only the state which I'rincc Fer- 
dinand has now declared to be independent, 
b.ut also nearly all Macedonia. The whole 
of this territory was to be constituted an 
autonomous principality, with a Chrisliau 
government, tributary to the Sultan of Turkey. 
'J'he arrangement was upset a few months 
later by the Treaty of Berlin, which made 
the line of the Balkans the southern boun- 
dary of the Bulgarian principality and place( 
Eastern RumeHa, south of the Balkans, under 
the direct politic.il and military authority of 
the Sultan, with a Christia:i governor-General 
and "administrative autonomy," the rest of 
Macedonia being left as it remains today. 
Biilgarian politicians have never abandoned 
the idea of a greater Bulgaria, accepted at 
San Stefano and rejected at Berlin. For some 
years \h{s object was zealously pursued under 
Russian auspices, and at times with Russian 
assistance. 

3/Vhen, however, in 1885, the principality of 
33ulgaria and the autonomous province of 

^Eastern Rumelia, which England, in 1S78, had 
stipulated should be kept asunder, declared for 
union, Russian patronage was withdrawn. At 
the time, indeed, Russia called a conference of 
the Powers and proposed that the Turks 
should be authorized to reoccupy Eastern 
Rumelia. English diplomacy, however, suf- 

.ficed to avert any forcible, attempt to inter- 
fere with accomplished' facts." 

Encouraged at first, and afterwards' de- 
nounced by Russia, the dream of a greater 
Bulgaria, to be constructed at the expense of 
Turkey, continued to be a guiding motive of 
Bulgarian policy, though the means by which 
various parties in the state sought to realize 
it have varied. Stambuloff's policy was to 
promote the interests of his country in Turkey 
not by violence, but by diplomatic methods. 
Some Bulgarian statesmen have openly en- 
couraged a popular agitation; others have 
given surreptitious aid to something like a 
.standing conspirac}' organized to foment dis- 
cord in r^IaLcdoni::. At one time a Central 
Macedonian committee at vSofia has pulled the 
strings of a movement wdhch has kept Chris- 
tians and Moslems, Bulgars, Turks and 
Greeks in a perpetual state of internecine 
antagonism, culminating at irregular intervals 
in massacres and out*Qges. At another time, 
animosities, once stirred up, have required nn 
further incitement from outside to keep them 
going. In 190 1, Count Lamsdorff told our 
Amhassadur that the Central committee at 
Sofia had develo|icd into an anarchical proj)a- 
ganda, whose chief aim was to e.xti'rt funds 
for the cause by iiuimidation. The complicity 
of the Bulgarian government in these proceed- 
ings has, of course, been vehemently denied in 
Sofia, and all the blame has been thrown on 
the Turk. The true explanation of Mace- 
donian imrcst. or, at any rate, of what has 
directly tended to impede every effort til! 
lately to bring about any lasting improve- 
meijt, has ne\er been cnnce;dcd from unpre- 
judiced in()uirer-;. 'I'he scojjc of lUilgarian 
ambitions anrl the nuscrui)n!ous way in uliich 
the}' have been pursued have been demon- 
strated over and over again.

Scene of the Proclamation 

The fact that Tirnox-o was chosen as the 
scene of the jiroclamation of the re-est;i])lisli- 
ment of the llnlgarian kingdom adds to the 
dramatic interest of the situation. Xo portion 
ot iiie lUilgarian -oil is so intimate!}- associat- 
ed with the most stirring events of tiie na- 
tional history. Patriotic writers have des- 
cribed Tirnovo as "the queen of cities, the 
famous burgh," which, according to tradition, 
was "built by the hands of giant.s'" The Tir- 
no\-o of toda\-, however, bears little or no trace 
<ii its once historic greatness. The ruins of 
"lialdwin's Tower" ma}- still be seen on the 
ramp;irts, where the l''raid<ish F-iiiperor, Count 
Jjal(l\\in of h'laaders, met his ind<nown f;it(; 
~no N'cars ago. Tiruoxo also contained the 
J'alace of the Cz'irs, and the great cathedral 
where the head of the Bulgarian Clnirch of- 
ficiated.

Bulgaria's Army 

Although Bulg::ria has a total ])opuIation 
of only a little o\-er four millions, she possesses 
a remarlcably large and efficient army. vStatis- 
tics differ on this |)oint, but it is s;ife to esti- 
mate the army at over 350,000 on a war foot- 
ing. iM'om when the Turks defeated the 
Slav Allies, till 187H, the Bulgarians, as Chris- 
tian subjects of Turk-e}', have been exempt 
fi-i.iin niililary service. 'J'he Bulgarian army of 
toflay actually dates from January, 187S. Of.ly 
once since its inception has. this force been 
tested in war — in the short campaign against 
Scrvia in 1885 — when it acquitted itself with 
credit and success. Every Bulgarian subject 
capable of bearing arms is li;ihie to twenty- 
five years' service, and the army is coiise(|ucnt- 
ly composed of many (iifferent races. Besides 
the ]nire-bred Bulgars, there are Turks, Po- 
makes (settlci-s and nouuuls), Jews ("Span- 
ioles" and Poles), Servi.-ms, .(G;;e,ekp,. Ruman- 
ians, Armenians, Gij)sies, i Circassians, and 
naturalized Russians, Germans, and Levan- 
tines! The soldiers are well treated, though 
hard-worked, and vqry particular attention is 




paid to their spiritual welfare. Should a regi- 
ment of recruits contain only one Jew and one 
Mahometan a rabbi and a Mahometan priest

'riie barracks are most comfortably built 
nnd e(pii|)ped with applitince-^ calculated to 
|)rt)mote the health of ijie troo])s. Large mir- 
rors and neatly framed picture?- adorn the walls ; 
drunkenness is practically unknown, and very 
little smoking is indulged in. Though pro- 
foundly ignorant when first taken in hand by 
the military authorities, the recruits are speedily 
]iolished by the slorn routine "f drill and edu- 
cation. The Bulgarian officer i;d<cs ids pro- 
fession \-cry seriousl}". he woiks and studies 
hard, slick's to his duties with dogged pertiu- 
acit}-. and, still more i-eniai-kable, li\es com- 
foiiahU- within his income.

Prince Ferdinand 
Prince Ferdimmd— or, to give him the title 
to which he as])ires, the Czar of Bulgaria — 
reached his forty-seventh }-ear hast Februar}'-, 
:iiid has been the titul.'ir he.'id of I'ulgaria since 
1887. "i-'-^ f.-itlier, the late Prince .\ngust oi 
.Saxc-Coluirg and Gotha, was a nobleman \y\\n 
possessed large estates in Austria, and hi.-- 
mother, Princess Clementine, ,was the daugh- 
ter of Louts i^hilippe, the last King of France. 
The inscrutable dispensation of fate which or- 
dained that the prince should, .-it the age of 26, 
be called to rule what was then a lurbnicnt 
and unruly race, had endowed him with the

Natural history, not kiugeralt, was the dream 
(if his youth, and the object to wdiich his early 
efforts were directed. Together with his bro- 
ther he made a voyage of exploration to !'.i-azil 
in 1879, and when tliey returned with a rich 
.store of specimens and observations, they pub- 
lished, in .Vienna, the Itinera Principum S. 
Coburgi. ' 



Prince Ferdinand had attained to the rank 

of lieutenant in an .\iistrian Hussar regiment 
when, on July 7, 1887, the Jliilgarian National 
Assembly imanimously elected iiim to succeed 
J'rince .Alexander (of l'>;itlenberg) who had 
abdicated — a force imijeure — ten months he- 
fore. The new ruler had ;i difficult task, to 
follow in the footsteps of his ])opular and dash- 
ing predecessor. One of Jus first acts was to 
appoint Stambuloff as his Prime Minister. 
Stambuloff was the one, and perhaps the onl}', 
strong man produced hy modern Bulgaria. It 
was lie who, more tli;in ;m}- (other man. had 
m;ule Bulgaria wliai ^he was — maintained her 
independence, aiKi crushed, with a relentless 
liand, tile machinations of Russian agitators 
who flooded tlu.' couiilr}-. 

l''rom the ae.;e^.--ioii of I'l'iiice l-'enlinand 
till 1804 tlie lii-'oirv of Bulgaria was little 
more lliaii the life of Stambuioff, who ruled 
the country and -the Prince as well. But 
Prince Ferdinand awaited his lime and matur- 
ed his plans. On May 31, 1894, when the news 
came mit that Stambuloff had been relieved 
of his office, ICurope experienced a shock of 
surprise almost as great as when iiismarck 
had been dismissed. Im-oiii that da}- Prince 
l''erdiiiaiid has not dropped nor even slacken- 
ed the reins wiiich he now grasjied in earnest. 
The success wdtli which he accomplished his 
task is indicated by the ceremony which took 
pl.ice ;it Tirnovo yesterday. 

Prince Ferdinand married, in 1893, Marie 
Louise, eldest daughter of Duke Robert of 
Parma. She died in 1899, leaving two boys 
and two girls. In February of this year he 
married Princess Elconora of Reuss Kostritz, 
Prince Boris, now a hand.some youth of 14, and 
heir-apparent to the throne, was originally 
ha|)tised ;i Roman C.-illiolic. ,\ccording to the 
Bulgarian Constitution. liowe\-ei-. the future 
ruler must be ;t inember of the Bulgarian 
Church. .After a j^reat deal of political ;ind 
ecclesiastical controver.sy between the two 
Churches, the Bulgarian Government, aird 
Russia, young i'oris was re-baptised at the age 
of two. The Czar stood as his sponsor to the 
reremony, and on the same day the Sobranje 
presented the infant prince with £20,000, to 
be banked till his majority. 

A Visit to Adrianople 

'J'he .-Xdriauople correspondent of the Lon- 
don Times, w-riting under d:ite of .August ,'^oth, 
said: 'J'wenty miles jj-oni the P.ulgarian fron- 
tier, on the high road to Constantim )i)le, 
y\(lrianople, ihc ancient capital of the Otto- 
man empire, is one of those geograjiliical 
centres wdiich were referred to in tlic introduc- 
tory letter of this series as points of excep- 
tional strategical vantage. Three main rivers 
join their waters at Adrianople — the Tunja, 
flowing .south from the Balkans, the Arda, 
Ilowing cast from the Rhodopes, and the Mar-

What are the Turkish dispositions forftji'c 
defence of this part of their frontier, which'is 
perfectly open from the Maritza river to the 
sea for a distance, as the crow flics, of nearly 
90 miles? Three defensive centres have been 
established — Mustafa Pasha, the railway 
frontier village, on the left; Adrianople in the 
centre; and Kirk-Kilisse on the right. The* 
42,000 troops .which, as was seen in the last 
letter, are at the command of the Field-Mar- 
shall of the Second Army Corps, are distrib- 
uted between the tlirec' centres just named, 
one division being at Mustafa Pasha, another 
at Kirk-Ivilisse, ;md the remaining two divi- 
sions at Adrianoide, where also are most of 
tlie batteries of the Army Corps and the prin- 
cipal portion of the cavalry division and tech- 
nical troops. From Kirk-Kilisse deta,chments 
are- spread out in fan shape towards the fron- 
tier, there being garrisons at Vaisal, Malkosh,' 
Gcuk Tepe, Tirnavojik, and Samakov. Owing 
to the presence of a large Bulgarian population 
ill this part of the Adrianople vilayet, the 
Turks are s])ccially apprehensive for its de- 
fence. 'Lhere arc 27,000 troops in Adrianople, 
7,000 at .Mustafa Pasha, and 8,000 in Kirk- 
Kilisse and its neighborhood; but the numbers* 
are always fluctuating. 

.Assuming the neutrality of Servia, the suc- 
cess of a Bulgarian im-asion of 'Lurkey woidd 
depend on the r.'ipidity -with w-liich the in- 
vading army could be massed on the frontier. 
The Bulgarians \yoiild have the initial strateg-, 
ical advantage of operating on interior lines,, 
the Turkish forces being distributed for politi- 
cal rather than for military reasons all round 
Bulgarian territory. For reasons stated in 
the last letter, mobilization and concentration 
must be necessarily slower in the Turkish than 
in the Bul.garian army. Leaving the .Sixth 
and Seventh Bulgarian Divisions (50,000 
strong) on llic line Kostendil-Dubnitza to; 
threaten the positions of the Third Turkish: 
Army Corps ;it Uskub and Kuprili, the rest' 
of the army (170,000 strong) could be con- 
centrated on the lower JVririfza, when, after' 
fighting a successful action at Mustafa Pasha, 
a force could be detached to occupy KulcU-'' 
Burgas, so as to cut railway cotiummication 
between the First, Second, and Third Turkish 
Corp;-. Adrianople would meanwhile be in- 
vested, and the line of the I\laritza occupied 
dow n to 1 )L'?leagacli, on the .Aegean . Sea; If 
a leader is forthcoming, and mobilization is • 
effected as quickly as expected, the Bulgarian 
army, with its superior training and mobility, 
ought to be a1)lc to strike a succession of rapid -. 
deinoralizing,- blows, before the Turkish forces 
could .concentrate/^ '

Wlion "the earth, was. without form und void"

air might heeome lit I'or animal.s and man to breathe, 
was something very difCei-ent. it you can let your 
Imaginutioii go back into the dim rocessos of time and 
see In your mind's eye the first seaweed, which clun.^ 
to' the base of the Laurentlan Hills, you will lind 
the beginning of that wonderful process, whereby 
the poisonous atmosphcsre was purified, and stores 
of fuel were laid up for the use of man. If in tho 
great Inlioratory of Nature carbonic acid gas had 
been .solidilled, the world woidd have bcv.u uniahabit- 
aljle: bnt a wonderlul proce.s.s was developed, where- 
b\ tlie carbon in tho gas was made solid, and the 
ox.sgen, which is llu: liroatli of life, was set free. It 
is a wonderful ihiug, is it not? 

Vegetation only obtained a foothold upon the earth 
after a long struggle. A few seaweeds of most prim- 
itive tyi)e. so priridtive that it is not easy to say 
witli certainty that tliey wcr-' iilanis. L;ro\v along the 
edges of tlio oldest ocean- \\aslied rucl;s. I^ater, in 
what is known as the Silurian Age, tliey Ij.'cam.' more 
numcroii.-i, and as the ages rolled around, they rai)idly 
Increased in number, and variety; but it was not until 
a comparatively ^recent date, geologically speaking, 
that vegetation reached Its greatest development. 
'I'his was during what Is known as the Carboniferous 
I'oriod. AVo do not know h'ow long ago tills was, nor 
how long it lasted, but we do know that It was 
very remote a!ui vi'ry long. Rocks of tli<^ Carbonifer- 
ous scries are known to be over 1-1,000 feet, that is 
nearly three miles in thickness. These rocks 
are all sedimentary, • that is, they were formed l>y 
being deposited from water, except the limestones, 
and tho Carboniferous series consists of shales, sand- 
.stones, conglomerates and limestones, interspersed 
with layer.s of coal of greater or less thickness. As 
we do not know how long it took these rocks to form, 
iiow long a period was necessary for tlu^ oscillations 
in tlie land surface of the earth to permit of tlieir 
formation, liow long it took marine animals to form 
the limestone beds, or how long it look \ egetation to 
produce the carbon of the coal bods, we are without 
any reliable -measure of tho time. ■: It -may be men- 
tioned that microscopic analysis shows, that "many 
of the Engli.sh coals consist' largely of accumulations 
of rounded discoidal sacs or bags, which are unques- 
tionably seed-vessels or spore-cases" — to quote Jlr. 
Huxley, it is evident tliat many centuries of vege- 
table growtli must have been necessary to produce 
even a thin seam of coal.

Nestor, a Russian historian, who lived in the 11th 
century, says the Slavs wen' not very long before his 
date little better than the beasts of the forest, but 
tliere is evidence to show that ho i was Inoorreot and 
that several centuries earlier, they had reached a suf- 
lieieiitly advanced stage of ctvlllzatlon to have a 
coinage of their own. About A.D. SOO tho condition 
of the Slavonic tribes was deplorable. AVar was con- 
stant; tiiero was no ro.gular administration of Jus- 
tice, and the insecurity of life and property nuulo 
prosperity Impossible. In this distress the Slavs 
called upon tho Varangians to come and bring ordi'r 
out of chaos. Who tho Varangians were is one of tlie 
unsolved and apparently insoluble problems of his- 
tory. It is known that they came from the North, and 
it has been claimed that they were of the same stock 
as the .Vormaiis, Inti'rniixed witli i'xIIihI advi.Mitiirers 
from the .Slavic tribes. At tiie head of tho V'araiigiaiis 
was Jlurik, a lialf-logondary llguro, who l.ionis up 
large in the mornln.g twilight of Russian liisiurj-. 
Under the powerful Inlluenci/ of the V;iran.glaiis the 
Slavic tribes became organized Into a number of 
states, some of them prlnclplittcs, and others repub- 
lics. The chief of the principalities was known as 
FUissla, the orl.:;ln of tlie name bi ing very uncertain. 
I.ator tli(>si> principalities and i-epulili. -i u a-re ovinrun 
by the Tatars or .\IoT\gols undc^r < ieuKli i'/.. and rodiu^- 
ed to the condi t ion .1 if trilmtary slates. .\s was men- 
tioned In tin' last preceilin.g arliele> as long a.go as the 
Thirteenth Century, the Urand Prince of Russia went 
to Pekin to pay homage to Kublui Khan. To Illus- 
trate the arrogant dominion of those Mongol Khans, 
it may bo mentioned that when they deigned to visit 
Russia, the Grand Prince was expected to spread with 
his own hands a c.ariiet Cor the lior.'^i' of the Khan to 
stiind upon. 'I'lu'u kneeiin.g lie offered ills suzerain a 
gold cu|) full of wine, some of whicli tln^ Khan would 
purposely spill on his horse's nmne. that the lirand 
Prince might lick it oft. This done,' the Prince kissed 
the Khun's stirrup and the act of homage was ended. 

■In A.D. 1440, there was born to tlio wife of Vas- 
sllt the Blind Grand Prince of Russia, a son who was 
christened Ivan, and In his twenty-second year suc- 
ceoileil his fiither as Ivan III. He was In evi-r.v res- 
jieet a remarlcable man. He is-as aml)illou-i. but with- 
out enthusiasm; an able- <-oMim:iiuler Init without 
coura.ge: simple In his habits, 501 a niasler uf In- 
trigue. He had two great object.-^ i> 1 st,-il)Ilsh hls- 
self -as supreme over the adjoining republics and to 
free his country from the Tatar yoke In both ef- 
forts ho was successful after a aeries of i;xtraordIn- 
ary cani|ialgns. Tlie most I'lonarkalile of lliein was 
thai against the Tatars. The opposing armies wore 
drawn up on oppnsit,- sides of tlic- Oka. .\s winter 
was setting in both cnnimanders were iiMWilling to at- 
tempt the passai;e of tlie stream, but at length after 
a night of Intense frost, the river was bridged by the 
Ice, whereupon both armies fied iircclpttately from the 
scene. The reason of this extraordinary transaction 
has never been i'\p!aini'd. .Ml u know is that tin- 
Tatars lied In alarm to the west ami the Tatar su- 
pri'iuacy in I-'urope came to ;im end ulthout a blnw 
bi-ing Htruck. 

Ivnu married Saplii.i raleogus. niece of Constan- 
tino I'aleogus, the last of the Byzantiin' emperors. 
AJter jt,he ca5tuTO._,,of Constantinople by the Turks, 
Sb'plifa fleit To Horrii? with her* father^ 'wliofif'' sflo 
])l;ieed herself under the protection of the Pofie, who, 
ill till- liope of milting tlie Creek .-ind Roman i-liurches, 
brou.r.lit alioiit her marriage with Ivati. .\rter his 
niarriago I\-ari a.il >pl(-il for his cri st lln- iloulde- hoa:leil 
eagle, slgiiif.\ iii,g llieroby tliat n him ami bis de.-;cend- 
ants were united the empires of the east and tlie 
west. He also proclaimed himself Tsar, thereby as- 
serting that he was the successor of the Romon Cae- 
sars, but It '.vas his grandson, Ivan IV', known as tho 
Terrible. who was the Urst Itusshin rub-r to be 
crowned wit'a tliat title. The pra.ctlce is to regard 
tile word Ts:ir as a corruiitioa of llie word Cao;'ar, 
hut tliis is liartlly correct. It is an uiii .s^laiic w.inl 
meaning chief sovereign, and l.s applied in ancient 
Slavic literature to N'ebuchadnezanr, David, Pharaoh 
and other great sovereigns of the past. It is prob- 
able that the Persian title Shah, the Latin Caesar and 
the Slavic Tsar have the same origin. The 
German title Kaiser may come directly from 
the same root, or he simi)l,\' a nr id liicat ion of 
Cai sar. Sophia lirougiit with li. lo Kussla 
all the pride of lier ( Iraeoo- Itoma ii aneestr.v . 
Il was through her inlluence tliat Ivan refuied to do 
homa.go to the Khan. "How long," she asked, am I 
to lie a slave to that Tatar'.'" So It came about that 
\\heii the Khan demanded the usual tokens of .sub- 
mi-^-i'in, Ivan refused, and even declined to send a 
niessonger to kl.ss tin- stirrup of the Tatar lord, 
wlili-li tin- latter .-igr.-i-il to accept as a sulllclent re- 
cognition of his siizeralnt.w 

Ivan's place in liistnry is ;is tin- founder of tln- 
Russlan Empire. He did a groat work in rnoliig his 
people from the opi>ression of the Tatars and in wi- 
dening the scope for their commerce by extending his 
torritdrles westward at the i^xjiense of Ijlthuania and 
Poland, hut In- extinu'iilsln-d tin- popabir Institutions 

whlcli had ln-i-n tin- Ini-it,!-,- „; ili,- ]m.oi)1i- fr time 

imnieniorial. lb- inaugurati-d tlie |i]-iiieipl.. (,f autoj- 
racy, althougri In- surroiinde,! hiriiM l! -,\ii!i a eouiicll 
of nobles much as his sin ci ssor nf ti)ila.\' doi s. in 
illustration of the tremendous length!-, to which this 
autocratic power was pushed, it may be mentioned 
thill Ivan IV., his grandson, who succeeded to the

\-,-ar iliat soiin- of (In- noldi-s ue|-,- ploitini; anaiiisl 
him. called til. -in logr-lher in eoiim-il. told tln-m that 
he knew o| their treason, anil, uliile In- could punish 
them all uould seli-i-l onl.\' one. Wheri'iijion he oi- 
<lered the leader of tho Court iiarty to bo seized and 
thrown to the hounds, who devoured hlin, while tho 
l)oy simply looked nn. Ivan III., who Is known In his- 
tory as the Cri-at, Is also notable lo-caiiHe be l)egaii 
Ihe (-oni|uest (if .\sia. a ]i(ilii-y to which his successors 
have adhered iiiitll lliis da.\-. Only lln- mlliliiry skill 
of .lajian has pri-venti-d tin- descendant and successor 
of Ivan from carr.\ing 0111 the ambition of hi? race 
and setting uj) his court at PekIn, where seven hun- 
dred years ago his ancestors knelt In humble sub- 
mission to Kublal and laid at his feet tribute from 
liielr far-off country.

Famous Frenchmen of the 
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WITH THE POETS 



THE GIRONDINS, DANTON AND 
ROBESPIERRE 

On the Ist of October, 1798, the Glrondlns, tho 
members of the moderate Republican party who had 

been tu'rosted iind brought back from the provinces 
were accused nofore tlio Convention of conspiracy 
against tho itciiublic. So eloquent were the debates 
v.'hicli folliiwed, -so pl.alniy innocent were the prlson- 
(U-s of what tlioy had been accused that the trial 
might have ended In their favor, had not tin- proceed- 
ings been put a stop to sununaril.v and a verdict oC 
guilty brought In before the i)rlsoiKrs had had a 
chance to speak in their own clefeiice. They boldly 
ddioiinced their judges and demanded a fulr trial, 
but an armed force lllled the hull, and surrounding 
thoin iiore them back lo the Conclorgie, not before, 
now over, one in' two draiuatlc incidents li.id taken 
place. Vale/., lioaring the verdict, had stabbed him- 
self and fallen dying into ihe arms of his compan- 
ions. Vergniaud, disdaialiig to free himself by a deiith 
which woidd be easier than that which threatened 
his friends, drew fi'om his pocket tho bottle of poison 
that he had been carrying for months and throw it 
among lln- crowd. Caiiiilli' Desnioulins, who with 
.Mai at. Mai. ton and U.ilie>|jie:-r' . bad been instrumeji- 
lal ill liriiiging the le.ideis of the moderiite party to 
trial, was suddenly sei/od with a lit of remorse, and 
lied screaming through the throng (d peoi)le crying, 
"On, my Cod, it is I who kill theni. Let mc pass, let 
me pass. I will not see thorn die." 

".-Vilons, cnfants de la patrlo 
Le jour do glolre est arrive. 
Contre nous, de la t.vrannle 

I.e couteau saiiglot est love." 

It was midniglit and the prisoners at the Conclor- 
gie, unable to sleep In their crowded, filthy quarters, 
liourd the triumphant notes of the Marseillaise, faintly 
nt llrst, but gradu.ally growing louder, as the Glron- 
dlns. nuirching in .steady time, sang In solemn defi- 
ance their song of freedom on their way back to tho 
prison. The do U's sivnng open and Ihe.v marclied un- 
faltoriiigl;.' witliln the walls whlcli the.\- were to leave 
soon only to mount tho scaffold. They still sang as 
they Journeyed up . the stairs and the sound of their 
voices filled with awe' those who listened. 

During the few hours before the execution their 
invincible courage never failed them. They took a 
Itrave farewell of all those near and dear to them. 
Vorgniaud's little son was lirotiglit to hini, but so 
affrighted was the cliilil al tho cliangod a'^pect of his 
father that he would have hidden from him, Verg- 
nlaiul lifted him tenderly in his arms, and smiled 
upon him. "Look at mo well, little oni," he said, 
"•When you are a man you will say that you have seen 
^Vejgnlaud.,,.the foi^n^or of the Republic at the noblest 
nriomen't"of ifls llfe.'^vflfm'he suffered the persecution 
rif scouinhi-ls and jir'-jiared hhnsolf to die for frce- 
nn-n." 

'I'liey emerged from the indson In the morning 
witli the same fearless defiant bearing that had been 
tiieirs tho night before. Their clothing had bucomo 
soiled and draggled through long usage, the lace at 
their culTs hung In shreds, most of them were hatlcss, 
and their hair In disorder, but they laughed in the 
faces of tho moll paid to Insult tlioiri. and walked 
i-re^ t Willi steady step.<, and ever and .always they 
sung with a solemnlt;. that appalled, the ringing, 
stirring song of the JlnrseiUalsi-. 

One by one they mounted t'nc steps to the guillo- 
tine, many of them still singing, 

"Plntot la mort que I'esclavago 

Cost la devise do Krancais." 

And before they bowed their heads to the axe of the 
executioner each one cried in his turn "Long live tho 
Rei)ubllc." 

In a Very few iniiiutos It was over, the blood ot 
tin- lust of the n-vdlutl, mists had boon s|)llled. 
Heneidorth the iiowi-r was to be all In the hands ot 
the Commuue of Paris, and the revolutionary army 
and tribunal. 

C,iii/,ot says In writing of tho death of the Glron- 
dlns: ' liistory has not Imposed upon them the weight 

of the foundation of the I'^'onch Republic. It has 
scar.-ily liiipnted to tin-ui the last blows against the 
moiiarch.v'. In tlntr iiiinosi souls tlioy died sadly, in 
face of their vanislied illuslims and the victory of 
their oneinio.s. sustained, however, by a sincere lovo of 
liberty and country, to which they believed they sac- 
rilced their live.-." 

Thi- death ot tile i|ii(, n and of tho Duke of Or- 
leans hail preceded lb., (-.xeeiition of the Clrondlns, 
the death of Madaim- Roland, the wife of one of the 
most distinguished meinher.-^ of the parl.v, immediately 
fidlowed. She died as liravely as tile (jlrondins 
themsilvos, bowing lo the statue of Liberty In tho 
sijuare iipp i-'lto to the scaffold. "Oh, Liberty," she 
cried, 'how many crlun-s are commlttetl In thy name." 
She tillowod a forger lo |iass to eN(-(-iition llrst. "Go," 
she sidd. "Vou are afraid. I can wait." 

.Meantime Danton was gaining a great mastery 
over the people. So much was this the case that 
Robespierre iiegan to i;row .iealous ot his popularity, 
and when lln di inuiin i-r.-^. from whom practically no 
one was safe, aci-usi-d Daiilon, be only half-heartedly 
defeiKled him. Dantoii had not become wholly hard- 
ened by the crinu-s ho had conimltteil or for wlilch 
he was responsible. His part In the September mas- 
sacres had caused him much. agony of conscience, and 
he lnvolunt.Trlly drew back from further misdeeds. 
.Moreover In- had Init lately ninrrled a Wife whom he 
lov.-d dcvoli (ll.\-, and w Imse InllUCncC, no dOUbt, did 
iiiiK-h to soften lh(- cha.ractor of the man .whose 
i-rlmes bad usually been tin- result of passionate im- 
pulse rather tlian ]u^econcoi\eii plans. In wrltlii.i; of 
Uanton, some mention should bo made of another 
man who had always worked In conjunction with the 
popular leader. This .was Camllle Doanioullns, a 
brilliant young journalist and member of the Cor- 
dlliers Club. He had suffered much remorse since 
the death of the Glrondlns and to repair the injury 
ho liad done In helping to bring about tlieir trial, lie 
now began lo speak tlirougli the inodltim ot his pa.ner 
In veiled disparagement against tho crimes which 
had so dishonored the Revolution. The jails of 
liVanco were filled to overflowing with "suspected per- 
sons." Eight thousand people were registered on tho 
books of tho Paris prisons, and tremblingly awaited 
execution, Desmonllns and Danton revolted from tho 
idea of so much bloodshed and the former appealed 
so powerfully tlnit he tiroused the symiitithy of the 
peojilo and caused hojio to rise In hearts that had been 
heavy with despair. Robesiiimre condonmed IJoa- 
moullns' papers to bo burned, tmd IJanton, and the 
young Journalist who had also lately married, woro 
advised to fly thfe country vyjhlle they were, sure of 
their liberty. 

"Tlie>^ daro not arrest me," said Danton, With 
lironil conildcnce, and refused to ijult Franco and es- 
cape the danger which menaced him.

' ' ■ NARCISSUS 

RACTICALLY everyone is ac- 
quainted witli this genus, either 
l)y means of the Daffodils or one 
or oilier of those beautiful kinds^ 
^vllich adorn our outdoor gardens 
ill early spring-. Altogether it is 
one of Uic most useful in the 
whoK? range of l)ulbons plants, 
and appreciated not only lor its 
hardiness but also for the readiness with 
which certain sections will force, the long- 
period over which flowers may be hud. and 
the fact that almost any soil will i^row Nar- 
cissi.' Writing of soil it may be well here to 
remark that these who have made a study of 
soil influiinces upon the color of certain flow- 
, ers, .have discovered , that the Daffodil is one 

of jthose flowers which is susceptible. 
V 'To cultivate the Narcissus to give the liest 
results, 'the most important detail to observe is 
"' the planting. iMorc failures result from late 
■ 'planting than from any other cause. It is in- 
convenient, say, in the height of the floral sea- 
.son, to think about the next season's disjjlay ; 
and yet as early as July a space should be 
looked out for those I3affodils with which ii 
is desired to make a show the following year. 
As is fairl_v well known Narcissi are much in- 
jured by coming in contact with crude man- 
ure; hence the reason why the best growers 
advocate using: for their qualrters some soil 
which has been thoroughly manured for an- 
other crop — potatoes for instance. In many 
.. gardens, therefore, such a site will be available 
•at any rate early in August, when as many 
varieties of Narcissi as possible should be in- 
serted. Cultiv-ators of these lovely flowers, 
whose beauty may be enjoyed from February 
until summer i.s nigh, should always remember 
that Narcissus is a gemis whose members have 
but a very short resting period, and if planting- 
is delayed, as it frequently is, until October 
arrives, really first class flowers cannot be ex- 
pected, nor can that increase to the stock 
:which it should be the aim of the grower to 
, obtain, Let those who doubt that new roots 
, are . eniitted in the summer lift a few of the 
early kinds — some of llic Poeticus seciion for 
instance — and sec lor tlicmselves. If such 
bulbs as these arc kept out of the soil tlicy Avill 
ciuffer just as much as Liliums similarly treat- 
ed. Varieties, however, differ considerably as 
to the period Avlicn renewed activity ciV)ni- 
mences, and soil and tlistrict have also to be 
taken into consideration. A fairly good guide 
for lifting, when such is necessary, is to be 
fouiid in the foliage; when this turn^ yellow. 
the;fork may be employed. Of course, lifting 
ea'ch season is not inrperative, though where 
Narcissi are grown for show it is. In the or- 
dinary, border the bulbs may be left lor three 
years, varying with the soil, so \ou'^ as ilicy do 
not show signs of niatcrialh' dcicrioralin,g : 
but periodically ail stock should be lilted, and 
the quarters shifted Where annual liltinj;- is 
]>ractised, as it is with exhibitors atul others, 
the bulbs should be siii-eatl tjiit upon Iray.-^ and 
placed in an airy shed. When dry, they should 
be cleaned, the old roots cut otf, and the off- 
'sets removed and planted out for growing on 
into, flowering bulbs. Narcissi should not be 
planted too deeply — 3 in. should be the maxi- 
mum depth ; while for the smaller kinds in. 
-will be sufficient. In the case of those de- 
lightful early llowcriiit,'- kind, which arc oc- 
casionally ,!^rown at the foot of rockeries, a 
carpet plant is most useful, and the pretty 
.Woolly Thyme is as good as anythiiij^-. 

There is no better way of employing cer- 
tain varieties of Narcissus than a natural one 
— whether this be in the grass, under decidii- 
uus trees, or in the more extensive woodland. 
All varieties, however, are not ada[)led for 
this form of ctilture, any more thian all varie- 
ties are suited for tho border. vSoine of the 
best for naturalisin.g are: Pallidus Praecox, 
Spurius, Obvallaris, Abscissus, Rugilobus, 
Golden Mary> Henry Irving, Princeps, Poeti- 
"cu.^; Albicans, Odorus, Gblden Spur, Mosoha- 
tus Duchess of Brabant. Countess of .Xnncsley, 
Johnstoni Queen of Spain, and Varit'ormis. 
For the rockery, again, there arc the moisture- 
loving Cyclamiiicus, the delightful .\. inini- 
nius, ami all the Moop Petticoats except N. 
>lulbocodii]m monophyllus. Several, liowcvci-. 
of these miniature Daffodils are getting scarce, 
so great has been tile demand for them of late 
years. 

When required for forcin,g, similar treat- 
ment to that advised ftjr the liyacintli will 
answer, excejit in the case of the Ajax section, 
which must be brought on .slowly—that is, 
they must not be subjected to a high tempera- 
ture at any time. A very pretty and u,?cful 
Nar,cissus for pot culture in a cool house is th.c; 
Hotap Pelticbat, For very early forcing the 
'.Paper White is the best, as it may be had in 
■flower from November oinl'urds. Later come 
'N.j'iJoeticua and all ih.c j.!olxaiUhus groin); 



while, still later follow such kinds as Emperor, 
Empress, Horsefieldii and any of the Ordinary 
forms of Daffodils, A compost of three parts 
sandy- loam and one part well decayed manure 
will be .siiitable for all NarcLssi in pots. After 
flowering, gradually harden off the plants in 
cold frames, and later on iilant out the bulbs 
in .good soil, when in about two years they will 
be fit for forcing again, 

Outdoor culture is very sinii)le, ami really 
charming effects may now be produced at a 
comparatively trifling outlay. Vov s])ring 
beds few if any plants will afford such a lovely 
{)iecc of color as those filled with Emperor or 
Empress; while i"or plantin.g in the grass or 
for the wild ,gardcn there arc a host as has al- 
ready been shown, which will remain in beauty 
for weeks. vSloping banks that have not to be 
mown early may be rendered very piclurcscpic 
by the use of these bulbs. 

Of all the sections of the ,genus Narcissus, 
perhap.s the most admired is that known as 
Ajax. The varieties arc all excellent, but the 
following especially so: — Emperor, Empress, 
Grandis, Iforsfieldii, Mrs. J. B. M. Camm, 
F.xquisitc, St. I>rigid, and many others, includ- 
ing new varieties like Weardale Perfection, 
which is now selling at 10 guineas a bulb! and 
other new and neccssaril}'- expensive kinds 
like Victoria, Fred 
Aloore. T.ady llcleu 
Vincent, Alr.s. Aforland 
Crosficld, and Shakes- 
])eare. 
Another good section 

is Incomparabilis, the 

best variety of which is 

probably Sir Watkin ;

Those kinds which are lifted suffer least, and

Fun- 
goid di.seases comparatively seldom affect any 
of tile Narcissi, at least in this country, 

THE TULIP 

liriUiancy anrl richness of color, variety of 
markings, and a hardy constitution, have done 
much towards placing the Tulip in the front 
rank of sirring flowers. Tulips, though fairly 
accommodating as regards .site, certainly de- 
light in a rich soil, and where this docs not ex- 
ist naturally, it should l;c provided when mak- 
ing up the quarters for the reception of the 
bulbs. In beds (jr in fair-sized clumps in the 
borders Tulips are equally attractive if due re- 
gard: ,'l)e))ai<l to height and colors ; w.hilt*; for 
ppt-cuiture they are no less;' uscfiil.' It'iil hot 
pyciryont: who can devote whole l)e(ls, or even 
a'hed, to the culture of one kind of bulb; but 
practically everyone can spare a little space in 
the border, or for a few of the smaller growing ^ 
kinds in the rockery, - \ - 



When growing Tulips" in bbds-. the t chief 
points to observe are* the height and period of 
flowering, for all varieties of bedding Tulip.s 

do not flower at the same lime, or of a uniform 
hei.glU. 

The end of October, or else the first week 
in November, is the best season to plant if the 
weather be suitable, as then ijlenty of time is 
all'ordcd the bulbs to perfect their .growth, and 
yet the latter is not .pushed loo far to be cut 
back by hard frosts, unless a yery. niild seas'bn 
is enjoyed. at the 'first part^of the'>Hvfntcr, Tu- 
lips are often regarded as too formal by reason 
of their straight stems and lack of foliage at 
the time of flowering. Such need not be urged 
a.gainst iheni, for by '"carpeting" a bed with 
])laiits like the ilepaticas. Silcncs, Daisies, etc., 
a |)retty groundwork- nf green is formed, vdiicli 
adds considerably to ihe effect 01 .■spring beds 
111 Tulips; nr a.gain by associating Tulips with 
those bulbs which flower before j)utlin,g forth 
leaves a similar effect is obtained. Propaga- 
tion of this bulb is by cither offscLs or seed, 
the former being preferable for the amateur. 
In the borders il will be found an excellent 
plan to insert the hull's ^uine in. apart and 3 
in. deep. Cluiiii)s. sa_\-. of a dozen disposed in 
the vicinit}' of deciduous shrubs will give a 
grand bit of color in spring.

site. T.' macrospcila, crimson-scarlet, with 
black and 'yellow centre; T. retroflexa, yellow, 
Avith rccur\ ed ])etals ; T. elegans, dark crimson, 
and its white and variegated varieties; T. syl- 
veslris, a yellow sweet-scented native plant 
valuable for naturalising; T. vu-idiflora, green, 
with yellow edge; T. praecox, also .green and 
yellow, are species and varieties specially note- 
worthy; and whose, merits . hsivc been fully 
tested. 

Belonging to the May-flowering section are 
a number of kiiids grouped as Darwin Tulips. 
They are rich as to color, and for effectiveness 
in either bed or border they cannot well be 
surpassed. Amongsl comparatively recent 
varieties is the delicately beautiful Picotcc Tu- 
li|) (.MaideiTs kilusli). white, with rose margins 
and recur\-ctl petals; v,-hile l)y way of further 
variety the J'arrol Tulips may well receive at- 
tention. These are \-ery showy when grown 
as basket jdnnts. They have been evolved 
from T. platysiigma and are characterized by 
deeply cut petals and rich colors. A curious 
feature about these Parrot Tulips is ilial after 
a time they revert to that species rjii [)oor soils. 
The best time to lift Tnliiis is when the folia.ge 
can be twisted round the hand wilhout break- 
ing. While however, it is advisable to lift ilic

and T. macrospeila that 
may be .left in the 
.ground without injury. 
Tulips which are lifted 
from the beds or bor- 
ders l)cforo tlic}- have 
matured their folia.ge 
should be planted else- 
where to complete the 
Ijrocess, and afterwards 
stored away in , bags 
])ropcrly labelled until 
the autumn. 

TREATMENT O F 
SUMMER; BULBS 

B.e f d.E,e>.thc;';frost 
■ comes .and', vvliile the 
flp,wers. arje 'at- their 
best go bvjar' the-labels 
carefully to make sure 
that they arc correct, 
and renew any labels 
that arc indistinct, bro- 
ken, or decayed. Re- 
member that in the 
case of summer bulbs 
you cannot depend up- 
on a planting plan, and 
the labels arc the only 
guide for future plant- 
ing. Take notes of the 
color and height so that 
you can arrange them 
better next year. 
Dahlias 
A frost strong en- 
ough to spoil the fol- 
iage and flowers Avill 
not injure the roots. 
1 lowcvc r, no lime 
should be lost in gct- 
liiig them up and stor- 
ed after the foliage is 
killed, as llie next frost 
may be strong enough 
to do irreparable dam- 
age. 

Cut the stems to 
within about three 
inches of the roots. 
Use a strong, sharp 
knife so as to make a 
straight, clean cut. At- 
tach the labels firmly 
or fine wire. Before 
I clump loosen the 
.■-oil well ;dl around the roots, and then 
work the spade as far under the roots as pos- 
sible. Tlun press the handle of 'the spade 
downward, and the roots will be raised well 
out of the ground without any serious break- 
age. .\ careless workman will try to pull up 
ilie loois by the stein when the soil is only 
half loosi'ned. and many of the larger divisions 
of the tuber are thus brok-en off just where 
they adhere to the stem, or at the only point 
where they can make a .growth next season. 

Worlc ilie soil from the roots \silli the 
hands, but do not shake the chiiniis rou.ehly. 
il is not iuH-essai-y to remove all the soil, as 
the rest will fall off later when dry. 

Water will accunuilate in the .soft, hollow 
stems if they slaiid erect. L:iy the roots so 
tha.l water will h;i\'e ;i chance to drain off; 
otherwise, crown rot may develop. 

The best iiho.-e for curing roots is a cool, 
dry shed, l.ay the roots on boards or benches 
and lurn tlicin occasionally so thtil they will 
dry out e\-only. .After about a week's drying 
ihey can be remov-Hl to their winter quarters. 

The best place to -winter them is a frost- 
proof cellar. The: rein;iiniii.g- soil, being now 
dry, can be sh.'dcjii off. LTiless the cellar is 
very dry and has a lioard floor it is well to 
have the boards. on which the roots are laid 
raised above the floor so as lo allow a cur- 
rent of air to pass uiider and prevent dampin.g-. 
If you imist use a r;ither damp cellar, ;i 
spriidcliiig- of air-slaked lime under the boards 
will liclp^ to keei) the air -'sweet and prevent

damp. The best temperature :s about 40 dc-': 
grees. Cover slightly with fine dry sand. , 
' Cannas ' ' ' % " 

Unlike dahlias these need little or no cur- 
ing, but can be lifted and stored at once. 
When lifting- cut the stems ofl short. The 
roots keep best if left with their natural cover- 
ing- of soil. We lift the clumps with as much 
soil adhering as possible and set them cIcjsc 
together in the same cellar where we store 
dahliasi but put them -in the warm end of the 
cellar. . , . f , 

For the method of raising thenV froriv the 
ground and for the use of air'^slaked lime, 
see directions for dahlias. Each variety 
should be dis-diictl}'^ labeled and carefully 
kept by itself, using boards as a division be- 
tween the kinds. ■ ' ' •■ 
Tuberous Begonias • 

L'nlike the foregoing subjects, the stems i 
of these should not be cut but the plants ' 
lifted intact. The ideal place, for drying these 
is part of a greenhouse bench. Lacking this 
you can utilize a frame, to advantage. The 
bottom of the frame should b"e covered witli 
boards and the plants laid on these in rows 
with the roots facing the sun. Place them so 
that the tO]) of each row will lie free and 
not overlap any other. Turn them c-\'er_v 
day for a few days so that they will dry otit 
evenly; tiien occasionall}', for about two 
weeks in all. V,y this time the stems Avill 
be sufficiently dried so that they will part 
readily from the bulbs. During the operation 
the frame should be; covered With a ,^ash, 
but this should be raised both at fop -and 
bottom during the day to admit of free cir-* 
culalion of air. At night a little top ventila' 
tion should be given to prevent condciisationi 

\Vhen the bulbs are thoroughl}- dry thev 
can be put in bo.xcs and stored in any dry 
])lacc where the temperature will not fall be- 
low 40 de.gree.«. These bulbs are rather ten- 
der and should by all means be kept from 
frost during winter. Also they should be 
lifted after the first light frost, j We. aJwaya 
make it a point to lift the begonias first. 
Gladioli 

These, like begonias, should be lifted with 
the stems attached, but there is not so much 
tfoiible in drying them. The earlier .jilant'ed'^ 
lots generally have the stems prett}-- Avell dried 
"before the advent of frost, but even if green 
the}'- can be lifted and tied in bundles and 
hung up (bulbs downward) from the roof 
of a shed or barn, or in any light, airy place 
where they will not be frozen. When thor- 
oughly dry the bulbs can be. removed from 
the stems and stored as recommended -ior 
begonias. Ilowever, they mitst not be placed 
where they will be affected b}' the heat from 
ail}- stove or heating pipes. If the air be too 
dry the bulbs will shrivel before planting time 
and lose much of their vitality. 

Montbretias 

These require treatment similar to the 
.gladioli as rc.gards lifting, dryin.g and storing. 
Some gardeners claim that they will stand 
the winter in the ground if well mulched, 
but our experience is that it is safer to lilt 
them in the colder sections of the country. 
Tuberoses 

Though these arc usually pretty well 
ripened before frost comes there is no need 
of lifting them before the other bulbs. 

Lift the plants with tops attached and either 
spread them out or hang them up to dry^ After 
they have become thoroughly dried, cut the 
stems off close to the bulb. The scaly cover- 
ing of these bull)s renders them less suscept- 
ible to injurv from severe dryiug, but -.it is 
better not to luirr}- the drying process. ' 

Elephant's Ear or Caladium 

This large plant with succulent foliage 
should not be cut down hard at lifting time. 
Simph' remove lar.ger or outside leaves SO 
that the plant will l)c handled easier and 
occupy loss space durin.g the drying process. 
.As the lea\-es dry off they can be rcnioveii 
one by one; but the stems should not be 
cut near ihc bulb, as it is better to leave the 
point of growth ])rotruding from the bulb 
uncut. 

The cellar is probably the best place for 
these along with dahlias and cannas, though., 
some think they need a warmer place. I 
have not fouiid them hard to keep,, Being' 
large and fleshy, the bulb is not liable" to ' 
shrivel. 1 ' 

Any of the above named subjects are liable 
to rot or other disease, and therefore it is 
good policy to turn them over and examine 
them now and a.gain. in case of rot, remove 
the affected bulbs from Ihc others so that: 
the disease will not spread. Remove all dis- 
eased niatlei-- from the affected i)arls aiitl rub 
or dust the surface witii air-sIakcd lime. 
Should the bulbs as a iAyholc appear damp to 
the touch dust them with lime. This will 
diy up excessive moisture and prevent spread 
of the disease. FMowers of sulphur arc also 
a .gi.iod dusting material. 

Should the bulbs be dryin.g too I'asl, co\-or 
thci-n lightly with dry, clean sand which will 
keep the bulbs iiluiiip and firm. 

In a climate of such extremes as ours, it is 
hardly |)OssibIe always to maintain perfect 
conditioiis, and the only way to countcr- 
l)alance adverse coiidi lions is to keep a sharp 
eye on the Inilbs and roots, and use the neces- 
.sary remedies on the first % appearance :ofl 
trouble. — William Scott, in Gardcn'Magazine.

Tjontriigor, in a bulletin of 
the Ohio agricultural cxpcri- 
mcrit Station, urge that on 
account of their enduring 
foliage evergreens possess 
peculiar value both for shel- 

ter and ornament, and 

V 'i ■ •• ' "should be more extensively 

planted about country liomesl'' whether used in 
■,,straight-ro\V, wirijlbrieaks or mingled informally 
with other trees on the lawn." 

. From the ornanicntai standpoint they 
abound in rich dark shades of green, equally 
. valuable as a background for deciduous trees or 
flowering shrubs and plants. 

At all times they furnish a barrier to wind 
and cold, and the rcMuarkaljly picturesque forms 
iassiimed by the adult sjjecimcns of many species 
. a'dd much to the attractiveness of a country 
hdnife'; especially when their boughs gracefully 
bend beneath a load of snow. In winter, when 
other trees are destitute of foliage, these majes- 
tic trees lend (o the scene an air of animation 
wdiich mitigates in a large measure the severitv 
and desolation of the season. If tasteftdlv in- 
termingle' with other trees and shrubs about 
the home they give a warmth of verdure and 
variety of outliuc mKiUaiiiablc without their 
use. That many of tiie evergreens can be siic- 
c(>ssfully grown upon thin, sandy soils is an ad- 
ditional argument in their favor. 
>Where grown to show, the characteristic 

■ beauty of individual trees, evergreens should 
■bje /grouped naturally and not so closely as to 

• crowd upon each ofher, usually along the sides 
or at the re;u- of the lawn. Planting in straight 

■ lines should be a\'oided, and in small groui)s 
the disposition of trees in odd numbers is to bo 

• preferred. Immediate effects may be secured 
by planting thickly, but thinning shoidd not be 
so long deferred as to work injury to the lower 
branches of those trees which it is intended to 

f grow to onaturity. The individual who expects 
to begin- the planting of evergreens should not 
underestimate the importance of ascertaining 
\vhat species and varieties have been found vig- 
orous and hardy after being tested over a wide 
range of country under dissimilar conditions. 
After a beginning lias been made si)ecimens 
may be added from time to time as the planter 
determines what kinds are best suited to his 

;.-needS' and. locality. 

'""The fnhest of the larger ornamental ever- 
greens arc the white pine, Colorado blue spruce, 
white or silver fir, Oriental spruce and- Ameri- 
can hemlock. ()f the smaller ones none is bet- 
ter'lhan Siberian, iiovey's golden, pyramidal or 
globe arbor vitae, thread-branched Japan cy- 
press, graceful obtuse-leaved Japan cypress, and 
plum-like Japan cypress. The best evergreens 
bearing foliage in shades of yellow are George 
Peabody arbor vitae, golden pea-fruited Japan 
cypress, and golden plume-like'^apan cypress. 

■Probably the most valuable of all the ever- 
greens in j)roducing landscape pictures is the 
silver or white fir. Somewhat similar in color, 

■ althougli of a (Hstinctly different habit of 
the Colorado blue spruce, which 

found in e\X'ry collection. This su- 
i of iron-chul hardiness rmd the foli- 
a pronoimced 'shade of blue, which 
reirders it very effective when grown in prox- 
imity to darker-colored kinds. The relinosponis 
or japan cypresses are- an extensive group of 
elegant small trees especiaMy adapted to mass- 
ing and also to use upon small lawns, where 
the dwarf Mugho pine will be found serviceable 
where one of law spread habit is desired. 
limes in groufiing trees a specimen of upright, 
columnar lial)ii will !)(■ admissilde, when, the 
pvi;inii(ial arbor \-iiae or Irish juniper may be 
appropri,'!ii-!y iiiM'oduceii ; hut a prepi.)n(h-rance 
of such tret s should be avoided, as it conduces 
lo anything but a natural, graceful landscape 
comjiosition. 

It; is stated that dull and gloomy effects 
sometimes produced by excessive use of trees 
like the Norway spruce and the Irish jumper 
"may be avoided by mingling with them such 
light and cheerful trees as the silver firs, Color- 
ado spruce, hemlock and retinosporas, as well 
as deciduous trees. 

The wliite birch is admirably suited to this 
style of planliiii;-, and, when inters|)erse(l among 
evei'gi'eeiis. ii.-, snowy li:u"k- gleaming against a 
liack'ground of greni houghs, becomes a charm- 
ing part of tile uiiUer .scene. The l)eauty of 
home grounds wmdd bi; greatly laigmented bv 
the more general use of this handsome, hanb' 
and easily grown tree, which is so attractive a 
feature in much of nature's grouping. Excellent 
enlivening effects may also be secured by us- 
ing the red-twigged dogwood, a shrub some five 
feet high, whose numerous, wine-colored 
contrr;st finely with evergreens or snow. Ow- 
ing to its small size this must be grown in front 
of taller trees, or in nooks sucii as fre(]uently 
occur along the edges of an evergreen grouj). 
.\s a romiianion plant lo IIk^ dwarf dogwood 
I he golden willow i,-, sonieliincs used, thereby 
throwing giilden t'.i'igs into coiU rasl with those 
of a crimson hue. The foliage ol the golden 
elder, a hardy, rugged shrtib of the very easiest 
cult|ure,. will bo of material value during the 
summer month^. This must be planted in full 
. .expo.sure to the surdight, as^ the rich yellow 
foliage becomes greenish in cblor when grown 
in jiartial shade. The cdldritlg of Ibis shrub is 
linest on young growth; h'cnce it is wi'll lu cut 
back the jjlant severely iti spring. Still another 
shrub useful for such jjuiposes is llu' red-lnid 
. .or Judas tree, whose flowers, in a cheery shade 
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• of . pink, cover the - branches rbBfo&^the- le 
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At the base of evergreens, occasional tbitch- 

cs of color such as are afforded by beds of pe- 
tunia, canna, salvia, or other bedding plants, are 
highly effective and satisfactory. Owing to their 
vigor of growth and ease of culture clumps of 
many of the perennial plants are exceedingly 
valuable adjimcts, used in this way, and if left 
muiisturbed they will increase in size and beauty 
from year to year. P^'oxglove, platycodon, 
hardy phlox, larkspur, and a host of others, 
from which selection may be made according to 
the planter's fancy, are available for the pur- 
pose. In fact, evergreens form a most excel- 
lent background for a great variety of charm- 
ing hues in llower, fruit, and foliage. During 
the entire cycle of the seasons they may be 
made to accentuate and brighten an ' infinite 
variety of colors in ])lants, from the humblest 
flowers to the gorgeous maples. 

For making an evergreen hedge, American 
hemlock or Siberian arbor vitae are recom- 
mended, and if to be shorn into fanciful shapes, 
the use of common red cedar, blue-tinted cedar, 
or any arbor vitae is advised. 

It is urgetl that "every country home should 
have its shelter belt of evergreens. Windbreaks 
are not meant for the sole use of extensive or- 
chardists, as \vas once 
thought, but should be 
so commonly pl'anted as 
to [irotoct every home 
exposed in the least to 
the ravages of wind and 
storm. . . ." 

As a protection to 
farm buildings, the 
barnyard, or poultry 
run, a good windbreak 

will repa)' its cost in a 
few years in the savin.g 
of fuel or feed. Tlie 
lengths of time con- 
sumed in its .growth 
need not deter anyone 
from m. iking a wind- 
break, as results may be 
secured 'in half a- dozen 
years by planting thick- 
ly, subsequent thinning 
to be practiced. 

For the construction 
of windbreaks and shel- 
ter belts the white pine, 
Norway spruce, Austri- 
an and Scotch pines, and 
American arbor A'itae 
have no superiors. 
These kinds all grow 
rapidly and are not 'hck- 
ing in vi.gor or adapta- 
bility to thin soils, ex- 
posed situations ,and 
other adverse condi- 
tions. 

The authors are care- 
ful to warn against the 
exclusive planting of 
evergreens about 
homes. 

Deciduous trees oc- 
cupy a place in any 
scheme for beautifying 
lawns which conifers 
alone do not and can- 
not fill. When sur- 
rounded and complete- 
ly enveloped in a dense 
growth oi evergreens, 
a style of ])lanting 
somewhat prevalent a 
few decades ago, and of 
which examples arc 
even now occasionally 
seen, a residence be- 
comes dark, gloomy, 
damp, and dangerous to 
health.

CAUSE AND TREATMENT OF SPLINTS 
IN HORSES 

Si)liiUs are certain bony enlargemen I s 
\\hich dcN'eloi) cui the cannon l)nne, between 
the knee or the hock and the fetlock joint. 
They are found on the inside of the leg, from 
the knee (near to which they are frequently 
found) downward to about the lower third of 
the principal cannon bone. They arc of vari- 
ous dimensions, and arc readily perceptible 
both to the eye and to the touch. They vary 
considerald}' in size, ranging from that of a 
large nut, downward to very small i)ro[)or- 
tions. In searching for them, they may be 
readil}- detected b}- the hand if they haye at- 
tained sufficient develo[)ment in their usual 
situritioii, but must be distin.guished from a 
small bou}' enlargement which may be felt at 
the lower third of the cannon hone, which is 
neither a splint nor a pathological formation 
of any kind, but merely the buttonlikc enlarge- 
ment at the lower extremity of the small meta- 
carpal or splint bone. 

Symptoms. — .'\ .splint may become a cau;;e 
of lameness, though not necessarily in e\'ery 
instance, but it is a lameness possessing fea- 
tures peculiar to itself. The lameness is not 
always continuous, but at times assumes an 
iiiterriiil^terit character, and is more marked 
when the animal is warm than- when he is cool. 
If near the knee-joint, it is very apt to become 
aggravated when the animal is put to work^ 
and the gait acquires then a peculiar charac- 
ter, arising from the manner in which the limb 
is carried outward from the knees downward, 
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splint, which is its cause, may be looked for jin 
the increase of the temperature of the pat-t, 
^ with swelling, and probably pain on pressure. 
This last symptom is of no little importance, 
since its presence or absence has, in many 
cases, formed the determining point in decid- 
ing a question of difficult diagnosis. 

Cause.— A splint being one of the results of 
periostitis, and the latter one of the effects of 
external hurts, it naturally follows that the 
jaarts which are most exposed to blows and 
collisions will be those on wdiich the splint will 
most commonly be feiund, and it may not be 
improper, therefore, to refer to hurts from, 
without as among the conunon causes of the 
lesion. Put other causes may be productive of 
the evil, and amon.g these may be mentioned 
the overstraining (.if an imnialitre or.ganism by 
the iiniiosition of exeessi\-e laljor upon a young 
animal at a too early period of his life. The 
bones which enter into the formafion of the 
cannon are three in number, one large and two 
small, which, during the youth of the animal, 
are more or less articulated, with a limited 
amount of mobility, but which become, in ma- 
turity, firmly joined by a rigid union and os- 




sification of their inter-articular surface. If 
the immature animal is compelled, then, to per- 
form e.\acting tasks beyond his strength, the 
1 iie\itable result will follow in the muscular 
straining and jjerhaiis tearing asunder of the 
fibres wdiich unite the IxJiies at their points of 
juncture, and it is difficult to understand how 
inflammation or pcriosititis can fail to develop 
as the natural consequence of such local irt-ita- 
tion. If the result were deliberately and in- 
telligently designed, it would hardly be more 
effectually accomplished. 

Treatment. — It is, of course, the considera- 
tion of the comparative harmlesaness of splints 
that suggests and justifies the policy of non- 
interference, except as they b^jcome a positive 
cause of lameness. And a more positive argu- 
ment for such non-iincrference consists in the 
fact that any active and irritating treatment 
may so excite the parts as to bring about a re- 
newed jKith.'dog-ieal activity, which may result 
in a reduplication ol the ])heiioinena, with a 
second edition, if not a second and enl.ar.ged 
volume, of the whole stor}-. For (.)ur part, our 
faith is founded on an experience of many 
years, during which our practice has been that 
of abstention. 

It rehiains a pertinent query, however, and 
one which seems' to ■ be easily answered, 
whether a tumor so ditriinutive in size that it 
can only beAdetected by diligent search, and 
^vhich ls;heithcr a disfignrenient nor an ob- 
struction.,to-the motion of the limb, need re- 
ceive any recognition wdiatever. The mode of 
•the development of their growth; their in- 
timacy, greater or less, with both the large and 



cations which may follow the roi,igh handling 
of the parts, with also a possibility, and indeed 
a probability, of their return after removal — 
these are the considerations which have influ- 
enced our judgment in discarding from our 
l^racticc and our apjiroval the method of re- 
moval by the saw or the chisel, as recommend- 
ed by certain European yeterinarians.-— Uv.

HARM TO THiE HOOFBlf THE USE OF 
• OILS 

At a very early period in the domestication 
of the horse, it -was considered by horsemen 
that the foot and its envelope, the hoof, was 
the principal region of the horse's body — no 
fftot, no horse. To enable man to mak'c use of 
his services, it was founcj^ necessary that .great 
care and attention should be directed towards 
this organ of locomotion, with a view to pre- 
serving the integrity of "the hool, and keeping 
the foot free from those diseases incidental to 
the great amount of travelling and load-carry- 
ing imposed upon him. As the horse's useful- 
ness to mankind in- 
creased, so, also, did the 
number of his foot dis- 
eases, until now they, 
have become legion. All 
manner of remedies are 
sought and used . by 
horsemen, which are 
supposed to act either 
as preventives of dis- 
ease, curative, emollient 
(to soften and make 
the horn pliable), or to 
stimulate the growth 
of horn in weak feet. 

These remedies gen- 
erally consist of oint- 
picnts, or animal, veg- 
etable and- minejral oils, 
applied as"a dressing to 
the hoof with a . brush 
or other instrument. 
These substances arc 
supposed to accomplish 
certain beneficial re- 
sults, but, as a matter 
of scientific fact, they 
do no good, but often 
positive harm. The 
horn composing the 
horse's hoof is made up 
of very minute yl^orny 
tubes lying paralld-* to 
each, other, andt bound 
together with , an 'agglu- 
tinating substance se- 
creted by the mem- 
brane wdiich covers the 
."os pedis" or foot bone. 
These tubules extend 
from the head of the 
hoof down to the 
ground surface, and 
constitute the wall of 
the hoof. The inner 
surface, of the upper 
edge of the wall is con- 
cave, and in this con- 
cavity rests the coron- 
ary cushion. This con- 
cave groove is remark- 
able for being j)iercc(l 
ever3'where by count- 
less minute pin-hole op- 
ening.s, which extend 
into the substance of 
the wall for some dis- 
tance. Each of these 
small perforations re- 
ceives one of the 
"villi" or minute tufrs 
of blood-vessels wdiich 
project from the face of the membrane cover- 
ing the coronary cushion, and all the interior 
of the foot. These small blood-vessels secrete 
from the blood tiny horn-producing colls, 
which are depo.'~dted into the small holes situ- 
ated in the concave groove. These horn cells 
gradually elongate and become tubular, and so 
take the place of the old matured horn, by 
pushing it downwards. The old horn — ex- 
cessive growth — is either worn off by contact 
with the ground, or is pared away by the 
shoer. 

It must be evident from this that any of 
the hoof cannot possibly iiiflucnce the blood 
sup])ly of the foot, the circulatory apparatus 
being situated on the inner side of the hoof. 
The wall has a i)rolcctive coverin.g — the pcri- 
ople — wdiich is a delicate membrane, and ex- 
lends from above, downwards, covering the 
whole outer surface of the wall. In the un- 
mutilated hoof, it looks like a fine coat of 
varnish. . Its function is to protect the horn 
fibres or tiibules from injury," or from the in- 
trusion between the horn fibres of extrane- 
ous substances — hoof ointments and oils, for 
exaiuplc. When, through prolon.ged use, any 
foreign or deleterious matter, wdiatever it 
may be, destroys the periople, the external 
face of the wall has lost its protective cover- 
ing, disintegration of the wall, to a varying 
extent,, takes place,, jihe hoof becomes 'brittle, 
it will shrink, the nails' wiir'nbt hbl^ thfr'shoe 
firmly in position, the friction from the, loos- 
ened nails will wear the hoof away, large nail- 
hol es will result. The grease or oils entering 
these holes from the wall, run down the nails, 
and actually, in many instances, the foot sur- 



face of the shoe is.covei^ed. with' the substa.ilce, 
and this further helps to loosen the shoes. 

The natural moisture for the horse's hoof 
is water. In his wild state, this is obtained 
principally from the dews on the grasses. In 
domestication, the moisture must be supplied 
him, in the form" of water. IPs feet should 
be washed and bathed daily in very dry 
\yeatlier. Two 'inches of water in a strong 
tub;' m whicK'-li'e" is ■ permitted to stand ' with 
his fore feet for an hour or so, will provide all 
the moisture necessary. If the proper amount 
of moisture is withekl, trouble will surely fol- 
low, but ointments, oils and greese of all 
kinds are entirely uncalled for, aiid should 
never be used.— Veterinarian. .•> . .. 

CAUSES -OF DISEASE IN HOGS 

Given proper care i.'i the way of, housing 
and feed, hogs will thrive well ari(l arc less 
prone to disease than any other class' of farm 
stock. There is, however, considerable- dis- 
ease of one kind or another among .hogs v in 
this country, and when the cause;ipffl;ihisyc;on- 
dition is sought for, ifis fouiid gfeneVally. ^9 be 
either improper housing or impropei^.vfedy; It 
is surprising the number of farmers wlib-'seem 
to imagine that because a hog is only a hog 
he can put up with almost anything in the way, 
of housing and food. It is as surprising, too, 
on the other hand, the number of farmers wh5 
have suitable buildings for keeping their pigs 
in, who feed with some care, but whose .stock 
for some reason goes off in .health, failg to 
thrive as it should and proves ' unsatisfactory 
-generally; • •••"■•'''•"*»' »>'.'• •'■ 

The first requisite in successful hog -grow.-', 
ing is good hogs, the second a suitable"' peri, 
and the third proper feed. By good hogs, we 
mean stock that has come from strong, healthy 
parents. A suitable pen is any kind of a place 
that can be kept dry^, ventilated in some way, 
and neither too warm or too cold. At one;ex-, 
treme i.n the matter of hog housing, we- haye 
the substantial pen, built .tight and wairnt, 
some of them built so closely that the inside 
is steaming most, of the tiine, the ceijing and 
walls wet. Plo.gs in such places seldom thrive. 
They become rheumatic, cripple up, .or con- 
tract some of the other ailments to which 
their kind are prone. At the other extreme 
there is the pen that's constructed so airily 
that the pigs need, to bxygienize about all. the 
food they can constime to; maintam ''the vit;al 
activities of tHeir ' bodifesT There: 4s^ m u ch ' in 
'fhe way of 'Viutritfiit^M'ef't^ov'eV'tof^^ fresh, 
liogs in such a situation will-not thrive- feitiher. 
But between these two the proper' kitifd^oF-.pen ' 
may be found, a house' tha:t is warm enough' 
for pi,gs to live in in winter, and dry enough 
to keep them fropi catching colds and other 
'diseases which damp quarters induce. • 

Then there is the question of feeding to 
keep the stock in best thrift. Too maiiy'casual 
h'og feeders, it appears to us, seerA to" Idbor 
under the delusion that a hog wdll do all right 
with any kind of grain 'feed, so long as he 
gets all he needs of it. This is a mistake, and 
every experienced feeder knows that hogs' re- 
qinre as much diversity in the way of grain 
feed as the grain stuff on hand will permit 
being made. There is no one grain that is as 
satisfactory in feeding as a mixture; Barley 
is the basis of most feeding mixtures for hogs, 
and barley alone, if supplemented' with' green 
feed or roots, proves generally a satisfactory 
grain for pigs that have reached the age of 
foiu" months or so. But no one who knows, 
ever makes the mistake of putting young pigs 
on to a coarse grain diet immediately they are 
v.'eancd. Those who don't know do, it some- 
times, but Imgs seldom- thrive under .>'$ucli 
feeding conditions. 

Lack, of exercise is another potent causei 
of disease in pigs, especially is it, the- cause 
of such ailments as rheumatism and..cripj>ii|ig. 
No hogs should be confined in a, place .where 
they cannot gel plenty of room to moye about. 
Every hog pen should have a yard abotit it into 
■which the pi.gs may rim as- much as they wish, 
if this is possible, but they should at least, be 
turncfl out once every day. Dry housing, 
])ropcr feed and sufficient exercise arc the 
three essential factors in successful hog feed- 
ing, aside from the hogs. — Farmer's, Advocate, 

SHYING FROM DEFECTIVEEYESIGHT 

It has been proved that shying in horses is 
the result of defective eycsi.glit as mtich as it 
is that of fear. A bra\-c hor.se will never shy, 
wdietlier his e}-esight be perfect or not; if the 
shying be from defective eyes, a great deal of 
compassion should be exercised towards the 
horse; if from fear, still greater compassion 
is due him. Take the horse up to the object 
he is afraid of and allow him to smell- at it; 
it will often pay the rider in wasting half an 
hour in convincing a horse that he has really 
nothing to be afraid of, r;it!ier than to pass on, 
leaving the horse under the impression that he 
huts escaped from something terrible^ It is 
best to soothe him, -and keep him -with,-itiUntil 
he is convinced there is no-dangerih iti - If 
,thc fright is from defective vision, the-niatter 
is more serious, and the horse will probably^ 
never be thoroughly cured., , ,,,-; 

Habits grow upon hoi-ses-^ais:; they dp upon 
children. A horse will sometimes shy at a 
small piece of paper lying in the road. The 
occurrence may be out of his mind entirely 
until he comes to the place again where he 
shied. He seems to think it is his business to 
shy again, and- upless , he is cured of the habit 
he will be likely, to' shy every time Tie passes 
that particular spot. Horses may get a habit 
of pulling on one rein because of some sore- 
ness, of the jnouth.' ■ . The habit thus formed 
may;be;continucd after the original cause has 
been removed. — I^ivc Stock Journal. 
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HE recent announcement of tlic 
building of a railway to Hudson 
Bay lias ttn-ncd all attention to 
tluit little known .region. As. in 
the case of all frontier countries, 
to wliicii attention is suddenly 
turned, all kinds of storie? are 
■1. told of the new scat of empire, 
•r-irr;^;- • . . " and many men-arc posing as au- 
thdrities. who have never been nearer -Uie ,r,e- 
giou- than the Winnipeg Cit}"- Hall. 

The Avriter of this, W. C. King, is an old 
fronticrsnum and has spent inimy vears in the 
country of which he writes. His ^;tory of the 
resources, florn. fauna, distances, character of 
railway huilding will be listened to with inter- 
est, for he spealcs with greater authority than 
most. The article follows : 

"Port Churchill is situated north of Winni- 
peg on Hudson bay. about 600 miles distant 
from the prairie capital, in approximately, lai. 
58.50, loiig. 93.30, and when the road is built 
the. following will probably be the route: Win- 
nipeg to Erwod on the C. N. R., thence to 
Pas junction and from there via Xelson House 
f.o Port Chin-chill on Hudson bay. At fust this 
will probably be a three day railroad journey. 
I'rom Churchill to Liverpool, England, under 
favorable circumstances will take say seven days 
by fast ocean stcamsh.ips the total time being 
ten' days for a journey of 4,000 miles. 

'"Commercially, the road's e.xact value is ai 
yet unknown, but likely to "he fabulous. The 
following are some of the reasons : 

"I'Vom all points west of Winnipeg, accord- 
ing to locality, it materially reduces railroad 
haulage aiid adds, but very little to the, ocean 
distance,' say a matter of two or three hundred 
miles On cattle and grain shipped from Cal- 
gary or Edmonton, it saves over one thousand 
miles of railroad transit, as it involves only a 
four days' journey to Port Churchill, in lieu of 
ten days to Montreal. It is needless to remark 
on the immense saving this alone will effect. 
Besides there is a moderate temperate climate 
the whole distance from June i to Nov. i. 

"This route means a personal convenience 
and a saving of expense to the general travel- 
ling public, that as yet is little realized. One 
can embark in Britain or Europe and land in 
Manitoba with no customs, no questipns, no 
trouble or changes. 

■ ■ "Exact knowledge of the connnercial value 
and resources of the country to be opened out; 
j|,nd jdeveloped by the Hudson Bay-Rort. Chur- 
chill route is as yet most limited. All that we 
do know is that the following minerals arc 
widely distributed. The mineral bolt of Can- 
ada stretches across the continent from Hud- 
son bay and Labrador to the Pacific, mostly 
north of latitude 55. The natives and "Eski- 
mo" have from the ' begimiing of time, made 
use of virgin pure coj^per for axes, knives, sjiear 
heads, arrow heads, hsh hooks, pipes, and other 
purposes. The copper is so soft and pure, and 
so widely distributed that the several bands re- 
siding in the Mackenzie river district, Yukon, 
Great Bear Lake, Great Slave Lake, Athabasca 
I:,ake, and Deers Lake to the vicinity of Chur- 
chill, select only choice small pieces, suitable for 
the article to be manufactured, and succeed in 
beating it into shape between two hard stones. 
Iron iJNTites, which is also very pure, is found 
and the Indians temper it to a surprising de- 
gree of hardness, sufficient indeed to chop tim- 
ber and perform all other duties rc(|uired, fish 
oil and mouth blow pipes being used in the tem- 
pering. 

"The copper and iron ru^ca is innnt'n<:e and 
almost inexhaustible, Cobalt, lead, plumbago, 
silver, salt, mica, coal, oil, gas, building ami 
grindstone clays, ochre and brick, pipestoiic ind 
valuable- gems are also distributed in various 
and many places, and are simplv awaiting 1 ail- 
road transport to become marketable value. 

_ "furs,. game, fish, fresh water and suit, tim- 
ber, whalebone and oil (seal and porpoise), 
each and all add to the country'.s value. 

"Churchill harbor is simpl}' a land loclieci lake 
of eight miles in length running norlhoasi jMid 
south.west b} about four miles in bread'.li. tri 
e.\tent. 'i'iie Cliuri'liill or iuiglish ri\'er falls 
into the liarbor on its southwe.-^t corner. An 
outlet of about onc-iiuarlcr of .-i mile wide ;it 
Tort Prince of Wales, leads to the open sea and 
lo deep water. 

This chamiel at low waters in its shoalest 
ispot is 27 feet deep. It has an average tide of 
two fathom.'!. The sheltered harbor requires 
dredging and the removing of large boulders, 
stones and other impediments, lis deepest and 
best ship anchorage, gives 45 feet, opposite the 
'present whaling station. A powerful ice l)reaker 
could keep the chann.el leading;' lo the o])cn sea 
servicealjlc the whole vciu" round. As time will 
])rove. .-.uitable tugs, aided by ll.L;hthouses, fish- 
ing stations, improved cliaits and the all im- 
portant wireless telegrajjliy, will simply pick 
up and lead in a transatlantic vcs.sel with ease, 
as soon -as it enters the straits at the Button 
islands. ' 

"As 'tO the dangers of fogs- ami icebergs, 
such as are encountered on the banks oi New- 
foundland and the St. Lawrence route, this 
route can favorably compare with the others. 
The comparison is in fnvor of the Churchill 
route. 

"ft must not bo fpt-gptten that during winter 
months the Aixtic Mce' niur the bergs are sta- 
tionery, and the channels arc closed. Severe 
cold weather from December to March must 
c\ er be encountered. 

Port Churchill on the coast is not, and never 
will be, a farming country, l^lit will prove to be 



one of the most convenient ontports - in the 
world with healthy, bright; . Windy 
weather, beautiful scenery, safe . , an^ 
chorage, with good. , . shel.ter ... fpr. ship- 
ping. Many desirable fishing stations 
can be estaldishcd along the coast from Cape 
Churchill northward, thence east to the Atlan- 
tic, the ample power of the Churchih river, will 
pri.i\x- of great valuu lo maiuilacturing and elec- 
tric |)ower industries. l'"rom twenty miles in- 
land, gardening lo I'arming can be undertaken, 
at about one hundred miles inland good soil is 
found in spots, potatoes, barley, rye and veget- 
ables can be grown, while ample swamp and 
slough hay can be. procured. Cattle inust be 
warmly stabled and fed for two hundred days 
in the year. 

Game, large and small, tnu-^k ox. caribou, 
deer, bear and ftu' bearing animals at certain 
seasons are ]dLMitifuI. Also wild fowl, geese, 
duek"S, |)tarmigan. etc., during sunimer, breed 
on the coast, (io(.)d sail .unl fresh water lisli 
can be secured, domestic cattle can be raised. 
Soon now — by 1912 — we will wonder lunv we 
could have allowed ourselves to credit such 
imaginery difficulties and dangers, as we for- 
merly did in discussing this route. 

"As a grand national park for Arctic animals, 
the Churchill country can not be beat; as a 
military highway it is unapproachable and in- 
vincible. 

Twenty years from date, the advantages of 
tlie shortest transcontinental railroad from the 
end of Chostertield inlet to I'orl Rupert via the 
Barren lands and the .Va-honey river j)ass, will 
he as strongly advocated and as desirable as 
this Hudson Bay-Churchill route is now. 

Questions have been askecl as to the rpiidbed 
of the new route. The Pas to Churchill,: 445 
miles, can be easily accomplished in three sec- 
tions at moderate cost in three years, as fol- 
lows :

No. 2, central, 175 miles. 

No. 3, north, 100 miles. ' '

The easiest roatl runs north of Churchill har- 
bor. Six to eight bridges of different size, more 
length than height, will be necessary. This does 
not include the small creek>, rivulets or culverts. 
Timber suitable for railroad ties will lie procur- 
ed lucally, also gravel, sand and building stone. 

l"ol!owing is a tal)le of snnie of the more im- 
portant distances in the north. When the rail- 
wa\- is completed and llic line of steamers in 
operation these jjoints will be as well known 
as .'\nticosti. Sable island, and the various points 
that at present mark the path of the Canadian 
liners across from Quebec to Livcrptjol.

From Cape Churchill on the north coast, the 
coast is rocky, with deep water. From Cape 
Churchill south to the east coast there is low 
land and shoal water with islands of stones and 
reefs. A few rocky elevations may be noticed 
occasionally. There are very few landmarks to 
assist navigation.

-Navy and Peace 




HE Berlin correspondent of the Ltindon 
Standard, writing under date of Septein'J^' 
her 30, says; The dlscus.slon which -Im's,. 
l)een proceeding In the German Press .. 
dnrlngr tho past two days on tffc new pro- ' 
posals of the Navy League shows that 
public opinion regards tho programme 
with oaniparative favor; uncomproinliilns 
opposition Is manifested only by the So- 
cialists and extreme RadicuLs, who. togotlior. form an 
insigniiiciint minority In tho Imperial Legislature. .VII 
otlicr parties and groups, whose parlinmrntary repre- 
sentatives comprise fully three-fourtiis of the Reich- 
stag, favur the proposals in principle, and they are 
willing to promote their realization so soon as tho 
present financial dUflcultlcs arc overcome. 

Tho view expressed by the league that money must 
be found for naval expenditure ia shared In many 
quarters. The leading national-Liberal organ, the 
"National Zeltung," publishes an article expressing 
warm approval of tho new propoHals, which arc char- 
acterized, It says, by good Judgment and sound dis- 
cretion. A significant sign of the times Is tho publi- 
cation of an article by the Radical deputy Herr Nnii- 
mann, in which this exponent of semi-Soclallstlc prin- 
ciples ir\ domesllu affairs seeks to stimulate popular 
cnlhusiasm for a large navy. It is semi-ofllcially an- 
nounced that the German naval exports consider that 
some larger submarines are necessary, and the Naval 
E.sti mates for 1909 will propose an expenditure of 
i' 500,000 for this purpose. 

The .subject of Anglo-German relations In connec- 
tion with the maintenance of Kuropean peace Is dealt 
Willi from differont standpoints in two notable ar- 
ticles which appi ar in tlu? Lli_lobor reviews. One uf 
tliese, "The Key 01' lOnropean Peace," Inis been fur- 
nished to tho National Review by tho dIsllngulHhod 
critic who, under the signature of "Ignotus," contri- 
butes so largely to the I2nglish magazines. "The key" 
Is described by "Ignotus" In a terse and pregnant 
sentence. "The watchword for Iho day," he says, 
"niu»t be llie conccnlratiou of all available force in 
the North Sea In one strong fleet; for the future, the 
laying down of In-o ships to the German one, and tho 
reform of the British Army. That is the key to Euro- 
pean peacf. the only chance of averting n terrible 
and HHiigulnary conflict. When Parliament rcassem-

DEER FARMING 



One of the chief dlfHciiltles which Ihe owiicr of the 
private preserve In ,\merlca is obliged to face is the 
fact that the game laws of few of the stales make 
an.v provision for the private ownersliii) of llvin;,' wild 
game. A number of states have begun to reeut;iii/,(' 
this difficulty and have striven to encoura;;,' ;>i-i\ate 
))er.sons to rear game by tho enactment of special ^.o o- 
vlslons in regard to domesticated gnmo. A number of 
states have already established game rcfugo.s and pre- 
serves, which are and will be rigidly iirptoctod, but 
legislation of this .sort is In Its infancy. 

LeglalHtioa with special relation to the breeding of 
deer In caiitivity exists in a few slates. New York 
permits the saie during the open season of deer, 
moose, elk and caribou from private parks, and per- 
mits common carriers to transport animals into the 
state foi breeding purposes, but not to transport veni- 
son unless it Is accompanied by the owner. In tho 
case of a private preserve In Dutchess county, an 
owner killed some superfluous bucks, intended to bo 
shippod to Now York City for sale. The express com- 
pany refused to receive the shipment, and the owner, 
.Mr. Dietrich, applied for a temporary Injunction, 
claiming that the law which prohibits tho transporta- 
tion of deer from one- county to another and requires 
Ihe express companies to refuse to accept such deer, 
illil not aiipl> to domestlciitod deer. The courts, how- 
ever, ilecidoii on appeal that tho law In tirtesllon aj>- 
plled lo donicsllcated as well as to wild deer. 

Arkansas, Colorado, Indiana, .Wassai-husetts, Min- 
nesota, Missouri and Now Hampshiio perniil the .sell- 
ing and shipping of deer under cerlaiii limitations. 
In Illinois, however, any per.TOn \\'ho raises deer for 
market may kill and sell them at any time, just as 
other domestic animals may be klllcJ, 

In the United .States there is uuieli waste land 
wlileli niiglit well I,,' eini)lo\-, il in the raising of deer, 
to the prollt of the owner and to tlie ad vanla.!,'e of the 
land. That this will he done to a Kreater exl.ii' a."

A short list follows of some of the flora and ' 
fuuna of Fort Churchill and vicinity: Cranber- 
ries, blue horries (both round and oval), yellow 
or .swiim]D berries, eye berries, partridge berries, 
]K)i.sonoti.s snalco berries (both white and crim- 
.soii), weed berries (i. c., Kenckainik), ground 
juniper, luiskic or barren hind berries, straw- 
berries, gooseburricSj reel and black currants, 
raspberries, i'cmbina or "liigh bush cranberries, 
Saskatoon or La Poire, with several other 
species. These all ripen in early July. 

Fruits and flower.s (wild) : Roses (wild) pale 
and red; tulips, violets, (both white and blue), 
lords' and ladies' Arctic .stiowdro])s, dai-sies, an- 
emones (several varieties), hyacinths or n.ioose 
flowers, besides at least hfly other varieties, 
water lilies (both yellow aiid white), water vio- 
lets, water daisies, forgetnicnots, wild onions, 
wild rhubarb and celery, cainoniite, heather, 
wild cherries, etc., mosses ami ferns and grasses. 

Trees: Jackpinc, stunted and barren land; 
swamp jackpine with branches stretching out 
close to the ground, at times lO to ia'ffeet tehg, 
beginning at 2 inches thick. The height of the 
tree runs from 4 to 5 feet. It has a very hard 
wood, but is brittle and full of gum ; it;ha:s a 
pleasant smell and needles Hkc jackpirie '6r~cf- 
press. ,Si:)rnce, larch or red pine (both swami>, 
small and upland, large), poplar (three kinds), 
willow several varieties; birch, scrub and. or- 
dinary. 

Fisli : Whitefish, i to 6 pounds, three varie- 
ties ; trout, lake, 2 to 30 pounds, large ; river, 
1-2 to 3 pounds, medium; tidal' water jackfish, i 
to 20 pounds ; suckers, i to 3 pounds ; -La-rLochc" 
or Mari-Boch, I to 2 pounds; dories, i to 2 
pounds; sturgeon, i to 50 pounds; herring, 1-4 
to 3-4 pound ; eels, large and small ; crabs, fresh 
and salt water; lobsters, small turtles, shellfish 
and clams, various. 

Ants of many varieties also arc found hero. . 
Their houses at times 20 feet in circumference 
and several feet high. The carcase of an ani- 
mal, say a fox, wolf, mink or even small deer if 
placed near an ant heap will in a few days be 
picked clean. . 

The coast is. noted far, owls.. In spring (April 
16 to 25) migratory birds arrive, gouig. north, 
and they pass south Aug. 20 to 30, and leave the 
coast before the end of October. . • - , 

Snow birds an- the first to arrive; fall-duck,, 
cranes and plover the last to ,go away. Pelican 
and northern divers have been reported as hav- 
ing wintered at some of the cascade open water 
tunnels. 

Snakes, lizards, leeches and frogs are noticed 
in several varieties, but arc not poisonous. ^ 

The aurora, .shooting .stars, constellations, 
planets and stars are generally very bright aiiid 
beautiful. 

The mirage is at times very wonderful, as 
many as three and four strata of hills and lake, 
ridges, known to bo over 50 miles distant will 
apiiear in c-\-cry shape in vicinit)' — almost super- 
natural in appearance. 

Among the minerals found arc quartz veins 
from six inches to two feet; (piartziie very rich, 
clean, sharp, brittle ; sandstone, several varieties ; 
spar, various magnetic stone, shales, limestone 
(j kinds), boulders, clav, gravcl.s. sands (3 kinds , 
ininei-al (various kinds), stone, clear, well mark- 
ed and pretty. 

The mosses and ferns are legion. 

To develoi) this wonderful little known, but 
vnluable country, the government should foster 
and treat liberally all enterprise — considering 
the difficulties, dangers and jiecuniary risk, etc.

Next came long years of ceaseless study and 
experiment, starting with gliders, and culmin- 
ating in a successful flight of sc.ycral.rnn^^ 
duration, ifour years ago. But' before this stage 
was reached the brothers had exiled tiieni- 
sclvcs 'ffoin the world for years, experiment- 
ing among desolate sandhills with only the 
birds to witness their " "prentice" rivali;y , in 
flight. 
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MID all the inanysidcdncss of- the 
views and topics which have already 
foiuid expression at tlu; meeting's o£ 
the Moral Educational Congress, 
there has been abundant evidence of 
community of conviction on one es- 
sential point. It,ia,cl?«ir ^hat this large gathering 
o^^leducational^sts is fanimat.e.d ; throiighout by 
a'fuU recognition of the difference between true 
education and mere instruction, and of the esr 
sential inadequacy of tlic latter to fit a child 
tO' make the most of its latent capabiHtics. 
The very meaning of tiic distinction lias still 
to be learnt by a large mass of the puljlic in 
this country; nor, in spite of the traditional 
veneration which is paid to the educational 
systems of other lands by many of those "who 
bewail the undeniable imperfections in our 
own, does the general drift of evidence tend 
to indicate that a more intelligent perception 
is general among the rank and file of the citi- 
zens of external States. It is, therefore, all the 
more satisfactory to note tliat leading educa- 
tionists in communities so widely simdcrcd 
as those which are rciMcsenled in the present: 
assemblage arc themselves thorougldy alive, 
in the words of a Hungarian speaker yester- 
day, to the desirability of a general reaction 
against "cram" and exclusively intellectual 
edtication, of which the incompleteness has 
Still to' be generally realized. It is too much to 
describe the filling of a child's head with the 
contents of text-books even as intellectual 
education. All genuine education must be to 



some extent both moral and intellectual ; for 
the essence of education is to develop the 
forces of the pupil's own nature, and the na- 
ture of no human being, and least of all of any 
child, is so rigidly divided into compartments 
that it is possible to develop the intellectual 
activities without trenching upon those other 
instincts and interests which we broadly des- 
cribe as moral. By the ostensible concentra- 
tion of their attention on the moral side of 
education, the members of this cosmopolitan 
assembly rather seek to emi)liasix.e the neces- 
sity of a fidler insistence on the moral side in 
any complete system of education whatsoevxr, 
tlian to imply that education liy itself can lie 
one thing, and education with a moral garni- 
ture another. 

A good exemplification of the wide scope 
of the influences which the school should 
bring to bear on the development of the 
scholar's character was provided in the very 
interesting and suggestive pai)er read on Sat- 
urday by Mrs. llum])hrey Ward, on the use of 
ckMiier.tary scliool i)l;iygrounds. It is soino- 
tiincs sail! that the public-school l)Oy only 
learns t<5 play games. l.'niiappil>' it is f.-ir more 
completcl}' true that this is just what is not 
learned by the child of many of the elementary 
schools in towns. The tradition of playing 
games in the places provided for the purjjose 
has been lost among the children of many of 
tlie ixjorcr urban districts. The utmost that 
their unaided imaginations can attain in the 
w ay of play is to carry out anjmitation funeral 



— a form of amusement which appears in a 
peculiarly sinister light, if, as psychologists, 
assert, play in the young of all ifnimals is a 
form of unconscious preparation for their most 
frequent future needs. Mrs. Ward has cited 
in her paper a number of instances of tlip way 
in which playgrounds a're"^ now often ' worse 
than useless. Her plea for the necessity of 
adult supervision to organize and control 
games, and to teach, in fact, the children how 
to play them', will be confirmed by many who 
liave persona! knowli-'ilpje of the poorer j^arls 
of London and other great towns. In many 
cases the spare time nt the te;.vchers is needed 
for the rest which takes, in the less mercurial 
adult, the place of children's play, or of its 
spurious substitutes. Thij most hopeful means 
of remedying this serious defect in the life of 
the elementary school child is ])robably the 
more complete organization of voluntary ef- 
fort. When, in almost every other field, the 
complaint is geneiMl that olu- games are be- 
coming too highly oiganized, the absence of 
the most elemeniar\ (irganization of pla\- 
among i)oo|- town Jiildren is ali the more 
markei' and pathetic. Some little time ago we 
published an article from a correspondent, 
who described the interest and satisfaction 
which were lo be gained from teaching the 
elements of soum.! cricket to boys in the Lon- 
don parks. The needs of the school children 
in their Iniefei' playhours ;irc corlaiul}' no less 
ccuispicuous ; nor is it iiroh.able that the reward 
of showing them li'tw lu utilize their half- 



empty playgrounds would be felt to be less 
real. 

The endea\or to develop in the case of 
elementary schools that self-organization 
which finds among the young its most natural 
apx>lication in games is practically the exten- 
sion to the children of - the poorest classes , of 
the rudiments of that system of self-govern- 
ment which, since the time of Thomas Arnold, 
has Ik en the most characteristic feature of 
what are known as the public schools. The 
develoi)ment of the sense of res]K)nsibility and 
loyaltv which this system fosters is widely, 
and justly, recognized as being one of ■ the 
most valuable means of preparation for an up- 
right and useful life. Special -interest at- 
taches, therefore, to the criticism of Sir Arthur 
Hort, who is himself a master at one of the 
most celebrated public schools, that the sense 
of duty ;md public obligation thus created 
tends to be narrowly restricted, and not to ex-' 
p.and so fre(|uentl}' and fully .as might be ex- 
l)ecte(l iif it into a sense of the citizen's duties 
after the bov leaves schoid. The same line of 
criticism was amplified by a subse([uent 
speakei. Dr. Hay ward, who expressed the 
view that the public school education belongs 
to the type of formal training, aiul that it is 
useless unless it is subordinated to some gen- 
ei"al view of life. To describe the traiinng at 
any good public school as essentially a formal 
one apjiears so strong an o\-er-statement .as to 
he wholly misleading. I'm many of lliose who 
know the strength and the limitations of pub- 



lic school feeling will be constrained to admit 
that there is some truth even in the more ex- 
treme of these two utterances, and that the in- 
stincts of public sentiment and public service 
may fail to find their necessary point of appli- 
cation, after the boy. eeases. to be a njeiiiibeJiOf 
the community which first evoked" imemv- 
Much depends upon the subsequent career 
which is chosen. In one of his Indian stories 
.Mr. Kipling has given a keenly observant and 
thoroughly accurate study of the youth who 
transfers, by a natural process of expansion, 
the characteristic traits of the sixth form boy 
with a healthy sense of his responsibilities to 
ilie work of an Indian civilian. But the trans- 
ference to other walks of life is often not so. 
easy and natuial. Sir. Arthur Hort professes, 
himself to be unable to suggest a means of 
bridging this hiatus, and, in particular, ex- 
presses distrust of any abstract teaching of the 
functions and duties of citizenship. The form 
of stu<lv Icnown as "civics" will assuredly 
work no spell to tuiii the wonted loyalty of 
the public schoolboy into a wider, if not deep- 
er, sense of allegiance and public obligation. 
It none the less may do something to break 
down the surprising ignorance of national in- 
stitutions which is often displayed by the 
schoolboy, and even the undergraduate. — Lon- 
don Times.

it ELECTED Poems of I'rancis 

^Sfe^i* Thomp,son," has just been issued 
by Methuen, London. The vol- 
ume thus reviewed by the 
London Times : — 

Nothing would have surprised 
DlBerot more than to be told that a hundred 
and fifty years after the appearance of his 
Encyclopaedia the -finest minds of Europe 
would still be giving much of their thought to 
religion, and in particular to the Christian re- 
ligion. Yet here in this vohinic is the essence 
of the most remarkable of recent English 
pOets, and'it is quite certain that what i.s most 
remarkable in it looks' to religion fxjn its* inspir- 
ation, and in particular td-that form of religion 
known as Ghristianity, afld to that form of 
Christianity known as Catholic and Roman. 
It'is the veryj thing which, for the Encyclopae- 
dists, embodied all that was most hateful and 
also most contemptible which is still the key 
to life and the fountain of poetry for a poet 
who dies in the year 1907! And he stands by 
no means alone. It is tr..- that some really 
great men in all the European countries, as 
well as many small, have carried on the Ency- 
clopaedist tradition of liatred, not only of the 
Church, but of the very spirit of Chri-stianity. 
Ecrasez I'lnfamc is still the motto blazoned on 
more than one banner behind which men are 
ready to march and have very good reasons for 
marching. But perhaps that fact would h.L\ e 
surprised Voltaire as much as any thin;;. The 
thing he, and still more the Encyclopaedists, 
expected to happen was that another genera- 
tion of enlightenment would make religion 
simply uninteresting to all men of sense, who 
would no longer hate it because they would 110 
longer think about it at all. They prophesied 
an age of science and the utilities under wdiicli 
religion would ju.si be buried out of sight and 
forgotten. The lapse of a hundred and fifty 
years has as completely falsified one half of the 
prophecy as it has coniideieU' fulfilled the oth- 
er. Science and the utilities have indeed been 
given to us in all abundance, but the result has 
not been the ■•anticipated content. Erom the 
middle of the nineteenth century it began to 
be evident that such things as travelling by 
steam, tali<iiiL; .alrmg wires ;ind submarine 
cables, and li;;hling houses by eleclricily, even 
such greater things as the conce|)tion of the 
evolutionary de\-eIopuient of life, could never 
satisfy the higher dem.ands of such a being as 
man. And the result has been that poetry, 
which is so closely connected with those higher 
demands, has never been fuller of religion than 
it has been for the last fifty years. This i.s 
true even in the native country of Voltaire, 
where it is noticeable that X'crlaine, the most 
original of tlic poets of the bast generation, did 
his finest work under the direct influence of 
the Christian faith, and where everybody has 
beep, struck by the number (if the j-oungor 
IKK'ts who lia\'c become passionate convert.-; to 
koman Catholicism. l>ut it has been still 
more so in l'*,iigland. Tennyson, Arnold, 
Clougli, Browning, Patniore, and now Thomp- 
son—religion is at the very centre of every one 
of them. The attitude may be one of faith or 
one of doubt, or more than doubt; but it is 
never what the Encyclopaedists expected it 
would be — one of indifference. None of these 
poets was for a moment content with e\-oIution 
and the electric telegraph! they ;dl felt forced 
to look through and beyond .all that; tcnde- 
bantque nianus ripac ultcrioris ainorc. 

• Of this prc-occupation with religion, 

Thompson was, ])erhaps, the most conspicuous 
instance of all. .\'ot oidy through his greatest 
poem, 'The Hound of Heaven." not 01117 
through his last, "In No .Strange l.<and," v.diicii 
is almost his finest, but through nearly all his 
l)c8t Avork rings the great sentence of Augus- 



tine; — "Fecisti nos ad te et inquietum est cor 
nostrum donee requiescat in te." Perhaps the 
present selection, appearing as it does under 
Roman Catholic auspices, may tend to give 
special emphasis to this side of Thompson; 
but there is no doubt that, whatever other 
sides he had, this was the finest and most es- 
sential ; and, no doubt, also, the one ])oet him- 
self would imjist have wished to live alter him. 
He did not. apparently, think he was dying, 
even at the end ; but, if, he had known it, he 
could not have summed uj) the uni([ue thing he 
had' to say better than in the six stanzas, found 
among the papers when he died,, with whicli.; 
this volume concludes : — ' 

"In No strange Lr.nd." 
"Tlie Kingdom of God Is within >ou."

earl)' to say that people will still be learning it 
by heart 200 years hence. For it has about it 
the unicpie thing that makes for immortality; 

.all the while, as one reat.ls, one is hearing tlie 
thought as well as utulerstanding it. The 
thought is stronger, too, fuller of the insistence 
that comes out 01 lifi' and experience, than is 
.■ilways the c.i.-.e wilh d'honipson. That is, 110 
doubt, \\ \]y it has, more perfectly than any 
other thought of his--cxcept perhaps thai 01 
the gracious blediciUiou-TrCtjinpelled the lan- 
guage into its own shape, .so that every rhythm, 
almost every sound, seems to suggest either 
the- flyihgt'ispyj.'pr, tl^c p.i^VT'iii't of the inviii^ible 
antl' unerring- Feet; ' 'PMc poem standsi alone, 
or vi'ith only a ccrttiui p(iein of Verlaine's by 
its side. In F,ngl;uid oulv Patmore would 
have had the spiritu.al \\iiio-, needed lor e.\- 
pku'ing this abyss of sin .and f.aith ; and he 
could not do it because he h;id never beeti ;i 
Prodigal Son and was, on tiie whole, tpiile at 
t;;se in hi-; bather's house. Thompson's v.as 
a life full of moral ;in(l uiaieri.al disaster, and 
\\hen he arose Im" a wliile out of the pit his 
senses were still hot with the fury of the 
flames. It was never his lo be at ease any- 
Avhcrc, either in the worship of visible beauty 
or ill the a.ssurance of faith. And so he coulil 
ask of the "Dead Cardinal," with more poig- 
nancy than any miic, the okl, and eternally new, 
(|ues'.ion of what the Christian scheme has to 
gi\c in the end lo the artist: —

Poetry is the soul of .a m;in esirapiiig in 
mu.sic, and it is in these poems that the sonl of 
Thompson made its visible .and audible fscape. 
The essential in;in was in this Janus life, which 
belongs to :ill the profoundest religious experi- 
ence, one face .set always towards the abyss, 
and one towards the Heaven of Heavens. In 
this field he is a poet of primary importance. 
Is he quite that in any other field? No one 
will deny the high accom|dishnient of his verse 
wherex'cr it goes, its subtle .artistry, its lavish 
profusion of \'erbal and intellectual graces, its 
Iiigh avoidance of whatever things are ignoble, 
or vulgar, or even merely dull. A\'hate\'er else 
Thomp.son failed in he never failed in distinc- 
tion. JUil has the bulk of the rest of his work, 
even the hulk of this selection, the true note 
;d)out it, the note of the utterance of a genuine 
individual vairiety of our common human ex-r 
perience? Is it, in a vvord, convincing? After 
all there is a. doom of swift • oblivion in all 
merely fantastic poetry ; and does not a good 
deal of Thompson's work come perilously near 
the merely fantastic? It is a pleasing intellec- 
tual game to read such things, more especially 
if they arc difficult enough to have behind 



\ them a sense of gratified vanity when they 
have been puzzled out; but, after all, the fash- 
ions of intellectual games are among the things 
that pass not very slowly away. As one reads, 
the fatal question surges up into conscious- 
ness. Can the man never be himsell Must 
he be always ])estering, as if he were a kind ol 
supreme imellectual (kmcing master? The use 
of thought ;md language were, or seemed to 
be. neu- things in Donne's day; and to torture 
and twist them into the most complicated pal- 
terns seemed legitimate enough then, possibly 
seemed even the proper use lo put them to. 
llut.lDonne died thr^ec hundred years agO'K^ndi 
whtlt.a price his large-inind has paid fd[v4ts 
lack of that rightful gift of large n"iature.s„'.silii- 
plicitv? Even when it is Donne at his best, as 
ill ihe beautiful "Her Portrait," which .might 
siand unnoticed except for praise in a volunic 
of selections from Donne, the impression it 
inak-cs is too much that of an extpiisile lour de 
force: done to our ;idmir,ition, and even our 
deliolii, liui still a work of skill more than of 
inspirniion. a \oice that does not ring wholly 
nalMi'a! ami time.

And then wc sadly recognize that we have got 
very near the final stage of the "metaphysical " 
descent from the best of Donne to the worst of 
Cowley. 

In a posthumous essay on Shelley, which 
appeared in the July number of the Dublin Pe- 
view, Thompson roniplains that the fault of 
contemporary E.nglisli jioetry is not indeed 
"the defect <ji inspir.alion," but "the predomin- 
ance of ;irt over in.-pir;ition" ; the result of 
which, ;is he p;itts il, is tli.'il "poetic diction has 
become Latterly .a l<;ileidoseope, ;ind one's chief 
curiosity is as to the precise combinati'ins into 
which the pieces will be shifted." And he adds 
;i regret at the too common "habit of always 
taking the most ornate word." One wonders 
if he thought of himself; , The criticism so ex- 
actly fits him, There is no defect of inspira- 
tion, as we have seen in him, but it is so far 
from covering ailhthe ground his \ erse covers. 
And hence comes an air of something like pre- 
ciousness. wdiicli has extendeil itself even to 
the "biographical note"' which speaks of 
Thompson's "Health, and Holiness" which 



came out "companioned by a Note from Father 
Tyrrell." Hence come, perhaps, the bits of 
pure Patmore which occur so-often in his 
jioctry ; things like , - , ■ 

Journeying Us journey liare " ' - ^ 

Five suns, except of tho all-kls.slng sun 

tJnkls.sed of one — 

which might conic straight out of "The Un- 
known Eros." lietwecn the effect of these in-' 
llucnces and the moral and material ruin of 
his life, he cannot be said to have quite ful-' 
filled the flush of promise which every one 
a poet is to give us himself, and his own rela- 
tion to life and the world,'- and -'that is just 
what Thompson never tould fully giv'e;- . In-' 
stead he spent much' time in giving us siich af-^' 
tiiicial and rhetorical substitutes for it as "Thei 
Ode to the Setting Siin" and the "Orient Ode,"| 
which, one feels, do not spring either out of na- 
ture or out'of himself, but are a kind of intel-'' 
lectnal excrescence upon both. 

Put, after all, no lover of poetry, will letij 
his last word about Thompson be one of mercj 
criticism. He is not all wdiich it seems he' 
might ha\'e been, but he is .still \vithout any 
doubt a poet of achievement, not merely of; 
jiromise. 'J'he writer of "The Ilound ot\ 
J leaven" and the "Sister Songs" can, likej 
Shelley and Iveats, afford to despise tlic wor-' 
ship that is paid to possibilities cut off .by fate,! 
With all his faults and limitations' he still holds., 
a unique, place in our later poetic history. He 
is not merely the poet of the spirit-^Shelley. 
was that ; he is the poet of the soul. Where he 
really finds himself is not in the world of ex- 
ternal beauty, cither in man or nature, bitt in- 
that other woi"Id which only such eyes as his 
can see — the supra-sensual, the platoiiic, the 
mystical, the di\'inc. Xf) ]ioet ever more amp- 
1\' refuted the conqdaint of the paganism of 
poetry made two hnndred years ago by one ofi 
these ]H)ets who influenced him only tooi 
nmcli — 

The hpavenli'\=l tiling on eartli .■<1111 keeps up hell. 
Xo one, indeed, ever had less of that acquies- 
cence in the visible which is the common tem- 
per of i)a,ganism. 'I'lie fire that burned in him 
was for ever breaking into flames that pierced 
the curlain of the invisible and laid bare the 
secret pkices of the heaven above and the depth 
below. The plain things of earth never came 
in his way, or when they did- were nothing to 
him in themselves. The common human rela- 
tions, wife and child, friend and neighbor, and. 
the rest which Wordsworth invested witl> a 
L^lory of poetry and yet never transfigured OUt.v 
of their iiatnr;d form, hardly apjiear hi his verse 
at .all. lie did not see such things; he saw" 
ihrcMigh them to something else, a thin.g worth 
seeing, no doubt, but one that cannot exactly 
be "hnnian nature's daily food," as what- 
\\'ordswortli saw c;iii. Xow and then he will 
give us — it is part of his eclecticism and uncer- 
tainty of himself — a piece of pure Wordsworth 
like— • ". . • 

.She went her unroniemborlng way, 

.Slu? \yt'i\\ and left iti mo i . 

Till! Jiang of all thn partings gone. 
And partings yet to be. 

But, ;is a rule, no poet influenced him less 
than Wordsworlli. The "serious faith and in- 
ward glee" in the strength of which that great 
man lived- liis Hfe vvereas unlikc as possible to 
the fire, Jtrid rapture arid sin and misery of dis- 
order in which Thompson lived his. Yet,, as 
he l<iy in the darkness — that darkness known 
bnly4o the saints — what purity of while light 
he saw! lie could not transform himself, but 
he transformed everything else. He could not 
love as other men love, could not see even as 
other men sec. For him the face of a woman- 
or a child was not a human face, but a symbol 
or sacrament of something beyond in which 
child and Avoman ^fcJost, • , , 
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ITII Ihc dissolution of liic tcntli 
federal parliament, and notices 
out for nomination and election 
of a new one, it docs not require 
any especial effort to bring tlic 
...mind. to . a consideration of that 
cliapter of Canadian history which marked the 
birth of the section of the country, that was 
then known as Canada West, writes C. Man- 
ville Brock, in the Winnipeg Free Press. 

As Frank Yeiijh, oi Toronto, told the Can- 
ad.ian club on the occasion of his last visit to 
this city, "Years arc onl^y relative." Ivgypt's 
history embraces several thousand years, Eng- 
land's is covered by the round thousand, Can- 
ada is three hundred this year, and what we 
now call the west is but a generation. One 
'-•hundrL-d and sixteen does not represent the 
'number }ears I'l ( )ntario's age by any 
■ means, but it does represent the number of 
vears tluriiig which she has e.xcrled an in- 
dividuality. 

The steps, leading to the development 
from part of a luiit into a full-fledged law- 
making constituency, arc interesting as well 
a.s the conditions which surrounded the evolu- 
' tion. 

The second Pitt. who. anu-ng others, fore- 
saw something of the importance that Canada 
^\ould assume, introduced intu the liritisli 
J louse of Conniious on l'"cbruary 7, I7<.)i, a 
bill which would give the colonx- enlarged 
scope anil the ]jeoplc representative institu- 
tions. One essential feature of the bill was 
the division of the colony into Upper and 
Ijpwcr Canada. 

Caused Historical Quarrel 
This is the |.>articular clause, be it remem- 
bered, which was the occasion on account of 
the trend of the discussion it provoked, which 
led to the famous quarrel between Burke and 
Fox. After a frieridship of more than a quar- 
ter of a century the discussion of tins clause 
of this bill, which lasted some days, resulted 
in a breach between these two which was 
a:ever healed. 

The bill became law on March 14, 1791, 
and iMovidcd for each of the provinces so 
formed, a legislature consisting of an appoint- 
ed councilj and an elective House of Assem- 
bly, and was to become effective before Dc- 
''cember 31. The date upon which the instruc- 
tions reached Sir .\lured Clark-, acting go\-er- 
nor in Carleton's absence in England, was 
November 11. Clark issued a proclamation 
•dated .November iS and the new law became 
• effective on Dec. 26, 1791. 

Family Served the Empire 
Among those who served Canada ami the 
home land, to the extent of laying down their 
lives, in the effort to give Canada to England 
under the leadership of the illustrious Wolfe, 
was Captain John Graves Simcoe, commander 
of H.M.S. Pembroke; but the brave captain 
had left, with his beloved wife in the old home, 
a little son and namesake, four years old at 
the time of his father's death. The son, like 
his father, was a sf)ldier .-lud :is such \vas in 
service in. the .\merican re\( )lution, where al- 
ter numerous t'ctrward step,-^ in point df com- 
juand, he was apjjdiiUcd lieutenant-colonel of 
the Queen's Rangers. I'lider ,'^imcoe's com- 
mand this regiment rendered important ser- 
vice in the British cause, but was included in 
the capitulation of Cornwallis in 1781 at York- 
town. His release was not signed (although 
lie returned to Lvugland under parole in i7.S_'). 
luitil January. I7^,V Simcoe was elected by 
the people of Saiiu .Maw Cl)nl^vall in 1700 to 
represent them in ])arliainciU . lie thus came 
under the notice <>f I'itl, and by his experience 
in the American colonies was able 10 advise 
and assist Pitt in the 'construction of the con- 
stitution for Canada. 

There is reason to believe that the passing 
of the bill either included the appointment oi 
isimcoe or at leasi uui.-t have been coincideiu 
Avith it. This being understood it is not dilli 
cult to imagine iliat the pro\-isions of the bill 
Avould be. to sa_\ the iea^t, along lines thai 
Simcoe would .apjjrove, ;ind which hi' would 
be ])repared to i)ut iiUo ojjeration and to which 
he could give his consisteiU support. 

Simcoe spent the winter in Quebec in 
forced inaction from two causes, the fact that 
a majoritv of the rouncii were not })resent and 
therefore lie could not he sworn in; as well as 
the additional fact that the regiment of whieli 
it was intended to make bini colonel, the 
"Queen's K.'uigers," bad not arrived, which 
rendereil it im|)Ossil)le for him to assume the 
rank. l""or these reasons it was June, 1792, 
■when Simcoe left Quebec, reaching Kingston 
early in July, and there he at once devoted 
himself to organizing the governments of 
iUppcr Canada. 

The First Council 
The first legislative council consisted of 
,\Vm. Osgoode, Wm. Robertson, Peter Russell 
and Alexander Grant, all of whom had been 
appointed in. England, although Kobertson 
never came to Canada, Simcoe api)oiiUed, to 
conipletc the council, John Minn-o, of i\latild;i, 
Richard Carlwriglit, jr., (ji' Kingston, Robert 
Hamilton, of •.\iagar;i, and Richard Duncan, ot' 
I'Japid i'lal, jacijues liaby, of Detroit, had been 
recommended by Simcoe to the home govern- 
ment, Detroit then being, and in fact, remain- 
ing under the government of Canada until, 
1796. 

From Plalifax fo Victoria, at the present 
moment, the electors arc awaiting the oppor- 
tunity to elect to represent them, the eleventh 
])arliament since Confederation, T5nt we can 
liardly now innigiiie the slate of mind of the 
.scattered men eligible to vote among the 
10,000 population of Upper Canada, as the 



legislative council sat at Kingston. What 
imist have been their feelings when the news 
reached them that on July 16 the proclamation 
had been issued, and that soon they would 
have opportunity of holding the first election, 
and of appointing men of their own choosing 
to frame the lawo of their chosen land. 
The First Session 
The meetings of the council lasted from 
July 8 to the 21st, and the lieutenant-governor 
took the oath of office on the 8th, Osgoode, 
liussell and Bab}'- on the 9tH and Grant on the 
iith. The time from the loth to the 15th 
was spent in lajdng (jut the ])rovince into 
comities and districts to ■|)r()\i(le for the mem- 
bers of the house of asscnd)ly and these divi- 
sions were made largel\- upon the basis of the 
existing military divisions. 

As Miss Carnochan, the indefatigable his- 
iorcal enthusiast of Niagara, writing at that 
time, said; "The much vexed Cjucstion as to 
the first parliament house may yet be settled, 
but so far, it is wise not to assert too confi- 
deiith-, since no less than fi\'e places have been 
mentioned ;is deser\'ing the honor, 'Xa\-y hall.' 
'The Indian council house,' 'The I'arliamen'. 
(Jalc,' 'F(jrt Niagara,' and 'C.o\-ernment house 
near the present court house.' Since parlia- 
ment met here during five years, it is quite 
likely that more than one of these can claim 
the honor." 

It is a matter of record in the archives, 
however, that the preparations of fitting up 
the House lor the auspicious ficcasion cost the 
country ,£ iiO 5s., -dxuit .S5{)5.oo. 

The fii'st election \\-ould not: lia\-e been 
complete \vitlunit the usual accompaniment, a 
l)ye-elcction. I'hilip Dorland, from Prince Ed- 
ward county, who being a Quaker, and not 
being able to take the oath, necessitated the 
first bye-election. 

Possibly we are inclined to he pessimistic. 



but as the time .for re-election of our represen- 
tatives periodically rolls around, wc have to 
admit that we do not believe that the average 
man of our choice approaches liis duties in the 
same spirit of service, of economy, of time, of 
devotion to the work, as did this little band of 
sixteen men, who a-ssembled in the little vil- 
lage of Newark, one hundred and sixteen years 
ago. The representative for Cilengary, John 
Macdoncll, was elected speaker of the first 
hou.se. 

Results of the Session 

The results of the twenty-eight day session 
compare favorably with those of the sister 
|)rovince which was o])eiietl just three moiUhs 
later, one bill was rejected (for the taxation of 
sjiirits) and ei.ght were ])assed. The first one 
settled once for all what authority would be 
paramount in Ontario Courts, established 
Engli.sh law as final. Other bills provided for 
trial by jury, for the recovery of small debts, 
for restricting the comiiensatiou of millers to 
one-twelfth cif the grain ground for their cus- 
tomer-. l'ro\'isioii was made for the erecting 
,-i i.iil in each ( d' the four districts ;uid for re- 
naming the districts as well as legisl;ition for 
the regulation of weights and measures, to 
prevent accidents by fire, and for regulating 
the court of common pleas. 

The men, mostly plain farmers and coun- 
try shopkeepers, who had hastened during the 
early fall their own business matters by pre- 
paration for the \ igorotis ivintcr. so that they 
could answer the call of country, were now 
read\' to jii'occed to their Ikhucs. The occa- 
sion was one to which the conmiander-in-chief 
rose with dignity, for the men were men after 
his own heart, lie said, in part; 

"It is with very great satisfaction that 1 
have considered the acts which you have 
found it expedient to frame, and to which, in 
t consequence of the power delegated to me, I 



have this day given my assent, that they shall 
become laws of U])per Canada. 

"1 caimot dismiss you without earnestly 
desiring you to promote, by precept and ex- 
ample, among your respective counties, the 
regular habits of piety and morality, the surest 
foundations of all private and public felicity, 
and at this juncture I particularly recommend 
you to explain that ihis province is singularly 
blessed, not with a mutilated constitution, but 
with a constitution which has stood the test of 
experience and is the very image and tran- 
script of that of Great Britain, by^ wdiich she 
has long established and secured to her sub- 
jects as much freedom and happiness as is 
possible to be enjoyed under the subordina- 
tion necessary to civilized society." 

Comparison of Then and Now 

A sketch of this first meeting of parliament 
would not be complete without a brief com- 
parison of the conditions under which it was 
held and those which surround the assembly 
of the law-makers of tlie same pro\dnce toda}'. 
The building at present occupied by the On- 
t.ario legislature does not need description, 
oilier than to say, lia\dng beini erected dur- 
ing the lieutenant-governorship of the late 
Sir Oliver Mowat, while the building of the 
same was immediately under the direction of 
the minster of public works for the province, 
lion. Christopher F. Frascr, against whose 
administration one single wdiispcr was once 
made at a meeting of the cabinet, and the 
proof was so emphatically demanded that the 
imi)lication was immediately withdrawn with 
ai)o!ogies. The buildng- stands today an ex- 
ami)le of splendid architecture as well as a 
suitable and convenient house in wdiich the 
laws of the province may be made. While for 
this first parliament, the building (whichever 
of the four it was") that was actually used, 
had first to be cleared of a quantity of "sails. 



Australia's Plans lor Future Defence 




I'R .Sydney correspondent sent us on 
Wednesday an interesting account 
of the l^cfence liill jusi introduced 
in the Conmiomvcalth Parliament 
by Mr. Ewing, the Minister for De- 
fence. It shows that the Australiah 
people have not failed fo note the changes that 
are going on in the world around them, and en- 
titles them to enhanced respect, not only from 
the Empire, in which they tire the iirst c(.im- 
munit_\' to griijiple serious, y with the dnt}- of 
military triiiiiing upon a national scale, hut als<j 
from the world at large. The remoleuess that 
miiy once have been reason.'ibly regru'ded as a 
sufficicnl defence has practically been abolish.e'i 
bv iv.odern science. Distant nations, once negli- 
gible quantities from the Au.stralian standpoint, 
can no longer be regarded in that light. Popu- 
lations that once had room eiiougli and tc« - 
in their own countries arc now seeking outlet?. 
Australian.s have awakened to the f)ic( that '. • 
vast unsettled areas of their i.Mand continent 

may offer irresistible temptation.- !■ , -'-•o- 

periencing .in imperious need lor '-Kprnsion. 
Their own population furnishes ;U the l.iest Init 
an exiguous garris(,)n for so immense a len-i- 
tor\', .and they percei\e that, it tlu'v desire to re- 
tain secure ;md ijermanent possessi(jn, iliex must 
hold it as a state organized for peace or war, 
not as mere irresponsible units luirsuing their 
individual aims. Mr. Ewing's bill gives expres- 
sion to the conviction that bus been slowly forc- 
ing itself upon the minds of thoughtful .U^.tra- 
lians, the conviction that what the\- \-alue liiey 
must Ije prepared to defend. It is signiiicant 
thill Mr. lowing could lay thi.s down as a i)ostu- 
lale which it w;is not necess;iry to prove. Th.-it 
alone indii-ate.-, a great ileveli.i])nient of ^'inio.! 
in recent years. .Starling from lliis point. "^Ir. 
Ewing tersely stated the uiiauswerahlc :irgu- 
iiient that it is the duty of every man t(j take 
part in a work of 'national necessity, and tne 
(hity of the Government to see that he pc. f j.nis 
that duty. Furthermore, it is the duty of the 
Government to see that the training given diall 
be such .as to lit men for the woi'k wliieli, in eei'- 
tain i-\-eiitu:ilitirs, llu'\' wmildlie ealle.i upon lo 
do. That is the logical basis of the Rill, wimli 
orilains compulsory training, beginning at tin; 
age of twelve with one hour ;i week and f(jur 
days yearly, ^"oulhs of eighteen will for three 
years uiuJergo a training of eighteen clear da)s 
yearly, and for five years longer an annual train- 
ing of seven clear days. There are various 
siibsidiary provisions, but the essence of the 
measure lies in training the whole male popula- 
tion, and in beginning the training at an ago 
when mind and body are alike plastic. 

It seems to be fairly certain that the Bill will 
pass. It responds to a widespread conviction 
of the peril incurred by a coinpariit ively small 
communily holding an immense and covctable 
territory, }'et destitiie of .any adetpiate tlefen- 
sive organi/;iti<in. It also .'.[jpeals to those 
who cherish the hedi'ral ideal, which is stearl- 
il)' making way, though obscured and ham- 
pered as yet by all kinds of particularist pre- 
judice. It has been, placed upon the "fight- 
ing i)latform" of the powerful Labor party, 
which means' that it is liot merely approved 
in theory, but is one of the objects of the 
party's immediate endeavor. The Eabor parly 
m Australia is entirely free fi'Oiii the curious 
and unaccountable i)rejudice (jf labor leaders 
in Ihis couircry against participation in the 
elementary duty of citizenship. C^f course, 
there .will, be objectors. The foolish cry. of 



conscription has already been raised, although, 
as ]\lr. l'",wing remarked, there is all the dif- 
ference in the world between taking men from 
their homes for months or 3'ears of life in 
barracks and making them undergo a few 
weeks' work in the opein air,- which is good for 
themselves and beneficial to the country. 
Mere at home we may note the same con- 
fusion between comimlsory training and com- 
jmlsory ser\ice. The two things are not only 
diflereiit, but in a sense antagonistic, yet it 
seems impossible I'or some people to separate 
them in thought. Compulsory training is the 
best safeguard against compulsory service. 
For the compulsion to serve, that is to fight 
or be subjugated and plundered, comes from 
without, and the absence of training is the 
strongest temptation that can be offered to 
other nalic/is to exercise that compulsion. In 
enacting compulsory training in the use of 
arms, the Australians are making no constitu- 
tional innovatioTi, nor should we make any 
were we to follow their ex.ample. They and 
wc already comi:)el the wlu.)le i)0]nilation to be 
tr.iined in certain ways, though it is getting to 
be recogni/ed tliat we have not been \-erv 
wise in our selection of subjects ami methods. 
If boys ma)' be compelled for many hours 
every day to learn things which are not very 
interesting, nor always very useful, it is cer- 
tainly within our competence to compel them 
for an hour or two a week to square their 
chests and to erect their heads. If at a later 
period wc compel people in one way or an- 
other to contribute money for the purposes of 
the state, we cannot be exceeding cnir powers 
if we ask them to gi\-e, in the form of a health- 
ful exercise, a portion of the time in wdiich the 
money is e.u'ned, or perhajis S])ent. Austral- 
i.ans, at any rate, are shaking off the prejudice 
.against extension of compulsion beyond the 
curriculum of the Board school. They arc 
taking a broader, and we venture to say a 
saner, view of the powers and duties of the 
state, as well as of the duties and responsibili- 
ties of the individual citixen. 

Tliey will reaj) ;in am])le reward, of which 
the sense of national security is only a part. 
They ma\' never have to fight. The better 
1r;uned they are for fighting, the smaller is the 
risk that any one will attack them. But, ajiart 
from that, they are adopting an invaluable in- 
strument of^ national education. The l-'ederal 
idea — the sense of citizenshii) in a great Com- 
monwealth — which has had something to do 
with the framing of the measure under dis- 
cussion, will be greatly reinforced by its oper- 
ation. The youths who undergo their annual 
training will be insensibly taught to look be- 
yond their local surroundings, and to think of 
themselves as working for the Australian 
Commonwealth. People believe in what thcv 
■work' for, and indeed it may be doubted 
whether there he any other way of reaching 
vital belief. .Make people from their early 
years actually do something for the state, and 
then you will have a public spirit in the com- 
munity such as can never be obtained by 
merely preaching the duty of patriotism. This 
measure, properly administered, will prove po- 
tent to evoke and organize Australian patriot- 
ism, as distinguishefl from the self-assertion of 
\''ictoria or Queensland or New South Wales, 
Town dwellers in Australia do not suffer the 
S(|u;ilid ])rivations that are too often found in 
older countries, but they will be greatly bene- 
fited physically and. morally by compulsory 



training. If it did nothing more than teach 
men to cease from slouching, to carry them- 
selves erect, to move with i)recision. to act in 
unison with others, to understand the value of 
discipline, and to tliink rcgimentally;, the sys- 
tem would bt fully justified as'an-agent of 
niational education. Even cbnscHption is for- 
given in coiiritrics that suffer it, for the sake 
of its indirect jihysical and moral benefits. But 
the fundamental moralities of the drill-ground 
can be taught by a state that knows its duties 
without any approach to conscription. 



NAVAL EXPERIMENTS WITH CODY 
KITES 

Further tests with man-lifting kites will be 
carried out at Port,smouth mider the direction 
of Mr. F. S. Cody. The utility of these kites 
for reconnoitering purposes has long been re- 
cognized by the military authorities, and they 
h:u e played an important part \\\ army man- 
oeuvres for some time past. 

Recent experiments which look place from 
the Re\enge, battleship, at Portsmouth, deni- 
onstnited that if the steel cable, by which 
the kites arc held captive, be cut or broken, 
the occu]);int of the basket can make a safe 
descent from a height of at least 1,000 feet. 
The kites glide or "parachute" gradually 
downwards so that they strike the water witli 
about the same force as does a man diving 
from a height of 20 or 25 feet. It has often 
been noticed by balloonists that, at an altitude 
of from 2,000 to 3,000 feet, objects under wa- 
ter can be distinguished quite clearly; this was 
tested from his kites by I\lr. Cody and some of 
the nax'al officers who took part in the experi- 
metUs at Rortsnioulli. It was jiroved that not 
only could shoals and wrecks be discerned, but 
submarines and sunken mines also were idain- 
1)- x'isible. 

The advantage which these kites |)ossess 
for the navy over captive b.alhions lies in their 
lesser resistance to the wind, their ability to 
stand practically any wind of less force than 
a hurricane, and in their being far less cum- 
bersome than an inflated gas bag. I under- 
stand that observations were taken in perfect 
comfort the other day from a basket support- 
cil by three kites, and towed by a destroyer at 
a speed of 2O knots dead in the teeth of an 18- 
mile wind. The iini)ortance of these attributes 
of the kites lends to encourage an anticipation 
that at an early date they may be regularly 
adoi)ted in the iiax'y, as they already have been 
in the army. Thus ;umther adjunct to the 
equipment of our war vessels may be provid- 
ed, and our seamen will have to undergo yet 
another course of instruction. — Correspondence 
of London 'Pimes.

The population of Ontario was then, 10,000 ;

But probably in no other way, has there 
been greater change than in the matter of 
travel.

' ' ■ ■' What the Empire Is 

' ' "'"•'Lord Milner rose amidst one of the most 
enthusiastic greetings ever accorded by the 
Canadian club to one of its guests. It Avas 

.some time before he was able to speak. His 

■rlprdship said,; •. . . ; • 

"Speaking last week to tlie Canadian club 
of, Vancouver, I dwelt at some length upon 
what I conceive to be the advantages which 
Canada and other members of the British im- 
perial family, such as Australia, New Zealand, 
or,; for .that matter, the United Kingdom itself, 
derive today, and may derive,, in still larger 
fljeasiures.ia the future, from facing the world 

.as aisingleigreat power. If anyone is suf- 
ficiently interested in the matter, and car^s to 
see what I said then, there is a full report of 
my remarks .not indeed a faultless report, hut 
a wonderfully good one, in the Vancouver 
press. I do not wish to repeat myself, and I 
.shall deal with quite a different aspect of the 
life of the empire today. 15ut there arc just 
one or two things which I must repeat, though 
I will do so as briefly as I can, in order to ex- 
plain to you from what point of view I ap- 
proach the subject. The word British, as ap- 
plied to the empire, does not mean Enghsh, 
nor yet yet English, Scotch and Irish all to- 
gether. 

. ."The empire is not something belonging to 
the United Kingdom any more than to Canada, 
or to. Australia, or to any other single jiortion 
of it. All the subjects of the King ought to be 
equal sharers, and so to regard themselves. 
For my own ])art, I firmly refuse, and shall al- 
W'-ays refuse, to rc.gard any quarter of the em- 
pire as otherwise than a part o; my country, 
or its inhabitants otherwise than my fellow- 
citizens and my fellow-countrymen, and that 
not because I happen to be an FngUshman. 
If I were a Canadian, I should feel, or be en- 
titled to feel, precisely the same. No doubt 
since the empire has tumbled up in a very 
casual manner, and its organization is still 
very imperfect, this view is today somewhat a 
'counsel of i^erfection.' The people of the 
United Kingtlom df) in fad at the jjresenl lime 
control the forei.L.;ii policy of the em])irc', ,-ind 
provide for its defence in a \'ei-y difu_reiU 
measure from the inhabitants of other |.)aris of 
it. But that is a state ni affairs which I hope 
to see gradually altered, and it has been to 
some extent altered already. A i^ood deal has 
been said recently about the self-governing 
states of the empire, other than the United 
Kingdom, taking a greater share in imperial 
defence. I think that is right, and I believe 
that they recognize it. But from my point of 
view, it is no less essential that they should 
take their part in moulding imperial policy. 
(Cheers.) 

All Contributed in South Africa 
"For instance, and by wa}' of illuslration 
only, they all contributed to our success in the 
South African war. It was right that they 
•should do .so, for the great issue at stake there 
was not of local but of general inlere.~l. Hut 
though they look part in I he ^var tlioii- (i.ii-- 
ticipation ended with its conclusion. It was 
regarded as a matter of, course thai the L.'nitcd 
Jvingdom alone should deal with the situa- 
tion in South Africa as the war left it. In inv 
opinion, the policy to be adopted after the war 
.§p>jil^"ha,yc Ipeeii, like the- war itself, the busi- 
■■rtes'^.'Of 'the Whole empire and not.of the United 
Kingdpm only. If Canada, Australia, New 



Zealand had Had a voice in it, if the organ i/.a- 
tion of the empire: had beenjcufficiently advanc- 
ed to make that course practicable, I think we 
should sec a more satisfactory state of affairs 
in. South Africa than vvc do today. 

'"That, then, is my position, the position of 
an Imi)erial Unionist, using that wortl in its 
broadest and in no partv sense — a Unicniisl in 
that I wish to sec all our common affairs the 
subject of conuuou nuuia,t;enient in peace as 
much as in war. If wars were altogether to 
cease, as wc all hope and believe that they will 
grow less and less frequent," I s|^ould not on 
that account attach less importance to a united 
empire. 

"And now only one more reference to what 
I said at Vancouver. In answer to those that 
hold that the growth of a Canadian .spirit, of 

Canadian patriotism, in whicli I rejoice, is in- 
compatible with the imperial idea. I tried to 
]ioint out how decisively the history of this 
coinUry itself belies such fears. There are no 
.urealer contrasts within the I'ritish empire to- 
day, aiul at any rate within the si'li-qoverninL; 
stales, than existed in Canaila lieiofc Confcdci - 
alion, .and indeed still exist. You had physical 
distance and inaccessibilit}'. .\'o\a Scoiia is 
further from British Columbia than from Great 
Britain, and the then unbridged prairies and 
Rocky mountains were out and away a greater 
obstacle to intercourse than the Atlantic ocean. 
You had likewise differences of race. But in 
spite of all these, I'nitcd Canada is a great ac- 
compdished fact today. .And it h.as become so 
without loss of indi\-i(lu;dit\' in the several and 
\-ery di^■erse stales which comprise it, and 
willimu vicilcnce being done to their disliiu'lix e 
character and traditions. The ])rinciples which 
ha\ e been so satisfactory in the making of Can- 
ada are apjilicable in a wider field, and Canada 
is not the only example. The history of our 
race and of other kindred races for hundreds of 
years, has many instanc • in it, where ne\ er, 
indeed, without doubt, op^.osition and critici.' in 
at the outset, hut with complete success in the 
end. independent comnnmitics, intensely je.d- 
<nis of their independence, lia\'e nevertheless 
sol\-c(l the problem of effectix'e and en(Uuing 
imiou for common purposes without injury to 
their individual existence and patriotism. 
(Cheers.) 

Old Idea on Large Scale 
"There \s nothing at :dl new in idea. 
What is nyyel is the lari;eness of. the scale on 
which it is .'^night to realize it.. But then the 
novel conditions of human life, the great and 
progressive impro\ement in the means of 
travel and communication, the triumphs of sci- 
ence over distance — what has been called tpc 
shrinkage of the world — are favorable to politi- 
cal architecture on a large scale. Imperialists 
are only men who realize the facts of the world 
they live in, who have grasped the bearing and 
consequences of the changes to whicdi I have 
referred rather sooner tli.aii ii;:k'I' people. 

".And now, gentlemen. 1 lia\e done with 
my rcca]iitulation. I am i^oin.t;' to bre;d< new 
,L;round. I'.nough has been said, for ihc mo- 
ment, alnuit the \ alue ot imperial unity lor pur- 
poses of (-•xternal i)roiecliMii. i,ol us look at 
it toda}- in it> bearing on intern.al de\-elopmeiU. 
We imperialists are frecpiently represented .-is 
people who think only of national power, .jI 
armies and navies and of cutting a bii^ figure 
in the world, in fact, in one word, of the ma- 
terial and external aspect nf national life. 
Most emphaticnllv i\i> I enier mv prote-^l 
against any such miscMncep; ion. (",i\c me ilia! 
j)olitical or^,^anism, be it ^in.all mf lar;;e which 
affords to i|s nu-nihers the hesi o] ipMrl ii ;iii ies 
of self-develMpmeiU, of ,i iicalthy and many- 
sided hum.an existence. 

"1 belie\c lli.al tiie close jissocialion ot llic 
several people under the Uriti^h cr.iwn. 'lieir 
leading a com ni. Ml ii.aii'Mial liie, lend.-, to pi'o- 
niote all the-:i' iIiin.L;'-, ;nid lliai there wouM he 
a distir.ct .and immense loss, if the tie were 
broken, alil<e to the various communilics as 
wholes and to the individuals who compo.se 
them. 

A Migratory Age 

"Take just the individual. We live in a 
migrateny age, and niankinil, as far as one can 
foresee, is likely to become more rather than 
less migratory. Men find the older countries 
too crowded and go forth to seek fre-h oppor- 
tunities and more elbow room in the new, or 
they go for purposes of business and slmly, or 
from mere inclination, from the new to the old. 
Again there is a growing intercourse, this fi ir 
business reasons mainly, between the tropic 
and the temperate zones, and generally lie- 
twcen countries of di\'erse climate an<l pro- 
ducts. The economic inlerdeijendencc of the 
different parts of the world is constantly in- 
creasing this tendency. 

"Now, in this constant movement .so char- 
acteristic of our age, the citizens of a world- 
wide state have a great advantage. The Brit- 
i.sh empire, comprising as it docs an area in 
both hemispheres, ai;d cn every continent in 
the globe, containing every variety of climate 
and of ])roduct, and almost every form of hu- 
man activity and enterprise, offers to every 
born snbjeel ""if the King, of I'hiropean race, a 
che)ice of domicile within its own borders, and 
cjpportmiities of mi,gration without exp.atri.a- 
lion, which no <.)ther stall' in the world affords. 
The United States probably comes nearest to 
it in this respect, but the -United States are not 
its equal in the number and variety, of the op- 
portunities which it offers to its citizens with- 
in. , the confines..of their own country. 

"It is no cxaggeru,tion to say that,- without 



exception, llritish cijizenship is the most valu- 
able. citizen shij) in tlie whole world. , Regai'dcd 
as a free pass, it has the wid.Cst currency. The 
man of white race who is born a British sub- 
ject can find a home in evcty portion of the 
world, where he can live under his" own flag, 
enjoying the s.une absolute freedom, and the 
same protection for person or property as he 
has alwaws enjo_\'ed : usin;; his own langu;ige 
and ])os.scssiu,g from the lirst moment that hu 
sets fo(Jt there, the full rij^his of citizenship; 
and that without s;icrificing anything, wdthout 
forswearing his allegiance to the land of his 
birth, as he nuist do in order to obtain citizen 
rights in any foreign country. 

Advantages of the Colonials 
"It is needless to dwell on the \-ast advant- 
ages which it is to the peo()lc of the United 
Kingdom to be .ihle to make homes for them- 
selves in so many p.iris of the new world, 
without ceasing to he Britons. There is noth- 
ing wdiicb more excites the envy and admira- 
tion of fi)i-eit;ii n.alioiis, lint is there no eor- 
respi 1 i 1 1 l;' ad \a ii I :i ■ to liic yomiger n.ations 
of the Mi'iti-li famil> in the la.c! ilial lliey lia\e 
a honie. aucl a footin;'. and ;i pl.ace ;is of rii;iit, 
in the old \' orl<l, wliich no oiher deniicens of 
the new wni'l-.l pn--^ '\':i\:c -[be people of 

the .great republic on your l.)orders. They come 
to Euroj^e as visitors by lens and hundreds of 
thousands, and many of them cunie to slay. 
And welcome visitors they are, especially in 
(ireat Britain. The sense of rclationshi]) is 
strong .and growing and wc arc all very glad of 
il. Ihil much as he may feel at home in Great 
I'ritaiu, nuudi as we may do to make him feel 
sii, the citizen of ll'e United States can never 
be at In.nne there in the same sense in \.vliieh 
<i Canadian "v .\nslr;dian can. The ,i;;i'cal his- 
toric !iites to which lie m.alces his jnl grinia,L',c, 
liie monuments 'M arl .and .anticpiily, the ac 
cumulated trea.-^ures of centuries of civilized 
existence, great as may be the attraction they 
possess for iiim, arc yet not his, and they are 
yours and.mine. And, <if course, he cannot 
take his part in th'c.iiubjjc life of the comitry ; 
wit horn abandonini; his own nationalit}-. The 
L'.anadian can do si i .ai any time .and iiir just as 
long as he likes witlmnl .any such s.acri'ice, 

"The l)i'ivile,ges of llriush eiii/.ensliip .are 
without ;)ar;dlel in histcji-y. f cannot dwell at 
,t;realer K nglh upon -a-U, that is invc)lved in 
tlicm, either in thcwa-.-. oi material lienefil. or 
in their fi'feel nu': rlicuaietei-, thoui;h 1 feel 
sirongh" ili.at the nm'.djdied symp.athies and 
the widi'r outlook, wliicl; the citizenshi]) ui a 
world-state skives have an educating influence 
of the hi.Ldiesl v.ahie. ■ ,\nd, here, if I may, 
without aj>i)earing to be egotistical, refer to 
my OAvn case, 1 would just say that I am con- 
scious. how my own life has been enriched by 
my experience in Fgypl and South .'\frica, ar- 
fluous and even painful as they sometimes have 
been. I am not now thinkiiiL;- of the political 
or business .aspect of the-e experiences, but 
simpiv i.if the education, which it was to me to 
he l)|-on;;lu h'.; > elo>e t<au-h whU ihe life of 
these two couiUrii'-i, so extraordin.arils- dis 
similar and >et Imih ,-o intercstiuL;-. Tli.at was 
,an experience which 1 could ne\'er ha\-e had in 
the sa.me deL;ree as a mere foreign visitor. 
And i led the same about my present sojourn 
in U.tnada. It is much too short, but I am 
S'eiiin- more out of it, in the way of my own 
improvement, than I would out of a stay of 
ccptally brief duration in any foreign country. 
Dealing With Communities 
".\'ow turn from the individual lo look at 
the community. Dcsjiitc a general similarity 
of spirit and aim, which distinguishes the self- 
goNH-riiiuL;- --laU'^ of the emjiire throni^lKiul the 
woiid fioni iilher n.ali^'ii:-, diere i.-. no d nihl 
,L;rca'. actixilv lalween them, d'hey .arc devel- 
e^piiiL; <ii:-ti!icl h It cl.e-ely related typfS cjI civ- 
ili.'.Oi'Mi and ch.aracter. and that lieiiiL; .-o they 
li.p.f iiineh to le:!i-n irom one am'tlic.-, which 
e;ni be-l be learned .and perhap> can onl\- he 
le.anud il ihey disiw closer iM-etlier in-te.aii of 
diillin;.; i lit o separa t ion and th.al inexilahle 
separatiiui, potential antagonism. Thi.i is a big 
subject, nuich more than 1 can elaborate at the 
end of a long .adihess. But I may just indicate 
what is rmmin;; in my mind. 'My personal ex- 
perience C)f the youn.L;er communities ed the 
empire is limited But as far as it .uccs, il eon- 
firms what has often been asserted by careful 
ohservers. In the freer and less conventional 
life of ihe-.e connnunities, men an; mor<.' read- 
ilv judL^ed \:v iheir es.-ential worth than they 
.are in the old con.nti-y, Soci.al dislincii<-)ns aia' 
of le^s accouiil. "A man's a ni.an iiir a' that." 
In this resijccl Ihe younger states are in the 
he.-i sen...e of the word more democratic. 
Ayjiln the- sni)renie imiiorlance of education is 
more generally recognized. It is imiircssive to 
see the now provinces of the Canadian west, 
which have only csistcd as political entities for 
:i few years, already equipped with such statc- 
Iv seh.xd bnildin,i;'s, already starling uuiversi- 
tic:, and resolved to .start them on no mean 
scale. Ag.ain il is a eommonphace th.at new 
departures in social org.anizalion .are more 
re.adily atlompled lieia> or in .Auslralin or \'ew 
Zealand than in the I'nitcd Kiiigdoin. There 
is not the same exi-essi\e (■.•intiiju alxnit niakin,g 
experinu'iits, or the s.anie diffienlty of l)re;ikin,g 
loose from the doniinalion of timc-lujiiored 
theories and routine. For one who, like my- 
self, is somewhat of a radical,., at any rate 
in the field of economics and social reform, 
there is much encouragement in all this, as well 
as much instruction. ■.. - ,'. ■ i , , 
"But if there is much that thfe old cotmtry 
can learn from 'Canada, is there not also nnicli 



that she can give to Canada in return. I speak 
from a brief experience, and I may ,be quite 
wrong, but you will wish me . to .say- frankly 
what strikes me. The younger Estates of the 
empire have taken all their fundamental insti- 
tutions from the old country. I am not sur« 
tliat they have yet reproduced all that is best 
ill their ])uhlic life. Without ignoring the ex- 
cesses of ])arty spirit in the United ICingdom, 
\vhieh I am the last to defend, 1 think that as 
a rule, the tone of public eonlroversy there is 
comparatively high. (Loud and prolonged 
cheers). The number of men who engage in 
public affairs, contrary to their own interests 
and even inclination, from a sheer sense of 
duty, is considerable. The civil service, im- 
j)artially reunited, entirely free from party bias, 
absolutely independent and yet self-effacing, 
is probably the best in the world. 

"Now turn from the political to the intellec- 
tual life of the country, t think the general 
level of education and intelligence is higher on 
this c'.nilinent. iUil 1 .also think that on the 
topmost plane, n{ literature and learning, f:it 
enur.'-e with iiidi\a{lual exi:e|)lions, there i.^ 
something in the nialurily of thought and per- 
fection of sehoku'sh i]), which distinguishes the 
old country and the old world generally, which 
seems entitled to peculiar respect. But I will 
say no more on these points. On the whole it 
would be better for Canadians lo look out for 
what is best ami most worthy of imitation 
here. Th.al would appear to be the right di- 
vision of labor in the present case. (Laugh- 
ter). 

Will Boom Canada at Home 
"And now before silling down, I want lo 
answer 1 wo criticisms, not external but inter- 
nal criiicisms. L mean doubts which have ar- 
isen in my miiul as to fhe ai)i)roprialeness of 
w bat I have been saying today. The first is 
this: For the jjast fortnight, during which I 
have travelled thousands of miles and convers- 
ed earnestly with scores of able people, I have 
been ceaselessly in contact with, liearing all 
day and dreaming all night, and imbibing, so 
lo speak, through' the i)ores of the skin, the 
story of that iinmense development present and 
future of western Canada, which necessarily 
])re-oecupies Ihe minds of all its inhabitants to- 
day. The only thing which everybody cares 
about, so sa_\'s my inlernal critic, is the one 
thing I have said nothing at all about. But 
jiot because I am not impressed- with it, or fail 
to realize fls importance alike to this, country 
and to the future of the empire. If the plains, 
which I have just been traversing are going to 
become the |)rincipal granar}' of the United 
Kingdom, ami 1 don't see how ihey can fail to 
become that. This is evidently a new factor of 
tremendous moment. Hut then it would be 
carrying coals to .Xewcasilc to dilate upon it 
here. There is not a man in this room who 
does nol know much more about it than I do. 
]f I .am ,L;oino- to dwell on the great future of 
the Canadian west and all that it involves, let 
me do so, not in Winnipeg, but in London. 
( 1 .au;.;hler.j 

Still Faces Great Problem 

"Now 1 h;u-e silenced one internal critic, up 
jum])s another and a more formidable one. 
'What?' he saws lo me, "Have we not beard 
enough of all llieir fine generalities abinil Em- 
l)ire and Imperial union?' "Is it nol lime to 
conic to something more definite ami practi- 
cal?' Now that objection ajjpeals to me \ery 
much, for, absurd as it may seem to say so at 
the end of this interminable rigmarole, I am 
not a man of speech but a man of action. No 
amount of practice will ever make speaking 
an\ thing hut pain and grief to me, and espe- 
ciallv speakin,g in generalities. 1 1 is very 
much easier to discuss a particular definite 
proposal. Ihit then, in the first place, this is 
a club for the formation of opinion ami not for 
the discussion of ])rogranimes. And [ must 
leluctanth' admit thai there is still a great 
deal to del, (piite .as much, or more, in the cdd 
cuniUr\- as here, in creating a sound altitude of 
mind on Imperial unity. It is not that in a 
vague and aftcr-dinncr-speech sort of way 
there is not great enthusiasm with regard to it. 
But of the people who share that enthusiasm, 
very few take the trouble lo think out what 
ihey ihemseUes can do to turn it to practical 
account. Men arc wailing for a sign, for some 
great scheme of Imperial constitution, wdiich, 
as it seems lo me, can only result from and not 
precede the practice of c(-)-oper:ilion in the 
numerous matters in wdiieli it might be prac- 
tised now without new institutions. And so 
opporUmities are missed every day, wdiich 
would not be missed if there was a more gen- 
eral and vivid sense of what is incumbent on 
Ihoso who sincerely aim at being citizens of 
Great Britain. On another occasion I may try 
to point out sonic- of the directions in which, 
even under present conditions, much might bo 
done lo make close union a reality. But I 
ha\ c trespassed too long on 3'our patience to- 
night. 

Asks Assistance from This Side 
"1 lia\'e tried in my ini[)erfeel way to live 
up to that ideal ;ill my life and lia\-e found it a 
constant source of slrenglh and inspiration. I 
do not think 1 have been a worse i.Miglislini;iu 
l)(K-;uise f h;ive never been a little Knglaiider, 
bill lia\'e trieil lo realize lieyond my duly to 
England, the duties and obligations of a wider 
patriotisni. .May. I put il to you, quite bluntly, 
it is only if a similar spirit prevails in all parts 
of the EwpirK: that the great heritage of our 
common dtizensliip and our world-wide do- 
njinions can cither be preserved or so develop- 



ed as to yield all the, benefits, which it is cap- 
able of yielding to every one of its hiheri tors.. 
It is no use a few of us, even a large nutiibcK 

of us, working away for the common cause on 
the other side of the Atlantic, unless others arc 
working for it over here, working for it as Can- 
adians, keeping it in their minds from day to 
day, and watching for every opportunity which 
may further, and be on their guard against: 
every slip which may injure it. It is only by 
a long pull and a strong pull and a pull alto- 
gether, that we can place our great common, 
heritage, the British Empire, above the danger 
of external attack or internal disruption." 
(Loud cheers.) 

It was moved by J. A. M. Aikins and sec- 
onded by Rev. C, W. Gordon that the names 
of Lord Milner, Lord Strathcona and Lord 
Roberts be added to the club's roll of honorary; 
membership. Amidst loud applause this mo- 
tion was carried unanimously. J. B. Mitche!!, 
secretary of the club, then read letters from 
Lord Strathcona and Lord Roberts regretting 
their inability to visit Winnipeg during their 
visit to Canada this year and expressing the 
pleasure it would give them to address the 
Winnipeg Canadian club.

THE GERMAN NAVY LEAGUE *' 

The Berlin corresiii:)iident of the London! 
Times, writing under date of September 28, 
said: The presidential committee of the Ger- 
man Navy League, which was in conclave on. 
Saturday and yesterday, occupied itself in 
discussing the conflict that has arisen in con- 
nection with the attitude of the extreme sup- 
porters of General Kcini among the mem- 
jjcrs of the League towards the leaders of the 
Bavarian section. After considerable deliber- 
ation it was decided that the committee could 
not interfere in. thje matter, but could only 
express regret at the dispute. A statenie?it 
which was submitted by the Bavarian lead- 
ers was placed on the minutes. 

The meeting, which was under the presi- 
dency of Grand Admiral von Kosler, then 
adopted a long resolution with regard to the 
policy of the League, which is to be sent as a 
circular to all the members. In this resolution 
it was urged lat, whereas the supplementary 
Navy Law of 190S had provided for the more 
rapid construction of battleships during the 
next four years, it was now the duty of the 
government to turn its attention to the pro-, 
blem of bringing the cruiser squadrons up -to 
date. The moment when the financial system 
of the Empire was about to be reformed was 
particularly opportune for advancing the de- 
mand that all needful provision should be 
made for maintaining the efficiency of the 
national defences. In the opinion pf thel 
League the prospective scheme for the refopu 
of the finances ought in partitular to be 
framed in a way which would guarantee thit 
the Nav}' Law would be carried out in the 
spirit as well as in the letter. The progress 
which had been made during the last ten 
years in the education of public opinion with 
regard lo naval policy Avarrantcd a demand 
of this kind. 

With regard to the question of large 
cruisers, it was asserted that, out of the 20 
ships of this class for which the Navy Law 
makes provision, six are being employed for 
special purposes, and are thus withdrawn 
from their proper sphere. Nevertheless, new 
cruisers cannot be laid down in their j^lace, 
since the}' will not reach the age-limit until 
the years 1914 to 1919 inclusive. The League 
accordingly demands that these six cruisers 
should be struck out of the list of large 
cruisers, and that modern armored cruisers 
should be constructed in their place as soon 
as possible. The League further draws at- 
tention to the fact that only 16 battleships 
have been constructed out of the 17 battle- 
ships whicli, as the Navy Law enacts, ouglit 
to constitute the first double squadron of the 
high sea fleet. It was further urged that every 
effort ought lo be made to maintain highly 
trained nucleus crews for the ships in reserve, 
and that these crews ought to number at least 
one half of the normal ship's complement. 

The essence of this programme seems to be 
that the League is picparing to conduct an 
agitation in favor, not only of the early con- 
struction of the outstanding 17th battleship, 
but also of laying down as soon as possible at 
least six new large cruisens, which, it is need- 
less to say, would be of the most modern 
type. The German press will presumablj^ 
plead that cruisers, which will of course be 
described as being designed solely for the 
protection of commerce, do not possess the 
political significance of battleships, while the 
government would find no difficulty in induc- 
ing the Reichstag to believe that merely an- 
other "error of calculation" in the Navy Law 
was being corrected. 



The death of Mrs. Macrcady, says the Pall 
Mall Gazette, severs a long link with history. 
She was W. C. Macready's second wife, mar- 
ried to him forty-eight year.s ago, and for five- 
and thirty years his widow. And he, b.orn in 
1793, took the last of his farewells as Macbeth 
at Drury Lane in 1851. G. H. Lewes has left 
a brilliant record of that memorable night, 
where, however, the note of pathos was not 
wanting. For the bcncficiarc was in mourn- 
ing for his favorite daughter ,and wore the jet 
studs of those days when he came on in even- 
ing for his favorite daughter, and wore the jet 
following year found him a widower, and eight 
years later, wdien he was not far off seventy, 
he married Miss Spencer, who has now joined 
the majority in her turn.

And tlic great uui.lority of us are thanUtul 
that It -shoiila be so, for when all Is said and done, 
tlio Broat L-harin of woman Is but womanliness, and 
much of the ehann of her wonianlineK.s lies in her 
iny.stery and eliislv(-iiess. I venture to think that If 
a mi re man were iiiai'rlcd I'oi- one short week to any 
woman whosr thuuKlU.s, words and actions ho could 
predict with absolute certainty lu; would be ihoroufrli- 
ly liored louR before those si'ven days were ended!

'I'lierc Is no uncertainty 
about the "ehoap" KU'l; a man knows beforehand that 
it be vaguely proifi'rs bis escort anywhere, It will be 
eagerly '•jumped at"; if lu' makes a quRstlonabJe JoUe, 
it is too often, alas, balled as a witty gom. This ac- 
counts for the fact that coneelt amongst the male 
SOX Is on tho increase, f(u- many girls seem to do their 
beiM. to teacli men to place an undue value on their 
at limtiuns. 

Xow, it Is true that men arc A'ery blind. dOBHO 
creatures iil limes; but believe me, they are nevor 
so blind as not to scp when a girl is running after 
thfcui. If a girl "runs attpr," let us say Air. Brown, 
nlthouKh the said Mr. Brown may not show his 
knowlcdgo of her intentions, yet you may be qulto 
l^uvo that in his heart, of ^hearts his thoiiglits run 
Bometlilng In this faMiion: "She's good fun and all 

right to II irt with, but as to marrying her No, 

thank you! When I marry' I shall want to do tho 
wooing myself!" I sorry to say It, but nowadays 
the rolnds of many girls seem to have lost the purity, 
and freshness which was their birthright, and they 
aUow m<)n to be altogether . too familiar with them. 

Poor deluded girls! Do they really Imagine that 
tlie' men " they flirt With seriously contemplate malting 
them the mistress of their households and do they 
realize that among themselves men spoaK with tlio 
utmost contempt of these girls who mako themselves 
cheap? I am sure that it Is a true saying that there 
can bo no real love without respect, and surely tho 
thought of going through life without love ought to 
toe enough to make a girl pause and ask herself 
whbtRor, after all, the- game Is worth the candle. 

I know many pretty girls who are unmarried ami 
wljo s*eem likely to remain so; one or two indeed, 
can lay claim to the title of "girl" no longer.

Anothcr way of using up scraps which nthcrwlso 
would bo wasted, Is to cut the meat from tho bone, 
mince It line and put it in a basin. To ovi..-y quttrter 
of a pound of moat add a tablespoonful of chopped 
parsley, and a teaspoonful^of grated lemon rind,, two 
shjallots minced line, ah eqiial quantity of green peas, 
which have been either 4vell mashed or else passed 
through a- sieve, two ounces of line breiidorumbft '.two 
ogga well beaten and a dessertspoonful of good gravy. 
Mix the whole well. ' Heat one and a half ounces' of 
butter In an omelette pan^ pour, the mixture .into- the 
pan, and shape It like an omelette. When it Is'fi^iedA 
brown on one side, turn It carefully, and fr'y the, 
other' Serve with tomato, sauce. A spoonful of 
cream is a very great. Improvethejjt. 

A good sauce is the gr^at secret Ip preparing little 
dishes of cooked up scraps. Sauces embrace too 
wide a subject Jo be treated In an article, and can- 
not be done jusuce to In tho ordinary general cookery 
book, but for the guidance of the housewife, the foun- 
dation of a good household sauce may be' given as 
follows: 

Ono ounce of butter, one ounce of (lour, and half 
a pint of stock, niUk m- water (according to the na- 
ture of the sauce), and more or less liquor as tlio 
sauce is required to lie thicker or thinner. 

I-'or a brown sauce, fry or bake tho butter together 
until brown. l''or a white sauce cook tho butter and 
the flour together \vitl)out brownmg them before add- 
ing the liquor. It Is better to add the liquor warm,

Xei-vous dyspepsia Is 
In many cases connected with this form of headache, 
it must bo remembered that t^o nerves of the stonuieh 



are Intimately connected with those of the brain. 
Some jieoiilo ne\'er suffer from indigestion in any 
.form, except when they tire laboring under mental 
excitement, ,shock, or worry. Sudden news ot an 
alarming nature will. In such eases, frequently cause 
an attack of nervous dlspepsla or a bilious attack. 
Vomiting and sickness often ensue, or a sovoro norv- 
-ous headache supervenes. , Wlion nervous headaches 
are chronic, they should never be regarded as meriily \' 
local pains. They are a symptom — not a disease — 
and an infallible sign that the mental and emotional 
faculties are being developed in excess of .'the phy- 
slcttl capabilities. ' ' 

Preventative, as well as curailve treatment Is there- 
fore neeessary, and essential. Drugs are strictly to 
bo shunned. The. habitual use of narcotics for the 
alleviation of pain is positively criminal, for, however 
seductively they may - operiite at- first, after- a time 
they Invariably prove futile, and finally work unve- 
deeniitble mischief. Nothing is more Insldlotis than 
the -drug habit." Many of the "headapho powders" 
sold for tho "euro" of headaches are' distinctly In- 
jurious. Nature has provided hor owti ctire; Her 
liealing factors are air and sunshine,- while careful 
dieting plays an important part in restorllig health, 
Uest, however, as 1 liave already stated, is necessary, 
and is almost an absolute and certain cure. Only, 
unfortunately for many sufferers, when rest Is pre- 
scribed, they do not obtain the full benctlt of the ad- 
vic(- given, as they atttieh the wrong meaning to the 
word. Itest ;ind Idleness aro not synonymous terms! 
II tliey were, hopeless would be tho case of the woman 
of active nienlal capabilities. Rest means, or should 
mean, change of thought, change of scene, and change 
of occuj.atlon. Let tho hi-ain woi-lc, for work It must, 
but be careful tli.-it it doe.-i not too constantly run III 
!Uiy one groove, and tlion wllli plenty of gentlo ex- 
ercise in the ojien air (avoiding all violent or fatlgu- 
ng exertion) and a good, generous diet, body and 
brain being equally nurtured the "bad habit" of head- 
aches, all other things being equal, will be speedily 
overcome. As a iialllativo nieasui-c, bathing the napa 
of the neck with very hot water will often pro-Ve Of 
value when ono has a severe headache.

Fill the bag ono-half or two-thirds full of 
water, tho hotter the better, wrap it In flannel, or 
place it In a flannel cover made to lit tho bag, and 
lay it for twenty minutes on one side of the face 
covering tho temple and tho forehead above the eye":' 
but not the eyes themselves. ' . 

Then apply the bottlo the samo way for twentv 
minutes on the other side of tho face (on tho templo 
and forehead), after which close the eyes for somo 
time. All pain will soon disappear, and the oyes will 
feel greatly rested. Physiologists toll us that tho 
body consists ot almost eighty per cent of water.

withdrawal of water be permitted to be unduly pro- 
longed the ;ConSleq^ent -disorders will assume grave 
dimensions. Elasticity and pliability of muscles, 
nerves, cartilage, ,fendons. and even bones depend 
mainly on the amount of water they contain, AVater 
also serves as a distributor of bodily heat, and regu- 
lates the body temperature, by the physical process of 
absorption and elimination. Under normal conditions 
and in a proper degree of health this suppiv is or- 
dinarily furnished, partly by tho food, and partly by 
the liquid we are daily consuming. A generous In- 
dulgence In tho us* of water — provided it is not car- 
ried to excess — will seldom, if ever, be productive of 
serious consequences. Distilled water is particular! v 
wholesome, and aids greatly in eliminating uric acid, 
calcareous and other waste matter from the system. 
Consequently it has valuable remedial uses In cases of 
kidney or liver disorders, and rheumatic or gouty 
affections. . 



BOOKS OF THE DAY 

"The .Susjiicloiis of Krmcngardc," by Jlaxwell 
Gray, Is a somewhat trivial tale, relating tho ex- 
periences of a very silly and scllish young wife who 
took herself off for a lonely holiday on the Riviera, 
from which she returned "if not a sadder, at least a 
wiser, and hoped to be a better woman." For her 
hnsband's sake one shares that ungrammatically ex- 
pressed hope, although it is Impossible to feel more 
than a perfunctory Interest In ISrmengarde, her "sus- 
picions" and her mild adventures, 

"Seeing England W.jth Uncle John," by Ahnie 
AVarner, Is a lively and artless record of the experU 
cnces and Impressions acquired by certain. Ameri- 
cans during a tour of the more famous show-places 
In England and Scotland. The book will prove in- 
formative and entertaining to the writer's fellow 
countrymen and women, who are planning a pilgrim- 
age to what they so politely term "the eCCeie old 
country." 

"The Revolt of Beatrix," by Fred. Whlshaw, Js a 
novel of the "Zenda" school of fiction, though it lacks 
the driimatic touch that rendered Mr. Anthony Hope's 
royal romances so deservedly papular. Nevortlie- 
less It is quite a good story of its kind. 

Mr. Shan. Hullockks latest novel, "A Laughing 
.Matter." provides a striking example of his versatil- 
ity, for it dilfers from that sound and serious book, 
"Robert Thorno" — Mr. Bullock's mnsterpleco so far— 
as widely as It differs from his earliest works, those 
irresponsible Irish stories ;ind studies, In which com- 
edy .-ind tragedy are so whimsically mingled, "A 
Laughing Matter" is just a love story of modern 
Suburbia; a refreshingly natural story, peopled with 
pleasant folk and written with the fiuency and 
gi-ace one expects from on author of Mr. Bullock's 

experience.

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N recent issues of the; Standard of 
Empire, R. M. Horne-Payne, F.R. 
G.S., director and European repre- 
sentative of the Canadian Northern 
railway, writes af? follows on "Prob- 
lems of Empire": 

I welcome the opportunity which 
The Standard of Empire affords of 
reaching our fellow-subjects all 
over the world regarding the subject of Im- 
perial finance. I do not propose, however, to 
enter upon that branch of the subject wliich 
this title may suggest^ to some readers: tlie 
raising and expenditure .of capital by the 
various; govertimenfe of . the ' Empire ; but 
rather "with the wider side of the question, in 
which not onl}'- statesmen, but most of our 
lellow-countrymcn, are called upon daily to 
take their part, whether they dwell in tlie 
United Kingdom or in Greater Britain beyond 
the seas. Wc all believe wc love our coun- 
try: most of us love the Emjjirc: Ave all render 
homage to the memory of Nelson and Wel- 
lington; we all, I hope, have recently ren- 
dered bur tribute of honor to the memory of 
Wolfe and Montcalm ; few of us probably re- 
main so churlish' as not to acknowledge tri- 
bute of admiration of Cecil Riiodes. \\'c can- 
not all be Nelsons, Wellingtons, or Rhodese.s; 
but we can, each in his own small way, con- 
tinue thefr life work. 

Patriotic Finance a Duty 
Wc know that our national existence de- 
pends primaril}"- on tiie strength of the navy 
and the efficiency of the army ; wc know tiiat 
in these days navies and armies mainly de- 
pend on national ability to pay ; that the per- 
sonal bravery of our men, the gallant leader- 
ship' of our admirals and generals, can only 
result in the mbst wicked sacrifice of our dear- 
est and bravest, unless we provide powerful 
ships and modern weapons. Creating and 
conserving our wealth Avithin our own con- 
trol, therefore, becomes a national duty, f low 
can this end, best be served? We live in a 
beautiful country, which we all love, but a 
country which has' been actively developed, 
the natural resources of which have been 
dra.\vn upon, for hundreds of years, arid a 
country which, though rich amongst European 
lands, is naturally poor compared with the 
King's dominions beyond the seas. 

. Let' me say, at once, that I would not for 
due moment suggest the diversion cither of 
money oi energy to the Oversea states, at the 
expense of the Homeland. Where capital can 
be really profitably employed at Home, there 
let it be employed. The Homeland lias tlie 
fi'-st claim upon its own people. But tlic op- 
portunities for the most profitable use of capi- 
tal are fewer at Home tlian in other parts of 
the Empire, and a great proportion of our an- 
nual, savings cannot find employment here. 
Therefore, I plead for the claim of the em- 
pire to the use of these surplus savings, in pre- 
ference to foreign nations; and I ]j!cad it in 
the interests, not of those who du'cll oversea, 
but of those who dwell at home; in the inter- 
ests of our national existence. Only by tlic 
fullest development of Imperial wealtii and 
resources can wc continue to support the na\^y 
at the two-power standard, in com]-)ctition 
with the greater populations of Germany and 
the United States — ^populations better equip- 
ped by technical education and a spirit of na- 
tional devotion. 

. One cannot travel in Germany without 
feeling that, from the emperor downwarfls, 
every man is for Germany and bent on Ger- 
man prosperity; or in the United States with- 
out feeling that every citizen is a United 
States citizen first and a private individual 
afterwards; that iiis enorls are to make the 
United States, and his particular state there- 
of, the riciiest and most ]irospcrous Idt of 
country in the world, realising full well that 
in the jMosperity of his country he him.?elf 
must prosper. 

The Oversea Claim 

Now, it is a demonstrabie fact that no 
peoidcs are imljued witli- this magnificent 
spirit more thoroughly dian those of our great 
self-governing dominions But, alas! that one 
should have to say it — this spirit lies dormant, 
for the most part, in the motherland. We are 
inclined to talk loudly of the British empire, 
but make little practical effort to advance it; 
to be led liy ignorant, self-satisfied theorists, 
who, hemmed in by their own conceit, !ia\'c 
taught themselves to believe that, with their 
own omnipotent wisdom, they can ttu'n these 
little islands into constellations of such bril- 
liancy that they alone, and single-handed, can 
govern the world and take of its wealtli all 
that they desire. Many, too, fail to api)reciate 
Ijhe importance of our oversea resources, on 
account of their distance from us, forgettinj^ 
that,* so long as we have a strong navy, the 
disadvantage of distance is measured by the 
cost of transport, and thai, I^ondon and Mel- 
bourne, Southampton and the Cape, Liver])ool 
and Quebec, are practically as near to each 
other as are Hamburg rind llerlin, Lyons and 
Paris, New York and San l"rancisco, 

ivach one of us can do some praeliral Ihin;'' 
towards slrenglhening the empire. Some of 
ns caii make an, effort to li-avel in somo of 
outlying parts, ^or to send our sons to Can.-ida, 
Australia or Africa, ,and bring them l)ack 
again' to teach us their 'lesson. One great 
patriot has endowed the University of Oxford 
Avith scholarships, wdiich bring to England for 
a time young colonists, who learn to know us, 
and go back, we trust, with .sympathy for our 
aspirations, and to maintain that which they 



find best in the traditions of our race. Wc 
need a wealthy patriot to endow scholarships 
at the great oversea' i|niversities, to take young 
Englishmen to the selfrgqverning dominions, 
and bring tiiem back • again;" Avith a knowledge 
and sympathy where Greater Britain, is con- 
cerned. The education . of our children is the 
first and most important service that avc can 
render the empire, because within the next 
fifteen years it Avill be decided Avhether the 
IJritish empire is to remain one great and 
])Owerful unit, or is to be disinte,grated into a 
lialf-dozen separate nations. Others among us 
can invest our savings, however small, to die 
advantage of the empire. I^et each one, be- 
fore investing in any foreign enterprise, see 
whether he cannot find some equally remun- 
erative and equally safe investment under the 
British flag. And, if he looks wisely and care- 
fully, he Avill serve, not alone the empire, but 
his own pocket. 

Our empire is rich in resources, awaitinp; 
devclojimcnt, yet year by year Ave send mil- 
lions of moncA' to other countries to build up 
the strength of other nations. It is not neces- 
srny that we slioidd exclusiA-ely invest within 
the empire — it is a tradition of the Englishman 
to go forth and bring home the riches of for- 
eign lahds^but;;the men wl^o, for soitTie-'.sm^ll' 
raoneta!ry a.dyaniia'ge, subscribed; to certaiii f e-' 
cent foreign 'loans, "for .e;xa'inple, !|td- pay .for 
guns Avhich may yet be. trained' upon our OAvn 
pc6])le, Avcre gililty of a"Spfec'i(;'s of national 
treaeherAS and have earned the contemnt of 
their fellow-countrA-men. Little better is the 
man Avho .gives preference to enterprises in the 
United States or in other friendly eompetiti\x' 
countries, rather Uian to enterprises within 
our own empire ; Avho finds mone}' to build 
ships to. compete Avith our ships, railways to 
compete with., thi? . ri^ilways . of . .our oversea 
states, mills tb.'cdmpete with qur riiill&, and'to ' 
harvest the Crops that arq - not ours:r7^w,hilc 
capital is being sought for" equally, and [mofc 
than equally, profitable enterprises under our , 
ovvn/^la'gV. >. h 

T was in San Francisco in 1S0.3, Avhen the 
vice-president ot the Lnitcd Slates paid an 
official visit to that city. 1 he fine harbor was 
the centre of the festivities. It was full or 
merchant shipping, aiul it was stated. 1 thiiik 
correctly. that 98 per cent, of that shipping 
Avas Bfitish. It Avas a proud dav lor English- 
men. I"am afrakl thaton'-thc recent rcccpticjii- 
ot iTie lecretarj^'to tH'o^'nayy oiot morc^fhc^j 
nvL per cent ul the^ j^^hippiugf \Ya$ "^ButiSh ^ 
1 his change, most.dfeplorable from our stand-^ 
l^oint, as It altects us in our most vital interest, 
has been direetlv brought about by United 
States tariff laws discriminating against mer- 
chandise borne in I'lritish ships; but, where 
has the money come from with A\hicli the new 
.American ships, Avhich haA-c taken the j^laee of 
our own, have been built? It has come from 
us; Ave have lent it to the United States our- 
selves. If Englishmen had not invested so 
hugely in the States, the money Avhich built 



those ships Avould have I)een needed for other 
purijoses, and British .ships Av6uld still control 
the Atlantic and Pacific carrying trade. Think 
of what this would have meant in the past ten 
years to our shipoAvners, our shipbuilders, and 
the community in general, and still more, Avhat 
our po.sition avouUI be loday if all th'- Hritisli 
capital poured into the United States had been 
used to develop our own empire. 

A Wonder-working Decade 

When I first crossed the Canadian contin- 
ent, in 1891, the great Canadian Pacific rail- 
way had not long been opened, and from Ot- 
tuAA^a to Vancouver Canada was still the vast 
lone land of the antelope and the moose. 
There Avas a small settlement round Winnipeg, 
and a little fanning; a small seltlemeut round 
Calgary, and a little ranging; a small sollle- 
menl in Vancouver, ami a little shipping. Ten 
years later I found on the .\tlaiilic Coast in 
Nova Scotia bu.sy hlasl furniiees and coal 
mines, with a daily (iiiii)ut id thousands of 
tons; on the south hank (if the St. LaAvrcnce 
mines itrodncing a larL;e proportion of the 
world's asbestos; on the north bank of .the St. 
Lawrence, forests yielding the timber, ground 
■int6 pulp by the gii^anlic systems of water 
lidwer, to make tlu- jiaper mi which Europe 
'Writes, which we ii;iiidli.- daily in many of our 
great uewsiiapers ; in ( )nlario a busy petrol- 
eum field; north of the Great Lakes the 
greatest iron deposits in the world, which will, 
in the immediate future, eini)loy a greater 
shipping tonnage annurdly than the whole of 
that which passes through ihc Suez Canal :

I have written of Canada, because 1 
happen to be best acquainted with Canada, 
but these Avords api>ly, Avith equal force, to 
Australia, New Zealand, Africa, or India. 
A Profitable Duty 

There are millions of feet of lumber await- 
ing the mill ; millions of acres of land awaiting 
the ])longh > millions of tons of coal and other 
minerals, and millions of barrels of petroleum 
awaiting to be recovered; hundreds of cities 
and towns to be Iniilt, and iildlistries to be 
founded. Caiiital alone is Avaiited. Shall we 
not devote our savings to founding these cities 
and industries, and to supplying the needed 
means of , transport, in preference to lending 
them to equip some foreign raihvay or build 
..some foreign navy? It is the people of Eng- 
land, Scfitland, Ireland, and Wales who 'must 
finance the empire. 

And f)ur fellow men beyond the seas, have 
they no financial duties to perform? They 
h;ive, indeed, and so far, with slight excci)tion, 
Ihey have performed thcni Avell. 'i'liey have to 
faithfully fulfil the trust, to guard the capital 
sent them. Our oversea governments fid 
statesmen must be- careful -.not tq^dcridrr their 
names to enterprises Avhich ■are doomed; to 
failure. Our citizens must be XEireflll; not to 
destroy capital by setting up- public competi- 
tion .Avi'th vested 'iirtercsl.s. Goycr,n!ncnt guar- 
antees and municipal over-borrowing and un- 
fair municipal competition have been prolific 
in financial 'catastrbphes in the past. A gov- 
ernment guarantee conveys to investors the 
impression that the government j^rovides and 
recommends a certain eiitcr])rise in toto, al- 
though no such impression n^ay be intended, 
and the government in question is incrcly se- 
curing for its cdiintrycertain advantages; as

INTERVIEW WITH MARGONI 

The Chevalier Gugliclmo Marconi, 'by 
whose discoveries in the realm of science mes- 
sages from one hemisphere to thc other can be 
sent by "wireless," arrived in, Toronto 
last night from Ottawa en route for Ni- 
agara Falls and other points in Canada on a 
pleasure trip, says the Toronto Globe in a re- 
cent issiie.. He and Mr. Hv Jameson Davis;.- a 
near relative and a director in the .Ganadian 
Alarconi Company, v/cre at the King Edward 
Hotel last night, and in an interview with the 
Globe gave an account .of the early history of 
wireless telegraphy in .Canada.;that.,was'- in it- 
self an indirect but handsome compliment ' to 
the young Dominion. ' 

This clean-cut, unassuming young -wizard 
of ether waves narrated to thc newspaperman 
how that bargain came to be made whereby 
Canada today ha.s the assurance ot perpetual 
cheap rates for comnuiiiication across the At- 
lantic, and has the honor of being tlie first 
country, in the world that officially recognized 
the worth' of Mr, Marconi's inveritions arid' 
made the first business agreenient'''with hihi.'' 

■'You see," said the young Italian, who 
talks like an EnglL-^hman, "our first transat- 
lantic tests were inackj between Newfoundland 
and Englaiui, but the cable companies object- 
ed to our experiments and were threatening a 
lawsuit when we received a telegram to come 
to Canada with a view to making arrangements 
to continue the tests. 'We answered the' tele- 
gram, and ih a visit to Ottawa bi'ade' an- agree- 
ment with the I-Ion. Mr. Fielding," ^hicliSfi'fe- 
sulted in the fact that not only were 'wc' given 
facilities for the testing, hut were 'vvere giVeiit 
a subsidN' of some .$So,ooo towards thc erection, 
of the station at Glace Bay. Thc tests that 
that followed were the first real tests we had 
made. Of course, afterward there came the 
ship signalling a])par:itiis along the St. LaAV- 
rence. Jn return for thc subsidy we agreed 
lojt to charge more than a certain ratcj one 
vcr}- much less than that 'of the cahle 'cbih- 
panics. I agreed that our charges should not 
be more than ten cents per word for ordinary 
messages and five cents for Government' arid 
])ress despatches. A.s yet we have not l)Cen 
])ushing' the work, since our .stations are'' not 
fully ready. It is a year since wc started 
semliiig regular messages between l^ondon and 
I\lontreal, and since then wc have served manv 
vety large Canadian firms, including the G, 
T. R. ■ They have expressed much satisfaction. 
In another -three months we will he ready.-for 
heavy btisiness." ':., :'. . , •■

WILD goose chase is proverbial; 
there may be places in Canada, 
there doubtless are, where it is 
V comparatively easy, to -bag that 
most 'y/&tyr^:oi . birds, tlic wild 
soose, jbut' tt was never my good 
Jorttine to visit any of them, and 
the geese of my acquaintance, 
^vhicU I have done my best lo 
kill, have almost invariably honiccd derisively 
at a perfectly safe distance; often the distance 
did not appear to nie to be safe, but they knew 
the killing range of my .choke barrels better 
than I did myself, and took care to keep just 
ffiat distance away, though often allowing an 
■ ajiproach to Avithin a few feet of the danger 
zone. An old ICnglish rook is said to be able 
lo smell powder, and T know for a fact that, 
if you walk down a field where they are feed- 
ing with a stick urider your arm, they will 
take little notice of you. whereas, if you sub- 
stitnte a gun for the stick, the}' will take good 
care that you have the whole field to yourself 
when you arrive in it ; they take no chances. 

The Canadian wild goose has a sense" of 
humor, however: he knows just how near it 
is safe to allow you to approach in his (hrcc- 
tion. and he will ta'<c good care not to let yon 
get within range if ho can help it. but it sccuis 
to afford him a keen delight at times to allow 
yon to come near enough to fancy that you are 
within range, and lo induce you to waste yoiu" 
if . -ammunition in vainly saluting his retreating 
• i fbriii. ^ 

Many an unsuccessful attempt have I made 
to circumvent this wary bird, and many a 
lime have I had to acknowledge defeat; lor a 
long time Providence seemed to be fighting 
on their side to prevent nic bagging e\'en one 
of them, in spite of a ]")erscvcrancc that led to.

one big honker makes a gootl bag and two or 
more arc something to brag about. 

T\s'0 years ago n'c were visited on the 
coast with sonic of the severest \vealhcr ever 
Icnown even to tiie ])ioneers. Real estate men 
who iiad advertised the mildness of the climate 
\vcrc in despair seeing the clerk of the weather 
giving the lie to their descriptions of the open 
winters of this favored coast country; house- 
holders were pulling long faces at the plumb- 
ers' bills rendered {<.> them through the sud- 
den caprice of King l'"rosi, and there was nui: 
a little grumbling at the \-isitatioii of a sample 
of weather which had evidently grit ont of I'.-; 
right course and had been -^cnt to I.hltish Col-, 
unibia in mistake fur the \'nl<on oi- sor.ie Ivisi- 
crn Province, wlicrc tlicy are n.-ed to this son 
of thing. 

There was one hmnble indi\idual, !iowe\er, 
who was selfish enough to bless tlic hard 
weather, which gave him the chance of some 
exceptionally g-ood sport Avith the wild- fowl at 
the head of the Alberni Canal, and inciden- 
tally helped him to get eveii with his old 
friends the enemy in the shape of the Canada 
goose. 

'Hie duck' sliooiing ,-u .Mijerni is .-i!\i;iys 
good any winter, b-ii the cxco] i| n nal C'-iii'ii- 
tions of the season made the sport i-:..cci)l i' .'iial. 
The freshwater ducks were driven by the frosi 
to seek food on the vidi-'-flats instead of in the 
fresh-water lakes in llie vicinity which they 
usually frequent, and their numbers were be- 
ing continually augmented by fresh arrivals 
as the deeper and larger lakes froze in their 
turn. 

.Sport with the ducks was magnificent, 
cither with decoys or sneaking on tliem in a 
canoe, while some hot half-hours were obtain- 
ed in the evenings shooting the flighting mal- 
lards and widgeon. Xol a duck was fi.-diy, 
Avidgcon of course never ar^", but the mallard 
is a bad offender in this respect, preferring 
rotten salmon to any other diet if he can get it. 
Tn this case he could not, as the dead salmon 
had been pretty well cleaned up by the time 
of the arrival of the birds driven here to feed 
by the frost.' 

•'I'll c chief eA'ent of the season, though, w.is 
the getting even with the geese, which had 
mocked my efforts so often. There is ;i lia\ 
Avel! Icnown to the inhabit:;::!- 'if Alberni nn a 
big slough at the head of the Canal called 
vShoeniaker's Bay. into this bay the gcc-^e 
nsed to flight ey^ry evening to feed on t he edge 
of ;the salt Avate'r.: Rcgulariy between sun- 
down and dark they Avould put in an appear- 
ance, coming over the tall timber from Aviierc- 
tvcr it was that they used to spend the day. 



Scver.tl evenings 1 laid in w;ut for them with- 
out success, ;is the\- usually put off their time 
of coming when 1 v.-as tlicri- until it was too 
dark lo sec to shoot. 

One evening 1 crossed the hay from the 
wharf in open water in a snirUI Siwiish canoe 
Avithout anticipating any trouble in returning, 
but; found. that, sb cold had it become after the 
sun had .sunk to rest, that the , .salt Avater of 
the bay had frozen over, and it was vsith the 
greatest difficulty that 1 forced my way home,

.\/ter ;i sniiiewli;it agitating experience in a

I reached the substantial farniho.us.c lAvh.ereiT 
intended .^ponding the -first fevV- days .'bf;? llie 
shooting ,scaspn.;in',S,weden , on the evening of 
yVugiist-lfi'^-'iDlj^lils'-UM^ dogs flew out as 
if dcniciitcd, alarmed J'jcUs began to crow, and

The ajiproximate whereitbeaUs ui ;i eii\ ey of 
the former birels .seemed lo be i)i-ctly well 
known to my companiuiis, and we proceeded 
first of all to a patch of nearly ripe rye, which 
lay on the outskirts of the farmlands on tiie 
edgr of the moor. Soon the dogs began. to 
fe;itlior, and it be'came e\ideiit that a greyhen 
and her family had already l)e:en alioitt-- ill- 
search of their morning meal, but not imlil 
l'".'iii had followed their sceul wadi hack among 
llie tall heather :iiiil fern did she come to a 
I'niiil, pretlv iu'arl_\' iiiiiha- in\' lui.s'e'. Tlu- 
l)irils li;id no d. nibl i nn bel'nre us from ihe rve, 
and now tho}' coiiiinned to, do so Ihrongli the 
hpathcr,rbut,at.last all.gpt up in a hiun-h, fnun 
Avhich. wc: .secured: four vvcll-gi-ovvii youngsters, 
three cocks and a hen. With wise prevision 
Ihcse were- at once dispatched to the house, 
.with an intimation to^lhc, effect that they, would 



liahinee, :iiid I shot into three feet of soft 
]ieat. from which f emerged in a condition 
wliich gave infinite delight to my companions. 
After this epi.sode wc turned back in the 
Iioinevvard direction through a broad belt of 
forest, Avhere ii \v;is known there were a t^ood 
many cafiercaillie, Init the . trees, and under- 
growth were so dense that shooting was 
;dm"St impossible. 

(.)ii several oi.-c;isioiis birds got up eleise by 
lis, of wdiich we cither got a . mere glimiJse 
or. did not.sec.at all» and, finally my host dis- 
tinguished himself by missing. clean Avith both 
barrels a huge cock,- caper that svviing across 
an open glade Avitliin easy range. The walking 
was abpgiinably,; bad,: .tlic,; .Tocks, boulders, 
windfalls,' and'; other . debris.' AVith w hich the 
ground was covered being smoihercd bene;ith 
a thick c-irijet of linciiens, fern, heather, and 
wild berry jdants. Wdiile siruggling on 
ihiougli this, I suddenly emerged on to a small 
open siKice, in the middle of which, to my 
astonishment, both dogs stood rigid,- .There 
wjis no use in shouting for the vS'vvcdes, who 
were nowhere handy, su i went up to the act- 



tcrs at once. In no direction between them 
blackgame aforesaid. Lively, indeed, was that 
yards, so 1. had to be sharp. Fortune favored. 
Prom out of a patch of "lingon'J:'('9?;apbe^ries), 
on which, no doubt, they had' beetv' feasting, 
there rose Avith a commotion a hen caillie and 
eight youngsters, all strong on the wing. Two 
of the latter remained behind, and a third 
w hich had crossed the line of my second bar- 
rel, got away Avounded, but was secured 
shortly afterwards. 

Bv this time certain inward pangs intimated 
that" the hour for refreshment had arrived; the 
sun, moreover, was getting A'cry hot and 
I)owerful. so with one consent .we topk.a bcie- ^ 
line for the house. On reaching a certain bit' 
of rising ground a volley was fired in orde'r,;- 
to warn the good folks of our approach, the 
result of which Avas that within a few minutes 
of our arrival we sat down to a Avelcomc re- 
IKist, which was preceded by the inevitable 
"smorgasbord." and included the four 3-oung 
blackgame aforesaid. Lively, indeed, was that 
meal. Everybody talked without ceasing; the 
hostess and her daughter, a "A'ack^r Sveuska 
Flicka." snatched mouthfuls of food in the in- 
tervals of attending upon the husband and 
guests ; the setters and a whole pack of other 
dogs Avere very much in evidence, and things 
culminated with the appearance of a couple 
eif bottles of champagne. Then followed black 
coffee, "banco" (Swedish punch), and cigars, 
and not until 2.30 did we succeed in making a 
fresh start. Two hours and a' half devoted 
to refreshment sounds like a wicked waste of?'.:: 
time, but it is not so in reality, for during the'- 
middle of the day the birds are all resting 
in thick covert, and the dogs have little chance 
of fiiKling them in such a country as we Avcre 
shooting o\-cr. 

Bevond the confines of the cultivated 
ground our w-a}- lay across a jiiecc of rough, 
undulating, boggy moorland, wherc'we pickerl 
up two fine old blackcock and another wood- 
cock; then wc hit off a small .black tarn sur- 
rounded by reeds, from ampng Avhich a mal- 
lard Avas secured, and after -vve efi'tdred forest, 
fortunately not so dense as that traversed in 
the forenoon. Nothing eventuated for the 
best part of an hour, although several times 
the dogs seenied to be on the track of birds; 
then from my right came a shout of "tjadcr, 
ijadcr!" and next moment across an opening 
among the trees swept at full speed a big 
cock. There was only time ior;pne'S.hot,; ajid,: 
1 thought 1 had rhissed with' that biit' the 
sound,, ;pf a., heavy object falling ainong 
brahcTie^; a little' AA^ay' pff told of success, and 
a search was immeiiiately instituted. No 
ir:ice of the bird could be found, although the 
dogs lumted the ground over careful!3% and 
at last it was discovered with outspread wings, 
stone dead, halfway up a tall pine, from Avhich 
it was extracted only with great di^ficult3^ In 
a short time we emerged upon a tract Avhich 
had been cleared of timber two or three years 
before, and the quantities of debris left be- 
hind, mingled with the dense A-egctation that 
had sprung up since, made excellent covert ' 
and extremely bad going. Almost immedi- ■ 
atelv on entering this the dogs hit off a covey 
of 'e'aillie. which ran and twisted about in most 
aggravating fashion, and the attitudes avc 
assumed in their pursuit — now pirouetting on 
top of a moss-eoA-^ered rock, nOAV struggling 
amid a labyrinth of exceedingly tough .and 
spiky old pine branches — constituted a pleas- 
ing ' spectacle. Admirably chosen Avas the 
moment wh.en at length the old "tjader bona" 
and her youngsters elected to rise iu air. M}' 
worthy host liad assumed for the time bcing 
the ar.iiearancc of a windmill, his gun, both 
arms, and one leg forming the sails; his 
brother was "[dcking nj) the pieces'' after an - 
elaborate cropper, and i was trying to recover 
my cap, Avhich an extra troublesome tAvig had 
whisked off. A general discharge of course 
took place : but the results, it is hardly neces- 
sary "to say, were indifferent, and only two 
members of the brood, w^ell-grown young- 
cocks, fell to the six cartridges. With the next 
lot of birds -we were not more fortunate. I 
got the old hen with my first barrel, and the 
roungstcrs thereupon took lo thick pine trees, 
where they sat so uncommonly tight that wc 
(jnly got one of them, and that after a great 
deal of trouble. Soon afterwards my host had 
the luck to bring doAA'n a A'cry fine solitary old 
caper cock, which gave him a fairly easy 
chance, and then we emerged on a ])iecc of 
country whieh Avas absoluteh' useless, covered 
as it v,-as wdlh grey stones and Avithout a scrap 
of cover more than three inches high. Here 
it luul been arranged that the trap for our 
conveyance home should meet us, but that 
luxurious vehicle uot having yet turned;,,up, 
we sat doAvn to rest and smoke about a hun- 
dred yards from a high Avall of loose stones 
which ran along the edge of the forest. While 
thus occupied two 'caillie came sailing ont 
from ainong the trees, and of course flew out 
of shot before any of us could lift gun lo 
shoulder, but a third, which followed in the 
wake of the others, was not so fortunate, re- 
ceiving as it did the contents of three barrels 
almost simultaneously.

ready for active ser\-ice. A study o[ 
the leaders of some of these forces is not with- 
out interest. In, Great Britain there are such 
cDnspicuoiis figure? as Kitchener, French, Lyt-: 
tleton ancl-a Itost.of others fresh, frotii the fields 
bf waf- In Germany the Emperor hiinself and 
Count von AloUkc are recognized for tiash and 
skill in military niatlers. while' in the United 
States there are still such veterans in service as 
1-ieut. -General AlacArthur and Chief of Staff 
General James I'l-anklin liell. 

^Major-General Sir lolin Henton I 'inlcslone 
]"rencli, as lnsiH'ctor-(_;en(.M-al. is one of tlie 
lln-ce l>i,q' men of the liritish arniN to(la\' : the 
others are General Sir Neville Gerald Lyllleton, 
Chief of Staff, and, of course, Kitchener of 
Khartounii, who commands the forces in India. 
Of the three French is the "baby" in years ; the 
hero of Khartoum tops him by two and his. 
Chief of StafI by four years. 

French was trained in the cavalry. He was 
recognized by his associates as a j^ood cavalry 
leader years before his comury ever lu ard uuicli 
of him; and he probably would have lan^uishetl 
in some low grade and without fame liad not 
war fortunately come alone;- anil yiven him hi- 
chance to make good in the eyes of the public 
and gain official distinction antl advancement. 
In war he was extremely popular with the rank 
and file, and his soldiers fought about as much 
. for French^ they did for the government, so 
great was their devotion to their leader. 

Freiich has a record of pictnres<iue deeds 
personally performed in tlie Boer country One 
of-Iiis war stunts was his escape from Ludy- 
smith on the last train that left that town before 
it was beleaguered, lie mulcrtook the task of 
carrying to safely a hatch of exceedingly im- 
portant papers and docmnenls. 1 hese he se- 
creted 'in a crevice in the coni])artment of the 
car he occupied, crawletl uinler the seat, and 
in titese crani]x'd c|uaiters traveled to safety un- 
der a veritable hail of Boer bullets, many of 
%*hich splintered the woodwork of the car and 
'bored- the upb.olstery of the seat below which 
French lay. Because of his fighting ability, he 
was 4he' 'idol of the •British public during the 
Avar, and his strategy so won the admiration of 
'■Dewet that.he pronounced jM-ench the oidy gen- 
eral on the British side of the bloody contro- 
versy. 

Vviieii he was a youth French Ionised to take 
orders, and on Sundays he would init a niglit- 
shirt over his best duds, and in this makeshiit 
clerical garb "'preach" to his congregations of 
playmates. Even when he wa.s along in his 
'teens bVench still desired to go with the 
Church, but his father was a naval officer; he 
planned fot liis boy to follow in his footsteps, 
and the youngster became a naval cadet, serv- 
ing several years atloat. This experience turned 
French's tlionghts from the, Ghurch ; but while 
it; resolved him to follow a fighting career it cul- 
tivated in him no love for the sea. and, as a re- 
sult, "French got himself transferred to the 
armv. He had been holding his commission 
but a short time when he had the complintent 
])aid him by liis colonel of being the smartest 
young officer the colonel hatl ever come across. 
Yfears later^ — in fact, only a short time before 
thcfoutbreak of the Boer war — French had hcc^i 
^recommended for retirement because lii> lack 
'of respect for army tradition and red ia]i< hail 
caused his su])criors untold annoyance. \.U- 1k- 
came Jnspeclor-(ieneral of the liritish arm;,- 
when the Duke of Cambridge v.aealcd the unw 
obsolete post of Connnander-in-L'hiia' .-md its 
duties were divided between l.yltleton and 
French. 

Lyttleton had snielled powder, and Ix'^n in- 
strun'ienlal in the making of the odor, in lioth 
hemispheres, and he lias been a lighting man 
for over forty years, i Ir ai'ied in putting down 
the Fenian raid in Canada, and for his work 
then received a prized souvenir or two. He 
fought valiantly at Tcl-ol-Kcbir, Khartoum and 
other noted Ijaltlcs in I'.gyiit ami the Soudan. 
.He was in at the death of the lloer struggle for 
indei)en(.'.enee. and in his tiuie he lias held ini- 
))orlant posts in India and Ireland, being I'oni- 
mander-in-Chief in the island. Were he lo 
wear all his medals ;nid other decorations won 
on the held of buttle and throngli dist ingnished 
service in lime (if peace, lii> brea'-t would look 
like that of the traditional coune oju'ra geiioral- 
issiincj. 

A brilliant strategist, a strict (Usciplinarian 
and the antithesis of French in iiis attitude to- 
wards the rank and file. Lyttleton is warmth it- 
self when he is placed in eoinrasl with Kit- 
chener. ■ .Still, n(,) other gemaal on the uetive 
list of the r.ritish army today can boast of a 
more li.>y;d e(jnnnand from rank and tile up 
through suballerns to his own Chief of Stalf. 
(.)ne reason is that his men long ago found in 
him a real lighting man: .another is that also ,a 
long while ago they learned that Kitchener al- 
ways. stri\'es to give a stpiare deal e\-en to the 
l.uu'nldest 'ronniiy Atkins under iiim. There is, 
for exaniide, the anecdote of Kitchener and the 
.sleeping sentry in -South y\frica. The ordinary 
commander would have had the flerclict posted 
up for court-martial forthwith. Kitchener, iup 
stead, found out that the lad. before being sta- 
tioned as a picket, had been on duty for twenty- 
four hours straight ruiniing, and the soldier 
v/ho got into trouble with the lieru of Khar- 
loU!n^vas not the lad but the officer who had 
displayed so liKle jiidgn^'nif as to assign an 
utterly fagged out mail to picket duty. 



I'ull as Kitchener's career is of stirring 
cl'.apters, his most thrilling experiences befell 
him when he was spying for two years in the 
strongholds of Mahdism. This chaiiter of his 
career beg:ni shortly after he became a major 
in the Iigyplian aniiy in 1SS2, and Kitchener 
volunteered for the task of finding out whether 
or not the reports that had reached the British 
• of the phenomenal spread of Mahdism were 
true or otherwise. Disguising himself as an 
Arab, he went calmly among the followers of 
the false prophet, in the very heart of the re- 
gion hypnotized by the Mahdi. What would 
have iia])i5ened to h.im h.ad his disginse been 
penetrated he beheld one c\i\y in the death tor- 
lures meted out to a captured spy. Ihit with un- 
sli.akahle determination Kitchener kei)t at his 
volunteer task, though after he had witnessed 
the cruel death of'the unfortunate spy he always 
had handy a bottle of the quickest acting of'all 
poisons. 

Of course every moment of the two years 

that he s]H'nt tracking the iNlahdi was filled with 
the greatest changer, yet from his venture he 
returned to Furopean garb with but one mis- 
hap, and that a scalp wound, the result of a 
brick thrown at the "bloomin' heathen" by a 
Ilriiish soldier. ' 

.■\s conniiander of the army in India Kit-

Only am: or two of the other famous fight- 
ers now in active service have seen as nuich 
downright real fighting as Lieutenant-Gcncral 
Arthur MacArthur of the United States .army,,, 
and none began garnering .battle exj^en^npis^^ 
when a mere boy, as he did. For MacAftli^r?' 
was only a slim, delicate boy of seventeen wheii 
he lirst showed that cool bravery under fire- 
that h.as marked his conduct in every one of llie 
scores of skirmishes, brushes and sure enough, 
battles in which he has drawn his sword — first 
in the civil war, then for twenty years, on the 
plains, against the Indians, and, latest, in the. 



Philij)pincB, against the Sixmiards and the Fili- 
pino insurrectionists. 

i\l;icArthur lacked about two months of be- 
ing sixteen when I'^ort .Sumter was fired upon. 
Nevertheless, he wanted to enlist at once, and 
was only dissuaded from doing so by his father's 
promise not to o])posc his turning soldier when 
ho had reached his seventeenth birthday. In 
the meantime ho studied the tactics manual, 
and so, when he becnme a member of the 24th 
Wisconsin and one of its drill masters, ho made 
a pronounced hit with the rank and file with his 
knowledge of how to execute the drills, and 
how to imparl it. In fact so pojudar was he 
with the men that tiiev j.etitioned the (Governor 
of Wisconsin to make him the regiment's ad- 
jutant. 

The i)etition gnmtcd, and the boy armed 
with a first lieutenant's commission, some of 
the regiment's older officers, jealous of his ad- 
vancement and his poimlarity with rank imd 
file, dubbed him a "tin" soldier. That, how- 
ever, was before- tin; I'ladgei-s of the _'4th re- 
ceiv'cd their bai)tism oi i'lvc at Chaplain Mills, in 
Kentucky. In that clash the hoy adjutant e.x- 
])ose(l himself time .and a.gain while carrying or- 
ders, with the result that when the day's work 
was over his fighting . mettle was frankly ac- 
knowledged by his critics,, and ho had become 
the hero of the reginr<jn^,c,- S»"^e that^day Macr 
Arthur's fighting abiiity'liiis never been doubted. 

It was i\lac.-\rt!n.ir who. at nineteen, b- camc 
commander of what by this time was- left of his 
regiment, and thereafter, until the coming of 
petice, led it into the thick of the fighting in 
some of the famous battles of the war. At 
Kenesaw Mountain In; was wounded, Init, a 
])ackct of letters preventing the bullet from do- 
ing serious injury, MsijbrjlyiacArthur kept right 
on leading his ''boys,'V:mpst. qf^yhom wefc his 
5^senjo^^=years.-;, At^tbe ^ttj&d^;Fii;ankjin\^^ 
■w«ikiii''mcir^ fbr'c^^^^ brigade to whicli the 

regiment was attached 'rcachc<l the battlefield 
after a forced inarch of twelve hours, and cut its 
way through the enemy to the Union lines, 
thus bringing victory to the Union arms.' 

It was while Mac.Vrthur and his men were 
hewing tlu'ir wa.y ihrcnigh the Confederate lines 
that "tlie gallant boy colonel" received the only 



serious wound of his forty-si.K years in the ser- 
vice of his coiuUry. This circumstance secins 
all the more remarkable when it is remembered 
that time after time ]\lacArthur had exposed 
himself to fire in apparently reckless fashion 
while in the performance of duty. 

Chief of Staff General James Franklin Bell, 
who is fifty-six, won his badge of brayery a lit- 
tle irlore than nine years ago, near Porac', in th6 
Philippines, when "in advance of his regiment, 
he charged seven insurgents with his pjscol and 
compelled the surrender of the captain and two 
I)rivatcs, under a close fire from the remaining 
insurgents concealed in a bamboo thicket." vSo 
runs the official cause of award. 

Arrived in the Philippines when the Span- 
iards still held' Manila, Bell b^gan to recon- 
noitre. In the course of this work he swam 
out quite a distatice into the bay so that he 
niiglit find out wha't the Spanish works looked 
like from the rear. In the bay he remained un- 
til he had made a minute study of the wt^rks, 
when he swam and waded back to terra firma 
and safety with knowledge that was put to good 
use by the army when it attacked and took 
Manila ten years ago last August. Almost a 
year later Bell, then colonel of the j6th volun- 
icer regimcntj which he had organized from 
among the Yankee dare-devils whose enlist- 
muits with other regiments had expired, was 
maKing another reconnaissance, this time on 
land and in company of four companions, when 
he ran across a baiul of fifty insurgents and' 
sent them tearing helter-skelter for tlic shelter- 
ing jungle. 

Kaiser \yelhelm 11., as Commander-in- 
Chief of the German army — and an active com- 
munder at that — has as the army's chief of staff 
a tiephcw of the von Moltke who played so im- 
portant a parj^an' the, building up of the Ger- 
man en'pirelbiSf^bri^jJitjg... about - the/ defeat of 
Frpncc in ''the^''7'd's.-':' was iir this war that 
W'ilhchn's leading general won the iron cross 
for bravery ; he was then only a sub-licutonant. 
Hclmuth Johannes Ludwig von Moltke — 
for that is his full name, has been Chief of Staff 
for three years now, a position which his dis- 
tinguished uncle held for as many decades. 

The nephew owes his present eminence" in 
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(ptfe^^ HE letters of George Bancroft, now . 
given ,tp, ihe world, have much sitB- 
stahtial.' interest, but tliey do not ap- 

'^^{nu'j I'carTo place him high among Icrtct- 
fisjj writers, writes lohn O'Fondon in 
T. P.'s Weekly." "Authors," wrote 
Lowell to a lady, "can't write letters. At l)est 
they stpiee/.e out an essay ikjw ;md then, bury- 
ing every nattiral sprout in a dry and dreary 
'stmd-flood.' as unlike as possible to the vle- 
lighti'ul freshets with which your heart over- 
flows the paper." It nniy be said that this 
was gallantry, not criticism. But to a male 
correspondent Lowell wrote in even more em- 
phatic terms: "The habits of authorship arc 
fatal to that careless unconsciousness that is 
the life of a letter." There is. at least, as much 
to he said against this theory as for it. .\uthor- 
slii]) was anything biu fatal to gfjod letter- 
writing in Cowper, Lamb, and Gray; but it 
seems to h.ave gone far to extinguish the minor 
accomplishment in Johnson, Coleridge, and 
Burns. 

one is alive to s|)ecial traits and eir- 
cumstanecs which explain the cojuparative 
failure of the last-named trio as letter-writers. 
The art of Bums was one with his emotions; 
he wrote well only from a heart boiling with 
love, patriotism, or conviviality. When he 
turned from the ])oelic expression of his in- 
tenser feelings to put his ordinary self into 
epistolary j)rose, he did more than dismount 
fi-om IV-gasiis; he sank- knee-deep in dullness. 
This is how the author of "The Jolly Beg- 
.uars" excti'-es himself to a young lady for de- 
laying to send her ;i ballad : 

■ 111 vain Kemorse re;irs her borieut ci-est, 
ami naises all her snakes; beneath the deadly- 
fi.xed e\'e .and laden hand of Indolence their 
wildest ire is charmed into the torpor of the 
bat, shuiujering out the rigors of the winter in 
the chink of a ruined -wall." 

The ballad was better than that. 

The tiresomeness of Coleridge's letters is 
not suri)rising if the secret of letter-writing he, 
as is often said, to talk" with the ])eu- — imply- 
ing that yinx must be a good lallcer to write a 
good letter. Coleridge's talk was magnificent, 
but it was preaching. Johnson couid most 
likely have written his letters with genuine 
case, but for his dread of their getting into 
print. Doubtless he l.)elhought him of J'ojie's 
letters, and I'ope's ])ranks with them, and 
shuddered. The i)ractice of |)id)lishing ti:e let- 
ters of deceased ])ersons was then receiving a 
new iiniK'tus. and no m;in was stife. y\fbuth- 
uot protested that it lent ;i new terror to 
death. Johnson., more practical, merely ob- 
served (to the regret of i)05terity ), "It has be- 
come so much.-tlie fashion to publish lcttet*s 
that I put as' little into mine as pd.5sible;" 
Pcrha])S he would -have i)ut more into thenTi,f 
he had not seen in lloswell a personfied pos- 
terity at his elbow. I'y the w^ay. Montaigne, 
who had t<J do his own I'-oswellizing, declared 
thtit he would have preferred to have made 
|)rivate letters the vehicle of his thoughts, 
hut that, less fortunate than Cicero, he ludd 
110 Aticus for i correspondent. • As it is, Mon,-/ 
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. taigiic's E*5Say.s are ■■ffllf buf^lelters-rTthey • arb 
leit'ers,.to ourscl ves. v^.-cH ■ • ' ' 1 ■ ' 
. In everything I hat '''concerns Ictfcrjvvriting 
we arc referred liack to jiersonal cliaracter an(i 
temperament. Against Dr. Johnson's ner- 
vousness about the f;ite of his letters may be 
set the indiffereiu-e i.if .Ruskin. who, in a letter 
to J times vSmelhain. once wrote: "1 never 
wrote a |)rivate letter to .any human being 
thai 1 would not let a bill-sticker chalk up 
six feet high oji Hyde Park wall, and stand 
myself: Jn .Piccadilly aiid - say— -I wrote it:" 
Smelhatij's own fcQfings, .were daintier. "The 
ideal of a letter," hc 'Avritcs to a correspon- 
dent, "Ts that it should do on paper just wdiat 
you do after the little party is over, when you 
poke the fire, and spread the screen, and mix 
— well, at any rtile, there must be the sly 
cigar, and you open yeuir heart without fear of 
^eM^^•.;■ i;ii;-Mnderst' H id ; when you tallc of y(.)ur- 
.sell, and listen, with more eagerness, for a cor- 
responding voice fronr themselves ;.,.,. when 
. . . you feel that tlib 'penatcs' of the. heart 
have been passing to and fro between their 
secret chand)crs, as the angels passed and re- 
passed on the ladder, of Jacob, each with a 
soft forefinger on his- lip." 

'I'he truth is. e\'ery lettcr-u-riter. be he a 
man of letters or not., may, must, ;uul does 
"gan.g his ain ,g;iit." It will not do to la}' 
down even so specious a law as that he must 
never write his letters with an eye to i)ublica- 
tiiiu. .\ man max write in this expectiition 
without in the least betraying it — "art sunmia 
est celarc artcm " — and, indeed, it is impos- 
sible to believe that many of onr finest letter- 
writers were not fully alive to the possibility 
of their letters getting into print. As for 
writing good letters at all in a "careless un- 
consciousness'' of the act. Lowell's dictum 
seems ;illogether at f.aiilt. ^'et. oddly enough, 
this :irt lessiiess has been persistently held up 
.'IS the secret of letler-wiiling by the masters 
themselves. C'o\v])er, a sane critii-, begins one 
of his letters witli the statement that he has 
nothing to say, and then glides into an cxpor 
sition of his philo.sophy of letter-writing; how 
the writer should let Ins pen run on witiiont 
thinking imich about it, like the timgue in 
talking. Hut tlii-^ will never ex|)lain the 
eliarm of C'owiiei's own letters. Sainle-Iiciive, 
imleed. with Ins usual aeuteness. pointed out 
that in his letters C'owper iiscfl astonishing 
metaiihors, and that he "sustained and pro- 
longed strange similes wdth a slightly punc- 
tilious and formal ingenuity." 'Hie truth is 
that Cowper wrote letters largely for his own 
amusement, and he brought to them literary 
intcntioiis only less definite than those which 
he fitlfilled in his poems. 

Lowell had the same pretty fancy that the 
I^en ought to lead the way— the tail wag the 

nog. Tt was the same with Madame Sevigne 
— according to Madame Sevigne! She tells 
her dtiughtcr; "1 let my ])cn run on and lake 
its own way. ... 1 commence always with- 
out kno-vvin,g how far ! shall go; 1 know not 
wdiether my letter will he lon,g or shm-t." 
Jlefc, again, there is room for a not indeli- 
cate scepticism. Madame, wc nuiy depend up- 



on it, knew when she -had got off a letter 
more than usually worth posting, and that is 
all that need be said. Lowell's own letters are 
a delightful confutation of his theory; many 
of them were clearly written with pains — he 
as good as says so, and the result is one to 
be applauded. 11c tells a correspondent: "The 
longer 1 live the more irksome does letter- 
writing become to. .me,;' If Lowell was con- 
scious of the' fatigues ; of . letter- writing, he 
must have been consciotls of its jdys too. And 
why should it have ljeen otlierwise? Why 
need a practiced writer lay aside the literary 
devices he has mastered wdicn he undertakes 
to anuisc a friend by post? y\t the most he 
need only modify them to the minor j^tirpose. 
Did Edward FitzGcrald merely let his pen 
"run on" when he wrote as follows to Frederic 
Temiyson ? — 

"You kno\N- ill)' wa_\- of lite so well that I 
need not describe it to you, as it has imder- 
gone no change since 1 saw you. I read of 
Hjornings; the same old books over and over 
again, having no command of new ones; walk 
with my great bjack dog of an afternoon, and 
at evening sit with open wdndow, up to wdiich 
China roses climb, with my pipe, wdiile the 
blackbirds and thrushes begin to rustic bed- 
wards in the garden, and the nightingale to 
have the neighborhood to herself. Wc havov. 
had such a spring (bating the last ten days) 
as would have satisfied even you with 
warmth. And such verdure! 'White clouds 
moving over the new fledged tops of oak 
trees, and acres of grass striving with butter- 
cups. How old to tell of, how new to seel" 

"Come." he says in another finely wrouglit 
u-iter to the s.ame friend, "1 have got more 
than [wo idctis into this sheet ; but 1 don't 
know it }-on won't dislike them worse than 
mere no;.hing.'' '.v'hat are these but the jdcas- 
iiig cares i-)f a.uthcrslii'.' ? 

The letter-writing art is one wiih that mys- 
tery of the "b'amiliar ,St\ le" on the flifficulties 
of which llazlitt wrote so well. "Nothing re- 
quires more jjrecision, and, if I may say so, 
more jntrity of expression; . . i.. it is not to 
take the first word that offers, but the best 
word in common use; it is not to throw^ words 
together in any combinations wc i)lease, but 
to follow and avail (nirselves of the true ulioin 
of the hiriguage.'' These are the literary con- 
ditions of good letter-writing, and the literary 
man, in so far as he is a master of the familiar 
style, is the best letter-writer.

campaign; However that may be, it is a fact 
thait twice the Count implored Wilhelm not tq 
name him as Chief of Staff; since he hittis^ll 
felt he was not the right man for the highly re--- 
sponsible position. But the Emperor persist- 
ed, laughingly remarking that the nephew hadi 
too much of the modesty for which his faninus 
uncle was noted. Count Helmuth is, indeed, a 
most modest man, as the foreign officers who 
have met hiin at the German army manoeuvres, 
can testify. 

As head of the Imperial military cabinet of 
the Kaiser, Gen. Count llurlsen von Hasslcr 
would play an important role should hostilities 
break out tomorrow between his country and 

another of the great powers. Now three years 
past man's allotted span, the old fellow still 
has a lot of fight left in him,- despite the 'fact 
that the Franco-Prussian war robbed him of 
two ribs and robust health at the same- time. 
Since those stirring days the. Count has been 
deformed and gets about with the aid of a sil- 
ver brace.

And he it is who has not ^iesita;ted 
to stop a soldier in a crowded city street and 
make him remove his shoes and socks that his 
general may sec if his feet are in the cleanly 
condition prescribed for them in the army regu- 
lations, FIc's somewhat of a tartar, is old Gen- 
eral von Flaselcr; and in his pictures he looks 
strikingly like the famous von Moltke. 

Oku, Oyama, Yamagata, Terauchi, Kuroki 
— these are some of the Japanese warriors wdio 
would come to the front again were their coiin- 
try to be so unfortunate as to engage in war 
sometime withjn .the next- few months, ., .^nd; 
on the Russian side the names of a lot of gco> 
erals who took part in the conflict with Jiipan, 
would again be on the world's lips. Today the. 
Czar himself is the actual as well as the nom- 
inal head of the Russian army; and in the role 
of Commander-in-Chief of an army he probably 
makes the poorest showing of any of his fel- 
low-rulers similarly placed, even I'raiici.i, 
Joseph, with his weight of years, appearing to 
better advaiUagc as head of the Austria-Hun-, 
gary forces. 

In Gen. Henri dc Lacroix the French ariny 
has a supreme commander who took.part in the 
campaign of Rome and in the war with Ger- 
many, when he saw his only fighting, being- 
then a sub-lieutenant. Gen. Saletta, Chief-. of 
Staff of the Italian army, and with rank next 
to that of his King, distinguished himself .in. 
several battles when the kingdom was being 
formed, and the halo of those old exploits is 
still kept above his brow by the Italian nation.

PROGRESS OF MEDICAi; SCIENCE 1 

Professor A'. Macalister, Professor of "Anat- 
omy at Cambridge, distributed the prizes in 
connection with the Medical Faculty of 
King's Colle.ge (University of Ivondon), in the 
Great Hall of the college. His address con- 
sisted of a review of the progress of medical 
science during the last fifty ye;\rs, and of the 
far-reaching effects of the development of the 
Darwinian theory of evolution. In medicine, 
as well as in surgery, he said, wc Avere , half 
a century ago hardly , more , than emergi'tig 
from mediacvalism. The nicdical curriciilinit 
had developed year by year, and was simply 
a development of the ]n-occss of evolution. 
Anatomy, instead 01 being the one domiisant 
subject of stud)", had to take its ])lae,e as one 
of the five sciences in which the medical prac- 
titioner must he pri.ificient. There was no 
other profcssiem in which fundamental know- 
ledge of so many sciences was necessary. No 
mattei- how many degrees or diplomas they 
might obtain, they could never cease to be 
medical students. His advice lo the stndciit 
was to see tlitit the loundations of his techiii- 
c;d knowledge wvvr sound, otherwise there 
would inevitably be weakness in the supcr- 
structure. Xei one iiiaii could hope t.o master 
the wlnde of the sciences, or to come to know 
one science as it ought!|9:^;^.e|||||^^.;:'=-Intl<:'ed;- 
in the one science he llaci'-lSeeh;^^^ 
the last 48 years it seemed to him that he Avas 
only now beginning to learn the depth of- his 
ignorance. .Students were perhaps a little too 
much spoon-fed by their teachers, and were 
.'illowcd to take things for granted without, 
working them out for theinselves. The con- 
seciuence was that the knowdedge acquired 
made only a transient im])ression on the mem- 
ory. A course of five years' study seemed a 
long one to look forward to, but every moment 
of it was valuable if the student hoped to suc- 
ceed in his profession. . 
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The Study oC Slollar TOvoIutlon: An account of some 
recent metiiOilK m' «atrophysIcal research. By 
George Kllery Halo. 

OULD we unravel the history of the 
growth and decay of an oak by in- 
spection of a random assortment of 
oaks in all stages of growth? Most 
of us would prob.ibly answer in the 
affirmative; wc should feci liopcful 
of arranging the specimens in rough sequence, 
and should then only have to decide wliethcr 
the progression was from acorn to dcadwood 
or deadwood to acorn, says the London Times. 
Pro,fessor Hale has accordingly chosen tiiis il- 
lustration in order to render cheerful tlic pros- 
pect of solving the problem of stellar evolu- 
tion ; for it is his way to treat some difficulties 
as non-existent and to make light of others, 
and tiie difficulties respond in marvellous 
fasiiion to his estimate. What looked impos- 
sible yesterday Professor Hale shows to be 
feasible today, and will acconi])Hsh tomorrow. 

Ilut the problem ot unravelling the life- 
history of a star is iu reality immensely more 
complex than the illustration just gvien. l.et 
us add specimens of other trees t(j tlie collec- 
tion of oaks alone ; lei us "dwarf" the individ- 
uals in all degrees, as the light of the stars is 
dvyarfed indefinitely by unknown remoteness ; 
finally, let us remove the whole collection, 
with the exception of one single tree, to such 
a, ^distance that we can no longer distinguish 
fo'rril in any individual, but only the general 
color of the leaves ; wc shall then appro-ximalc 
more nearly to the complexities ])rcsented by 
the problem of arranging the stars according 
to their life-history. The one tree which is not 
to be transported corresponds, of course, to our 
own sun, the one star which we can study in 
some detail, though its place in the series re- 
mains to be assigned. We have, however, now 
exaggerated the difficulties in one particular. 
In banishing the trees generally to a distance 
■\Yhere they lose form, like the stars, we have 
taken no account of the nebulae, which have 
Cecognizable fo^ms. It seems probable that the 
stars are born from nebulae, as oaks from 
acorns. It is estimated that there are 120,000. 
nebulae, scattered oyer the sky, within reich 
of our present telescopes; and that about half 
of them are spiral in form. This is a fact of 
undoubted importance for our problem j and 
to make .our ^analogy fair, wc .must therefore 
add some corresponding knowledge of the 
forms of tree-seeds, as, for instancfe, that about 
half of them are acorns. 

But it may be doubted whether this will 
help us much. In face of such a problem it 
would not be surprising to find several alter- 
native arrangements of the trees in sequence ; 
and wc need not be surprised that tliere are 
several tentative solutions, differing widely in 
character, of the problem of stellar evolution. 
The difficulties of the prol)lem are, indeed, 
very serious; some of them may remain for 
ever insurmountable. Aleaii while, it is en- 
couraging to find that one or livo which look- 
ed terrif3-ing have yielded to resolute attack, 
so that considerable advances iiave been made. 
l<'or example, it is little more than half a cen- 
tury since the way seemed blocked by the lim- 
itations of star color. The stars certainly dif- 
fered in color, but what could this tell us? 
Suddenly came the spectroscope, assigning u 
new and fuller meaning to color, and showing 
that, with proper analysis, color gave the clue 
to chemical composition ; the limilalion wa-; 
swept away as by an ad\ancing fiood ; and we 
arc still being carried forward (.)n the wa\c- 
crest. -Again, le.-s than twenty years ago an- 
other barrier stood bel\seen us and better 
knowledge of our sun, llie one star ]5laced 
within our easy reach. It seemed as though 
his very proximity were a disadvantage, for 
his fierce light blotted out the delicate details 
which we wish to study. We knew that his 
chemical structure varied friiin pninl to point 
of his surface, but the general glare |ireventc(l 
our realising the knowledge. '.'Mien ( in iSr;j) 
Professor Hale, the author of the l)ool' before 
us, invented the si)ectroheliogra])h, and it be- 
came ])Ossible Id ])hiitograph any locality on 
the sun in infinite \-ariety, according to the 
distribution of the various clieniieal elements. 
' ^Vith this marvellous in slruiuentment it is 
possible virtually to cut successive cheniical 
sections of the sun's surroundings, much as a 
naturalist cuts sections of a plant or other or- 
ganism for examination in the microscope. 
Once again, it seemed, three years ago, that 
the spectra of sunspots could not be adequate- 
ly photographed, thc^ugh it was ]5ossible [o 
make a laborious scrutiny of them Ijy visual 
methods. To Professor Male is again due the 
credit of removing this disability; and he has, 
within the last few months, followed up this 
succcs,-; by making the important tliscovery 
that the phenomena of suns[)ots are magnetic 
in character. Our knowledge of the sun's sur- 
face is, in fact, growing almost beyond reeog- 
niKpn, and the growth is largely due to the 
abin^:y and untiring energy of Professor llalc. 

■ Now, when a man is rapidly exploring un- 
trodden ground, it is not easy for him to find 
time for giving a po])ular account of his e\- 
jilorations. Sometimes travellers write such 
accounts at home, after their journey is ended ; 
but the end of Professor Hale's journey i.s, 
let us hope, not yet in sight. Wc are the more 
fortunate to get from him in mid-travel so lu- 
cid an account of his enler[)rise as is gi\ en in 
the book before us.

The world 
has, indeed, travelled far from the time when 
discoverers concealed in anagrams the secrets 



they had wrested from nature; nowadays 
those whose resources enable them to climb 
most rapidly are eager to, .shower down on 
those expectant below the fruits they gather; 
and the two great observatories founded by. 
Professor Hale have been conspicuous for- such 
generosity. 

Docs the installation of the huge' instru- 
ments in these great observatories mean that 
small telescopes are now superseded and that 
there is no place for the worker with modest 
means? We might as well ask whether the 
invention of the steam engine has put an end 
to walking. iSJeverthelcss the contemplation 
of these vast resources has produced an uneasy 
feeling in some quarters that it is futile to 
work with small telescopes in poor climates. 
A chajjter in the book before us is specially 
devoted to the. dispelling of this misconcep- 
tion: "If this feeling were well-grounded," 
writes the founder of two great observatories, 
"it rrtight fairly be asked whether the great 
observatories arc worth their cost. For the 
history of astronomy teaches that much of the 
])ioncer work has been done by amateurs, us- 
ually with modest means and in unfavorable 
climates. To discourage this class of worker.5 
would be of serious error, hardly to 
be atoned for by any services the larger ob- 
servatories can render." Professor Hale 
v.'ritcs with all the deeper feeling on this mat- 
ter because he himself began with small ap- 
paratus, and has never forgotten the delights 
of his early work: "None of the pleasures of 
later years during which I have enjoyed the 
privilege of using larger and more powerful 
instruments has surpassed the delight of the 
initial work, much of which was done with 
simple and inexpensive apparatus of my own 
construction." In reading of his successive 
advances from this early stage we realize more 
fully how a man who had learned how to pass 
from small to large could use his experience 
to pass from large to gigantic. The seeds, of 
the man's successes were no doidjt sown by 
the crude essays of the boy. What further 
successes are to come can scarcely be even 
guessed ; we may quote the following charac- 
teristic paragraph as a conclusion : "It is im- 
.])Ossiblc to predict the dimensions that reflec- 
tors will ultimately attain. Atmospheric dis- 
turbances, rather than mechanical or optical 
difficulties, seem most likely to stand in the 
way. fiut perhaps even these, by some pro- 
cess now unknown, may at last be swept aside. 
If so, the astronomer will secure results far 
surpassing his present expectations."

The coolness between the Kaiser Wilhelm 
and the Princely house of Lippc-Dctmold is, 
says the Manchester Guardian, of long stand- 
ino\ It dates in fact from the tiiuc when 
Count Ernest of Lippc-Biestcrfcld, the father 
of the present reigii'ing I'rince, Leopold. IV., 
assuiued the Regency of Lippc-Detmold on ac- 
count of the mental incapacity of. the then 
reigning Prince, Charles Alexander. Accord- 
ing' to the hyperstrict rules of the German 
reigning houses. Count Ernest was barred' 
from succeeding to the throne himself on ac- 
count of a 'marriage of one of his immediate 
ancestors with a lady of non-Royal rank. 
However, the people of Lippc were determin- 
ed to have him for Regent. The arrangement 
by no means suited the;,;Emperor, ^yvho had , a 
candidate of his own for the'"' coveted post in 
his brother-in-law, Prince Adolf of Schaum- 
burg-I.vippe. This prince was a younger bro-' 
thcr of Prinee .George of S'chaninburg. Prince 
George was' t^^^^^^^ heir to the throne if the 

Picstcrfeld branch were ruled out as morgan- 
tic, hut, as he already held a principality, he 
woidd have stood aside for his younger bro- 
ther, the Kai.ser's brother-in-law. However, 
on the death of tiie Regent,_ Count Ernest, hi., 
son, Coi!nt Leopold, succeeded 'to the Regency, 
notwidistanding the fact that his mother also 
was non-Royal. ■

The man with a boil on his neck doesn'li 
borrow trouble. He has all he wants. 
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BOUT 1769 Baron Kenipelen of 
Hungary began to astonish the 
civiliited world of Europe witli his 
chesa player. This was appar- 
ent!)^ a fijg^itre controlled by me- 
chanical Hevices, atid which was 
, able, ^. nptwitiistanding tiic fact 
that 'apparently no intelligence 
was concerned in its movements 
and decisions, generally to beat its human an- 
tagonists, writes J. F. Springer in the vScientilic 
-American. The cabinet connected with the au- 
tomaton appeared entirely too small to contain 
a hidden operator. And yet it, did conceal a 
man who was an expert chess player. He was 
a Polish patriot who has lost both of his legs — 
perhaps in the recent war over Poland. This 
man, Woronsky by name, was an expert play- 
er. With him hidden in the cabinet and yet 
really on the sjjot, the rest was easy. 

'i he career of George I'salmanazar — as he 
called himself — was one of the Inosi astonish- 
ing on record. This man was born in Switzer- 
land or France, but during the time of his 
"fame" claimed to be a native of the Island of 
Formosa. He had acquired a moderate edu- 
cation, but seemed indisposed to employ him- 
self in any regular occupation. Instead, he 
roamed over iMirope, serving with the Dutch 
and with the German army. At one time he 
])rctended to be an Irishman, at another an 
nnconverted Japanese, at a third time as a 
converted Japanese. In the last capacity he 
deceived the colonel of a LSritish regiment at 
Sliiys. The chaplain of the regiment — a man 
named Innes — however,, did not seem to have 
been deceived. He and Psalmanazar proceed- 
ed to England, and there began a marvelous 
career. Psalmanazer masqueraded as a genu- 
ine native of Formosa converted to Ghristinn- 
ity. The clergy received him with open arms. 
He had an interview with the .\rchi)ishop ui 
Canterbury, who. however, was unable to un- 
derstand his Latin. Jjut then, who woukl ex- 
pect a Formosan to s])eak Latin with perfec- 
tion? He published an invented Formosan al- 
phabet, together Vvith forged examples of the 
native language, accompanying them with 
translations.. The Bishop of London sterns to 
hnve believed implicitly in his claim to know the 
language of Formosa, for he employed Psalma- 
nazar to translate the church catechism into it. 
He \yas.:SQnt to the University of Oxford to 
finish his education^ There he is said to have 



employed his walcing hours in an idle way, but 
to have left a candle burning while he slept to 
bear witness of his zeal in scholastic pursuits. 
Lie wrote a treatise upon Formosa in Latin. 
When this was translated into l^nglish, it had 
a very large success. To corrobonite bis claim 
of being a native I^'ormosan, he woukl cat raw 
meat, roots and herbs. He was lionized, and 
was innnensely successful. Although he car- 
ried on his deception with the greatest ingenu- 
ity, deceiving great and small, ho tripped at 
last. In an unwary moment he joinctl with 
someone in exploiting a ' "white Formosan 
ware." This led to his downfall. Detection be- 
ing imminent, he confessed. This is one ac- 
count. Another has it that he became con- 
science-stricken and voluntarily withdrew from 
the public gaze. 

A aelf-educatcd man of humble origin of 
the name of Vrain Lucas, ignorant of i)olh 
Greek and Latin, became the perpetrator of a 
fraud involving the iiroparation of twenly-sevL'U 
thousand odd forged docuineiits. many of them 
purporting to be letters written by celebrated 
historical personages. Although written in 
I'rench, they purported to 'be letters from Sap- 
pho, Thales, Dante, Petrarch, Julius Caesar, 
Alexander the Great, St. Luke, Shakespeare, 
Lazarus, Newton, Pascal. Cleopatra, and 
others. M. Chasles, tfie great mathematician, 
was apparently ready to believe that all the an- 
cients were proficient in diis language, for he 
was completely fooled by laicas. • in 1867, 
among other documents Lucas communicated 
to the Academic through Chasles two letters 
and four notes purporting to have been written 
by the celebrated French mathematician and 
thinker, Blaise i'ascal (1623, 1662). If these 
letters had been genuine, they would have 
]iroved him to have anticipated Newton (16^2- 
1727) in his great discovery of the law uf 
gravitation. Chasles was attacked, but stood 
his ground, even producing other letters to 
bear him out — from Pascal to the boy Xev,'- 
ton. The discussion lasted for two years. In 
1869, the Academic made an official declara- 
tion in favor of the genuineness of the letters. 
France went wild. The people in the street 
cheered the name of Pascal. But shortly af- 
terward an official of the Observatory pointed 
out that sixteen of the Pascal letters were to 
be found in "Savcrien's History of Modern 
Philosophers," wh.ich had appeared a century 
before. But M. Chasles claimed that Saverien'l 



had used thcni without acknowledging liis 
source. And so it went. But Le Verricr de- 
molished the whole fabric of the fraud. Lu- 
i:as was finally Ijrouglit to trial, convicted, and. 
sent to prison for i.wo years. He had realized, 
however, about thirty thousand dollars from 
his activities. 

Siinonidcs was a past master in the art of' 
literary forgery. His pcrforntances belong to 
approximately the same period, hut were ac- 
complished on different soil. Plis greatest 
achiuvemeiit was the forgery of a history of 
ancicJU f'.gypt written in Creek by Uranios. 
This he proposed to sell in the Germans for a 
great sum. In order lo luiderstand just ^\■hat 
a inar\ elous piece of work he produced, it will 
be necessary to under.stand some of the dif- 
ficulties, lie undertook to produce a palimp- 
sest — that is, an old parchment manuscript 
which has been used again for a more modern 
work. Me took a manuscript of about the 
twelfth century, and v/rote his history on the 
.same parchment- .As this iiew writing was to 
masi|ue'ia<le as the older, he had to avoid gel- 
ling a .■-iii.gle line I'f ilie lU'W n|)on an_\' part of 
the oKl. This re(|iiir.-il wonderful cai'e, as 
there was really but very little space. Jn ad- 
dition, he had to make the Gicek letters he 
used agree with the style of the century they 
were snpiieiscd to represent. Of course, the 
history itself and the character of the lan- 
guage had to correspond with the .supposed 
period o\ coinpo.siiion. .As I'rof. Max MuUer 
tolls US, he followed llunsen's "Kgvpt" and 
Lepsius's "Chronolo.gy." And so th'.™finished 
fraud captivated Lepsius, great scholar that he 
was, for the dates \yer<? all correct, that was 
pliiin to be seen! irlowever, the manuscript 
had to undergo a very searching investigation, 
which included chemical and microscopic tests. 
Diiidorf, the great classical editor, was to edit 
it for i)ublication, and ilie Clarendon Press of 
G.xlord was tn publish first specimens. In 
faet, the fr.aud had almi'st been accomplished 
when unfa\'oral)k' news began to be reccix'ed 
ii: Germany- — ])rr)b:ibl\' accounts of Sinionides' 
previous .doings. At any rale, a re-cxamina- 
tion was made, and inconsistencies in connec- 
tion vvith the Greek letter M were found. In 
addition, a single passage was discovered 
where the supposed older ink was in reality 
seen to have run acr6ss the twelfth century 
writing. This was conclusive. 

One of the most ft't-tonishing examples of 
genius devoting it^clf'fto fot-gefy was that of' 



the Italian .Bastianini. Born, in 1830 in the 
midst of abject poverty, he had, properly 
speaking, no systematic education, cither liter- 
ary or artistic. Put he had real genius. An 
antiquarian of the name of Frcppa employed 
him for two francs per day to produce "antiqui- 
ties" which might be sold at u good profit. So 
this became Bastianni's life-work — the pro- 
duction of forgeries. One of his most cele- 
brated works is the bust of Savonarola. Per- 
suaded that here was a real fifteenth century 
bust, two public-spirited gentlemen collected 
10,000 francs, and purchased it from Frcppa to 
pre\'ent its sale and exportation. One critic, 
b)ii])re, declared that he must assign it to 
Michelangelo for its force and to Robbia for 
the exquisiteness of its treatment, regarding 
it as a wonderfully beautiful work of art. Sir 
Frederick Leighton, the noted English painter, 
having received a photograph, placed it, like a 
sacred image, at the head of his be;l." It is 
said thai the Grand Duchesse Marie of Russia 
and Lippart seriously thought of building a 
teinide to house this wonderful bit of art. Put, 
notwithstanding the plaudits of those who 
"knew," the bust was a fake. Rumors having 
become current that the piece of terra cotta 
was not what it purported to be, one of the 
jnirchascrs abruptly demanded of liastianini 
one day at ins workshop vvdiethcr he created 
the bust. And he admitted that he did 
Put this was not the only great "success" of 
Bastianini. A Icrra-cotta bust of Bciievieni, 
a si.xteenth-ccntury poet of P'lorcnce, was re- 
garded as a contemporary work of art, antl 
purchased by the 'Louvre for 13,000 francs, 
and installed in a room containing work of 
Michelangelo himself. But it was a fake for 
all that. 

In the late nineties an English magazine 
was founded with the avowed object of print- 
ting true talcs of adventure and the like. One 
day a man calling himself Louis cle Rouge- 
mont handed a letter of introduction from a 
member of parliament lo the editor. The 
stranger told a harrowing talc of a life spent 
in Australia with cannibals in an unexplored 
region of that continent. Rougemont was 
[)roof against the most merciless cross-exam- 
ination. He neyer contradicted himself. His 
narrative was taken down in shorthand, and 
published serially in the magazine. Tlic editor 
introduced Rougemont to scientists, confident 
that the experiences of the man were of value 
to geography and anthropology. Tworeminedt- 



gcographical experts heard his story, tested it 
from their wide and accurate knowledge, and 
risked their reputations by giving it full credit. 
Thc3', too, were of opinion that it contained 
matter of especial importance to science. The 
Pritish Association for the Advancement of 
Science began to be officially interested. Ar- 
rangements were entered into for the apjpjjar- . 
ance of the hero before it at the Bristol hfe^t- 
ing. 

Rougemont told a truly staggering talc. 
He enriched it with lively details of a fight 
with an octopus, of a wreck from which he was 
saved by a swimming dog to w-hosc tail he 
clung, of an island on wdiich he landed and 
where he lived on turtle meat and rode on 
turtles as if they were horses, of a visit of 
four starving blacks, one of whom, a woman, 
he married and to wdiom he even dedicated his 
astonishing narrative, and of his leaving the 
island to become the ruler of an Australian 
cannibal tril)c for thirty years. 

Long before the magazine had completed 
the story, Rougemont was found to be a fakir. 
His biography was fiction. He had, however, 
deceived for a considerable time a great mass 
of people, many of whom knew Australia, and 
some 01 whom were experts in the branches of 
knowled.ge having to do with the alleged facts. 

'J'he Louvre in Paris is both the largest and 
rhe finest collection of examples of art that 
exists anywhere in the Avorld. And yet this 
great museum of art has been made within 
recent years the victim of a striking piece of 
forgery. There was submitted to its inspec- 
tion and approval a wondei'ful example of tlie 
goldsmith's art. This was claimed to be the 
tiara of Saitapharnes, and to have been dug lip 
in soutliern Russia. The Louvre paid £4,000 
for the headpiece. Henri Rochefort, the noted 
editor of "LTntransigeant," branded the head- 
piece as a forgery. It is possible that he did 
not act entirely inde])eiKlently, although he 
was an expert in art matters. To support the 
allegation of fraud, there was brought to Paris 
a certain Koukhomovski> a goldsmith of 
Odessa. Arrived In Pferis, he , demonstrated 
that he could indeed execute wo/k the eqiial'of 
the tiara. The upshot of it all seems to be that 
the tiara was partly genuine, but otherwise to 
have been the work of the accomplished M. 
Koukhomovski.

I'RIXG Mr. chamberlain's tenure of tho 
.Secretaryship of State for the Colonics a 
l>lan was broached whereby school chil- 
dren In the various part.'^ of the British 
Bniplrf might bo enabled to form more 
acciiriilo IcioaM of Greater Britain, say.s 
the London Standard. ThI.s was to be 
done tlironprh the distribution of lantern 
slide pictures, and a beginning was some 
years ;iko made in tliis tlireetion. .\ coinmlUec was 
ioriiied ill which both the Indian government and the 
Colonial Otiice were re])resented, 'J'he Earl of Meatli, 
ivhose name is \vidcl.\- known through his advocacy 
of man.v ob.iects of imperial inlen'.st, was chairman, 
51 nd .Mr. If. J. .Mackincler, at that time director of tho 
^School of Economics, London, and at present on a 
lour of Canada and Newfoundland, was one of tho 
uni^mbcrs.

THE GREAT FALLS OF LABRADOR 

.\ St. John's, Newfoundland, correspondent, 

writes : 

Two .Amerlcan.s — Ktigene Delano, of Chicago, and 
George \\'ashburn, of Philadelplila— have just return- 
ed here ,'ifter a \'islt lo the famous Grand FiilU In 
Labrador. The existenca of these was discovered In 
I.s.'dt by one Duncan .Mach-ean, a factor In tho employ 
of the Hudson Bay Comi)any, wlio was crossing this 
vast solltudi' In the wlnt<'r from Hudson Bay to Lab- 
rador, and came ujjon tho stupendous cataract, fur 
greater In width and dei)th than that of Nlagaga. 
.Macljcati's account of his discovery remained almost 
unnoticed In tlu; .journals of the Hudson Bay Com- 
panv until 1800, when some researches through tho 
iccords disclosed the fact, and it was announced to 
the world that such a cataract existed in the Labra- 
dor hinterland. Its existence. It Is true, was known 
to the Indians Of that region, but non^ of thorn would 
look upon Jt because of a tradition that anyone who 
did so \vouia die within a year, and therefore, though 
tluiy knew where It was and heard tho thundier of its 
falling waters every time they passed In their migra- 
tions or hunting tours, they give It a wide berth, and 
denied its existence, or else gave the most grudging, 
assent to the faOt. There lived, however, In Hjunli- 
ton Inlet, on liabraflor, lintll 1866 an elderly hiUf- 
breed who had been MncLean's companion, and vhe 
was a,Uvlng disproof of the superstition, slncp lie, had 
seen the caturfl,ct, and yet lived to be nearly ino. He 
wtts the means of supplying Mr, H, G. Bryant," of 
Philadelphia, in 1892, with Information which enabled 
him to reach the falls,, measure and picture them, 
and give a reliable account of their location, size, and 
surroundings. For sixteen years Bryant and his 
companion Artel', rfivnalnod the only men to view It,.

ThI.s 
inlet ytretclie.s 11.') miles hack lliroiigli thf country 
from the outer seaboiird, bedng navigable for steam- 
ers of tliLs dLslrict. 'I'heiice tlu; canoe is the inodo of 
progress, antl very dllhcult II Is owing lo the tortuou.'i 
course of the llaiuilton Kivor. and the many portages 
that have to bo taken through tliu rapids with which 
tho stream Is frequently obstructed.

.supposed that they discovered tho country nearly 
l,ot»0 years ago, and that It Is the Helluland, or Coun- 
try of the .Vnked Rocks, v.hlch Is described In the 
sagas. 
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PRIVATE STAMPS 

The private caiTier stniiip.s of the United .States la 
UHR in the 40's and i arl> ."dl's are among the moat in- 
teresting memorials of luogrcss from the (luaint cus- 
toms of a centur.\ ago to tho highly advanced me- 
thods of today's civilization. Every section of the 
country got its private mall curriers Just as every 
section of tho country today has Its moving picture 
arcade and its dlubolo agency. 

One of the private concerns that did an extensive 
business and that Issued one of the neatest stumps 
was the American Letter Mall Company. Its postal 
Horvlco embraced the States of Massachusetts, llhodo 
Island, Connecticut, ,\ew York and Pennsylvania, 
with connections In tho principal cities of each State. 

Mr. W. Wyman, of New York, was one of tho big 
competitors of the American company for New York 
to Boston mall. His stamp bore a picture of a loeo- 
niotlvo of those days, drawing what was picsmnjibly 
a mall coach. 

Overton & Co.'s Letter Expres.s w.ss als>i in com- 
petition for the same business, but was rather moro 
ambitious than Wyman, for they extended tiieir ser- 
vice as tar south as Phlludulphhi, and had woU or- 
ganized connections at that city for distributing mall 
over a wide territory In Pennsylvania and adjacent 
.Stales. 

.Still another rival of those mallinen was In the 
field in the person of the Hiirtford .Mall, a nunoti.H 
old private mail currier that oiieraled betweim the 
cities of Hartford, Boston and .New Vork. There 
wore several .smaller enterprises covering portions of 
tho same ground, and tho fai^l thai the>- all thrh-i'd 
shows that even at IhiU tl He' advantages of re- 
liable mail coiniiuinlcating nielliods wro apprecl.ated.

In articles wliich 
appeared In our culunin.s during Uist week 
the Muestlon, "What lo do with boys." the 
necessity for .some sy.slem was i)ut forward whereby 
the headniaalers of the countr.v could be Informed l)y 
an ad\dsory inspector how best Id bond the minds of 
bo.ss, and, if jioysilile, of parejits, in the direction of 
<leslrlng skilled labor rather than the chance work 
which so many hoys in the elementtiry schools now 
drift Into, says the London .Standard. This advisory 
system iiilglil lie useful in all classes of schools, but 
the desire of t!ie jiarent of llic elementary school boy 
is generally to make hi.s .son, at the earliest iiosslble 
;igo, an earning factor In the family, and too often 
by unskllletl means, with its resultant effect se 
markedly seen in the swelling of the uiiemi>loye(l 
ranks. Cotitlnuing his Inquiries on llic elementary 
school side, our representative has iiaid vlsit.s tn lilt- 
ferent scliools, and has found the lu-ad- 
masters full of enthusiasm for the dis- 
coN'cry of a method by which their boy.s on 
reaching the limit of school agi' might have their 
en.'rgles turned Into useful (diannels rather than 
being left t'l l.ieconie more or less useless members of 
soclct.v by earning a precariou.s living in the streets. 

A large school In Soutliwark w.as vislterl, ;\nd lliore 
our representatives Interviewed three buys who liad 
reached the age limit of fourteen and were about Id 
go out Into the world. They were interviewed separ- 
atel\': 

"How <ild are .\-ou?" The i|ue.«tion was addres.scd 
lo the b'ly who was lirst to enter the room — a i);i li^- 
fnccd, rather sickly bioking h(iy. well wiished, with 
hair i)lastereil ov(.'r the forehead; .a small red flower 
In hia buttonhole, but his general appearance siiolleil 
by having a black handkerchief round his nock In 
place of a collar. 

"I'm fourteen next Tiiesd.iy." 

"And you finish your scliooi life today?" 

"Yea!" with a sort of sigh of relief. 

"What are you going to do'/" 

"I duiiiio!" 

"What l.s your father's occupation?" 
"He's a bed.stead niakei-." 

"Cannot he llnd you something to do In his trade?" 
"I'm going home to .see." 
"JCvcr earned money'.'" 

"Yes; sellln' papers; as much as a shlllln' in a. 
night — though not often all that." 

"Is there any talk of apprenticing you?"

"The 
hoy.s wlio leave the school at the age of fourteen," 'he 
.said, "are not turned adrift without a thought for 
their future; but what is lacking is organization, and 
tho appointment of some such authority as The , Stan- 
dard proposes, who would be familiar with the ootlil- 
tions of Industry In the country and advise with . alt 
headmasters and parents as to what to do >yltli the 
children on leaving school. It Is a grand idea, arid 
would be a godsend to us and all who are Interested 
In the future of elmontary- school children, but It is 
only by voluntary philanthropic effort. Wo, have aii. 
Apprentlce.shlp Committee, composed of the ladie^s of 
the Unlverslty^ettlement In Nelson square^dC which 
Miss Helen Gladstone used to be warden — wliO;li3lt«r-r. 
view the chlldren^on leaving school, but they are .ham<- 
pered by the ignorance of the parents and by' th'eir 
anxiety to see tho young ones earning a few pence to 
help to keep things going. Ninety per cent, of my 
old pupils become errand boys, van boys, and paper 
boys, and it Is only a very few who ever enter a skill-.- 
cd trade. 

"There is, unquestionably, a serious gap In our.- 
system of education. When a boy reaches the fifth" 
standard we can tell whether the- bent of his talent'' 
Is In the direction of llterarjr^or; cierlcat work.u. or 
whether It is towards industrial ocdupation. : , Two 
doors should be open to him — one leadlrigVto the'h'Igri-'' 
er grade schools, where olassioal and solenjtiflj!; ediiT.'^ 
cation is carried on In an elementary .way. AaJid-^th^^ 
other leading to what I moy call a:°'worl<st{6p^schb6l.'' 
At present we pick the bright boys outVfor'thotSiiglieir' 
grade schools — with the consent. ot, the 'pareiltB^but 
that leaves tho dull and hetlvy bdys' all .\h6raed to- 
gotheh At present they go to swell ;the''-farikS -of the" 
unemployed. I would have them in - the 'workshop 
schools.' The present condition of affairs ;hasj In-. 
deBd, driven mo to a belief In conscription. '' Wa 
' sohoolmastera often talk about this amongst our- 
selves..

rliE disastrous eartliquakcs in .San 
iM-ancisco and Valparaiso, and espe- 
cially the more recent one in King- 
ston, Jamaica,, have called attention 
to the question of insurance in coun- 
tries like these liable to such catas- 
trophes. . The fire companies doing business 
there had all of them more or less stringent 
earthquake ckiuscs, the intention of which was 
to exclude fire caused by earthquake. In prac- 
tice, liowercr, the earthquake clause has not 
proved as effective as it was intended to be, as 
the conipanics have learnt to their cost, and 
the.-tnitb is that modern conditions have given 
rise to pos'sililitics which had never before 
been contemplated. Conflagrations from 
earthquakes in the past, although not uti- 
known, have not been common, chiefly owing 
to the buildings in countries liable to serious 
earthquakes being low, with the kitchens and 
offices detached, and more particularly be- 
cause the' streets in such places were purpose- 
ly kept wide. The high price of land, and the 
prosiicrity that cities such as San P'rancisco 
and Valparaiso have enjoyed in the past fev,' 
years, have led to building up and neglect of 
sufficient precautions to prevent a conflagra- 
tion'. Further, the risk has greatly increased 
from the modern system of lighting, and a 
fire may easily be started by the breaking of 
the electric cables, and the dislocation of the 
water pipes by the shock prevents fires, when 
. once started, being properly dealt with. 
Companies and the Earthquake Cause 
Hitherto the owners of property have ac- 
cepted the policies granted them by the com- 
panies without misgiving, as they were pre- 
pared to face the risk of damage l.)y eartlKjuake, 
which was looked upon as a loss which could 
neither be avoided nor insured against; fur- 
ther,;a:long imnuuiity from serious fires when 
- an',;tiarthquakc did occur caused them to over- 
.look; the risk oi sugIi a disaster. Events have 
j:pi;eived. that this over-confidence was sadly 
' misplaced. . The companies, on .the other hand, 
inserted the earthquake clause in their policies, 
and, on the principle of letting a sleeping dog 
lie, drew no attention to it, as they were not 
])rcpared,tp cover the risk even for an addi- 
tional premium. Then the disaster came; not 
once but thrice within the short space of two 
years. However much we may sympathise 
with those who have had the misfortune to 
have their premises burnt down by one of 
these ear^thquaHe conflagrations, it is impos- 
sible to withliold some syrripathy with the 
; cotnpatiies who have had to bear these very 
heavy losses, and have been put in the position 
of being unable to resist claims without a good 
ileal of opprobrium. In San Francisco, even 
if they had dared do s6, many of them would 
have stood little chance of ultimately succeed- 
ing, as tliev had been compelled to waive their 
right of appeal to the vSupreme Court of the 
L'nitcd States in the event of litigation, befor(.' 
they were able to procure their licences to do 
business in the state. .After I lie earthqu.nke 
public opinion ran high, and they would ha\e 
had little or no chance of succeeding had they 
resisted claims. They therefore wisely de- 
cided to compromise where they could. 

Since these disasters, the question of cover- 
ing the risk of fire caused by earthquake for an 
additional premium has been much discussed 
by the tariff connnittee of the lire conqjanies, 
and eventually a schedule of rates has been 
drafted to cover this risk, hut the object has 
been to meet the case of uliere the as-ured in- 
sists upon co\'ering the ri<k-, and v.ould lake 
hi.s insurance elsewhere if he coidd not induce 
the company to do so. rather than to encounige 
insurance of this nature. Kates, therefore, are 
very high, and in practice have proved to be, to 
a large extent, prohibitive, and the result has 
been that those who wish to insure have had 
recourse to Lloyd's underwriters. After the 
serious cartlupiake of 1897 in India, the leading 
uiidcrwriler at Lloyd's for fire and non-marine 
risk's obtained the nece-s.-iry information lo 
ipiotc a rate li.tr one oi- two i)l;ices tlw-i-c, .-md a 
certain ainonnl of iiusiuess w,-is d'jne. The re- 
cent disasters have- rialiirally gi\eii a gre.it 
.stimulus to the demand for iliis iii.-uinnce, niv]^ 
in consequence, steps ha\e been i.iken lo ob- 
tain the necessary statistics, and i.ites have 
no.>v been fixed for practically all parts of the 
Avdrld that arc subject to damage from carth- 
qiiakcs. 

Seismic Geography 
The be:jt modern opinion is that there arc 
two kinds of earthquakes, the first being caus- 
ed by the folding and Cf)llaf)se of ivud.'s due to 
abnormal pressiu'c on what is gi'oh)gie;i]l v 
known as a line of fault ; and the second being 
a more luccil shock due to llie existence of a 
volcano in the neighboidiooil. .\n instance of 
the latter type are the sliocks which have de- 
stroyed the villages and tcnvns in the neigh- 
borhood of .Mount I'.tna, the earth ipiakes in 
the island of Ischia, and the destructive earth- 
qiig.ke.in Hawaii, which immediately preceded 
the- efuption of the volcano ■ in 1868. The 
damage done by these, although sometimes 
serious, vva.s invariably confined to a small 
area. On llie other h;ind, the area of destruc- 
tive cartlK|uakes of the first description is ni- 
finitcl}^ greater, and has been coneinsively 
shown to h;ive no C(jiinecti(ni with volcanoes, 
;icii\'e or e.viinct. 'i'he great attention that h,-is 
been jiaid to the science iif seismolrigy din'ing- 
the last 50 years haii enabled the faults uicn-

tioned above tO' be calculated fairly closely, 
and it is therefore niorti or less easy to deter- 
mine the areas which arc liable to a serious 
earthquake. The real difficulty is that there 
are many places where an earthquake which 
does serious damage to buildings occurs once 
in- from 150 to 250 years. A notable instance 
of this is Kingston, Jamaica, wdiich had not 
suffered from a serious shock since the year 
1771, and it was confidently asserted shortly 
before the earthc|uakc of last year that the 
island v.-as not liable to serious earthquakes. 
It therefore becomes necessary to look back as 
far as possible into the past records of a coun- 
try in order lo determine what tiie risk is, and 
statistics extending over some 300 }-ears have 
had to be collected. The invaluable caialogtie 
made by Mallet for the British association, 
and published in the reports between the years 
185 1 and 1858, goes back to the earliest times, 
and is of great assistance. This catalogue is 
supplemented by the catalogues of M. Perrey, 
and, in more recent limes, we ha\'e the A'alu- 
able ])apcrs of J'rotessor .Milne, who may be 
regarded, as the apostle of scieritific seismol- 
ogy. There are also the catalogues and wf.)rks 
of Al. -Montessus rle Liallore, which are of great 
use for the ]nir[)Oses of determining the seis- 
mic geograidiy of the world. All these have 
been made use of and sup])lemented by refer- 
ence to the back volumes of the Times, in 
which are to be found a full- report of all the 
more important earthquakes in the last 80 
years. These are, perhaps, of even greater a.s- 
sistance than the more scientific report's, as the 
information required is rather the actual dam- 
age done by an earthquake than a record of the 
precise time and mo\'enient of the sluick, the 
seismograiihic records lieing chief!}- of interest 
to the scientific observer. With these statistics 



to hand, it has become possible to fix a rale 
for a district with some degree o{ accuracy. 
Soil and Types of Buildings 
After this, the next consideration is the soil 
on which the building is constructed. Kxperi- 
cnce goes to shou' that, as a general ride, 
buildings on soft and "made" ground arc 
more liable to damage than those built on rock 
or other firm foundation, and this has been 
borne out strongly in the damage done in Val- 
])araiso and San Francisco, where the destruc- 
tion of buildings on the "made" ground was 
about twice as great as that elsewhere. The 
reason for tliis a])pareiitly is that the vibra- 
tions tra\-el mcjre sIo\'>'l.\' thi-nugh the former; 
and buildings ;u-e therclore stibjected to the 
movement not only through a longer ])erio(l of 
time, but also have lo hear a gre.-Uer variety of 
strains. As the rigidity and resisting power 
of an ordinary building varies considerably, 
and the period .of o.scillation is therefore dif- 
ferent, this leads to fractures, and even causes 
the complete destruction of the building. It 
has also been fouiul that bouses on the edge of 
a ri\'er or ;i cutting, oi- ;i slreel corner, .-n-e 
more liable to damage, owing to w;inl of sup 
])i)rt. and ;i liigher i-;iU' is llierefoi-e asked for 
buildings in these positions. l)oid)tless nnicli 
could l"je done, ;ind will he done, in tlu' fnlui-e. 
to improve Iniildings in e;irthquak-e countries, 
and it is curious that so little attention has 
been paid lo this (|ucslion. except in Japan antl 
Manila. Speaking generally, a building should 
be either very light, or else very massive, with 
deep foundations, and roofs of heavy material 
shotdd be a\-oided. The (!r,-u\back, of course, 
to very light huildiniL;s is tli;it it is necessrn-v 
to binld them largely of wood, ,-iud the risk of 
lire then becomes a serious one. Proh,d)l\- the 
modern steel .'uid reinforced concrete buildings. 



which are being put up in San Francisco and 
Kingston, with good, broad foundations of 
concrete, are the best type. Preferential rates 
are, at any rate, given for this, type of building,^ 
but experience alone can prove that this is the' 
best possible one. < . 

The Underwriter and the Policy 

The policy covers not only the risk of fire, 
whether caused directly or indirectly by earth- 
quake, but also that of dariiage causQd directly 
by it. Claims for fire arc paid in full,-, but in 
cases of earthquake damage, in order to shtit • 
out snuill claims, and to avoid the necessity of 
excluding those portions of a building, such as 
phistcr ceilings, liable to damage from a slight- 
shock, underwriters will only pa\" claims in 
excess of 1 per cent, of the total value — i.e., in 
the event of a claim this percentage is de- 
ducted from it. Thus, supposing a building be 
worth £4iOOO, and damage to the extent, of 
£ 1,000 was done, the assured would receive 
£q6o — viz,, .£1,000, less £40 (i percent, of 
£4,000). On the other hand, underwriters 
limit the dednclion lo £50, so that in the case 
ill a bnililing of £50,000 in value, they would 
not deiluet 1 per cent, of tile value, but only 
£ 50 from any claim. 

This slight sketch will indicate roughly the 
work'ing of this business, ami will show that 
rates ;ire ne't fixed in a haphazard fashion, as 
some are inclined to think. The work of col-^ 
lecting si.-ilislics has been a laborious one, and 
is still being continued. Up till now there 
have been no claims, but it would be a matter 
for regret if underwriters were to begin writ- 
ing the risks too cheaply in consideration of 
this, for they must rcmembei- that it will take 
a good many years' premiums to p.'iy tlie losses 
they ^\ill ha\ e lo meet in the case of a disas- 
trous earthquake. These, naturally, will be

Iml crinlain nian\- elements in 
common with tlieni, destroy their claim to he a 
part of the record of Divine revelation? In this 
nio.st interesting volume Professor Gordou 
aims "at ascertaining, in objective, scientific 
fashion, the real character and significance of 
these narratives," and showing what are the 
"distinctive and original qualities of the tradi- 
tions of Isreal." Ho cm])hasizes their moral 
imd religious character, and tinds in theni "the 
tirst bright rays ili.-n heraldi-d the coming of the 
fuU-orbod Light of the world." 

The first three chapters deal with the analysis 
of the documents, their age and relation, and 
the sources of the traditions, says ihe London 
Times in its re\icw of the \-ohmie. It is now 
generally recognized that the fir.-l eleven chap- 
ters of (lenesis .-tre a eonipilaii(.)n iroin two doc- 
tunenls, the I'riestly code (I'.) anil the Jalnistic 
narrative (J.) (_)i these doenmenls 1'. presents 
a "com[)lete, clear, anrl close-knit coiUext," 
while, on the olher hand, J. is highly complex. 
Can the elements which it contains be distin- 
guished, and their provenance be determined? 
Basing his investigations on the studies of other 
scholars, and will n full knowledge of the cxton- 
si\'e literature of the subject, I'rofessor (iordon 
ri'aches the coiieliision thai we ina\ trace ui 
lliesi' cha])ters : (i) Traditions piu-ely Isi-aelite, 
including distant rrminiscences ol their wander- 
ing.- in the Last ;ls well as ! 'ali'sliiiian ti'adi- 
lioiis; f_>) irailitions inti-odueed by the Keiiite 
allies of isreal; (3) at least one lr;ulition deris id 
from the Canaanitcs ; (4) traditions transmitted 
from the Babylonians, partly through Canaaniie 
inlluence in the earlier period, partly about the 
reign of .\luiz, and partly in the E.Kile. Stated 
thus summarily, the conclusions may seem start- 
ling, and necessarily there is a large element of 
speculation in iheni. JSut whether they are ac- 
cepted or not, the effort to throw light on the 
origin of these early narratives is suggestive in 
many directions. 

The next cha])ter discusses the importance 
of m\'th and legend for the stni.ly o[ religion and 
history. ".A nation's myths reveal to us Iheir 
early thoughls ahonl religion, 11s well as tlie first 
attempts lo understand the nature of the woidd 
;md man." ".\s a real expression of the living 
sjjirit of a nation," the)- arc "the mirror of its 
religious and moral ideals, aspirations and im- 
aginations." iS'atural legends cannot be dis- 
missed as merely empty fables. "As the depos- 
its of national tradition, arrayed in the fair garb 
of fresh and spontaneous poetry, they always 
embody a subs,tantial basis of historical fact un- 
derneath the imaginative dress." What were 
the forces which shaped the primitive traditions 
of Isreal? i'irsl, the luiivcrstil assumption of 
the ninly of (iod — in Ibis ;-es])ect they present a 
notable conlrast to Ihe grcjss polytheism of ihe 
Ikdjvloni.'ui mylhs; next, the relation of Jelio- 
vah to the world, a^> its free and independent 



creator, exercising sovereign control over 
nature and life in all their domains; but chiefly, 
the ethical character of Jehovah. The germs of 
"ethical monotheism" me already found in the 
Jehovah religion as proclaimed by Moses. It 
was -not an invention of the prophets, as is fre- 
quently asserted. There is 

"X'o real breach between the prophets' exalt- 
ed concei)tion of God .-md the earlier faith in 
JchoN'ah in pious circles in the land. The pro- 
[ihels were no isol.-ited ph.enomeiia. The_\- taught 
ni5 ne\\- faith. Thev bin l)i-on,L;ht h)lo clear light 
and emphasis the irntlis in\-olved in the old 
faith. Even in denouncing the perversions of 
the people, they recalled them to the old paths. 
Their burning "words" are thus vitally bound 
together with the great proclamation of Jeho- 
vah through the lips of Moses. And the tradi- 
tions in Genesis help us to trace the con- 
nection." 

It is usual to regnrd J. as the "prophetic" 
writer, in contrast to the "priestly" author of P. 
But Professoi- (iordon would have us reg:n-d 
him rather as "a 'popular' \'. riti-r, who coUecleil 
and reiirodneed in ma.tchless Hlera.r\ st\le the 
em-rent ir.-id.iiioirs of tlu' ])eo;)le . The 
garb in which the Iraditions are arra\eil i)elon,i;s 
lo him. riu' actn,-Ll biuK- of the tr.'iditions Is ihe 
])eople's own. .And. tlierefiu-e. the moral and 
religious ideas that shiiu- through them are not 
\hv author's [jcculiar thoughts of (iod and man, 
hut the ronceptions common to him with the 
'people of lahveh.' " If the jirophct is "one v«bo 
sees (iod in history" these narratives certainly 
ha\-e ;i "prophetical" cli;ii-acter ; and if they ai-e 
al tile same lime "popular." what m;iy he c.dletl 
the "pi'opliel ie r(.iiisei( jusnf'ss" niusl ;u ;\u eai-ly 
dale \\-A\v hi-en wideK' spread .-nnong ilu' lsr;iel- 
iles. 

In a chapter on "The .X'atuic and Desliu\ of

the i)ast, as well as the influence of heathen sur- 
roundings., to the heights, it reachcid in the 
teachings and aspirations of its prophets and 
poets." . . .

heavy, but if an underwriter's risks are prop- 
erly distributed, and he, keeps his limits down 
in the conflagration area,^his losses should 
not be ssb very great when they do coraei; <It',is 
' a curious fact that the' effedts of a disaster' are 
quickly forgotten, even in countries wdiich are 
most liable to them, .and this, in some respects, 
makes insurance, from an underwriter's jioint 
of view, an tinsatisfacLor}- one, fcjr the tendency 
is to insure for a few years and then let the. 
insurance drop. On the (3lher h;ind, as serious 
earthquakes come at fairly regular intervals, 
he will find that when a disaster occurs he 
probably has little at stake, and that the places 
in whicli the majority of his risks are will 
change from one part of the world to another, 
business following in the train of the various 
shocks that do damage'. Human nature is the 
same all the -ivorid over, and will always shut 
the stable door after the horse has licen 
stolen. — Correspondence of London Times. 



THE HIGHEST MOUNTAIN ' 

It has been proved by the Geological Sur- 
vey of Lidia that Alount Everest is still higher 
than 29,002 feet, the result of the computations 
of 1849 'i"<J ^850, which for half a century have 
been accepted as making Everest the highest- 
known summit. The mountain is at least 139 
feet higher than those computations made ■ it. 
Ileforc mentioning how this has been ascer- 
tained it may be well to answer a query that 
has doubtless ^arisen in many minds and was 
recently referreeVto by an English writer who 
said it was ridiculous to give the height of 
Mount Everest as 29,002 feet because the de- 
termination of the height of peaks is liable to 
errors of different kinds, and to give the eleva- 
tion at exactly 29,002 feet implies a degree of 
accuracy in -the value of the Height assigned to 
the mountain that has not been attained;'- --He; 
thought it wrould be better to say that Moitntv 
Everest is about 29,000 feet high. • 

The fact is that the value of 29,002 feet was' 
not obtained from any one station of observa- 
tion. . Six trigonometrical values of the height 
Avere were deducted in 1849 ^.ud 1850 from six 
stations far to the south of the mountain. The 
mean of these si.x values is 29,002 feet. Owing 
to the objections of the Nepalese government. 
Mount Everest cannot be approached by sur- 
veyors from the side of India nearer than 
eighty miles from the mountain, and the ob- 
servations above mentioned were therefore 
carried out under great difficulties. 

But at- lastr it' has been shovyn conclusively 
that ]\Iount lEvere&t is higher ..thkii ;the well 
known value given to it. Between' iSSi 'iaiid 
1902 a series of six additional ' observation!? 
from five different statioiis Avas obtained. Ail- 
but one of these stations are nearer to the- 
mountain than those from which the six deter- 
minations of height were made in 1849 '^"^l 
[850, and the north as well as the south side pf 
Everest has been included in these " observk^ 
tions. 

The Geological Survey of India has just 
corrected these results for probable errors due 
to refraction and has found that all these later 
values of the height of the mountain are from 
132 to 140 feet higher than the long accepted 
29,002 feet. The mean of these six values is 
29,141 feet. The survey in the report it lias 
just issued says that the height, 29,141 feet, is 
still probably too smali, as it has yet to be ■ 
corrected for the effects of deviations of grav- 
ity. Hut though it is a more trustworthy re- 
sult than 29,002 feet, the latter value will be 
retained for the present in maps and publica- 
tions of the Sur\•e3^ There arc other problems 
of refraction to be soK-ed, and other uncertain- 
lies to be eliminated and it would be a mis- 
taken policy to introduce new values at every 
step of the investigation which is yet to be 
made. No change of the figures ■will be made 
in the publications of the Survey until thor- 
oughly satisfactory scieritific computations 
make it possible to give a determination of the 
height of the mountain that may be accepted 
as final. 

The report adds that there is little proba- 
bility now of discovering a higher peak than 
-Mount Everest. Some geographers have held 
that peaks higher than this mountain were 
standing behind it to the north, Ijut when Ma- 
jor Ryder crossed Thil.)ct along the llrahma- 
putra in 1904 he passed eighty miles iiijrth of 
Mount Everest and found no peak approaching 
it in height. For more than .half a century 
since the discovery of this summit the' moun- 
tains of Asia have been continually explored •.; 
but no second peak of 29,000 feet has 'been 
found. — New York Sun. 



One of Mr. Pierpont Morgan's proudest 
possessions is, says the "New Yovk Times," 
the unicpie set of "ajiostlc" spoons, dating 
fiom the reign of llem-y VIIL, wdth figures 
of the twelve apostles and Christ. It is older 
than the fine set given by .Archbishop 
Matthew Parker to Corpus Christi College, 
Cambridge. Ranking next in date is the 
charming example of an Elizabethan tazza, 
dated 1577-78, a vessel used for drinking pur- 
poses as well as for .friiit. In Holland it- was 
much employed for fruit, as may be seen in 
numerous pictures of "still life" by Dutch ar- 
tists of the seventeenth century. This choice 
piece of plate was made by the same silver- 
smith who Avrought a similar tazza sold in thi3 
late Duke of Cambridge's collection, 
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"Wedlock, Indeed, hath oft compared been 
To public feasts, whore mcot a ])ubllc rout. 

Where they that aro ultliout would fain go in 
And thoy that are within would fain go out." 

'HE papers report that Tolstoi, the 
Russian philosoplier and writer, 
is hopelessly ill. The report 
causes little surprise or comment 
for the good reason that nearly; 
every year for the past fi\-e this 
famous man has been said to be 
dying; but in every instance he 
has recovered to write another 
b^ook. His latest output is a treatise on the 
Russian govcrnincnt, in which he liandles the 
oligarchy in a violently hostile manner and, 
incidentally, pays his respects to the sacred in- 
stitution of matrimon)-, which he declares to 
be wrong in principle and disgusling in prac- 
tice. He says that men siiould treat women as 
they treat their sisters; that the sexes should 
not commingle, and that the Divine command 
to Adam and Eve, "to be fruitful and multiply 
and replenish the earth," should not longer be 
obeyed. Tolstoi is a cynic as well as a philo- 
sopher. He thinks that man is a miserable 
failure, and that the wisest and best thing that 
could be done is to stop procreation for one 
hundred years, at the end of which time the 
last man could hand back the world to its 
maker and ask Him to take it in charge. 

The idea is original and some will say that 
the advice is sound and good. liut I 
regard the idea as altogether chimeri- 
cal and visionary. The world was cre- 
ated for some wise, and, to us, inscrutable pur- 
pose. The planets move in their orbits, the 
seasons come and go, the crops sjjring up and 
ripen, the tide ebbs and flows, man flourisheth 
and disappears to make room for the next gen- 
eration. The work of the Creator goes on from 
day to day and age to age, and still the mys- 
tery of life is unsolved, while the problem 'of 
death that cometh to all men once has been 
solved by millions who have fulfilled their 
mission on earth and passed on to another 
sphere for reward or punishment. Sometimes 
the thought occurs to me that the dead are to 
be cin-ied, rather than mOurned over — that 
they know the best and the worst of that 
other existence which all look forward to but 
which surpasses our limited comprehension to 
realize. 

Tolstoi has a very poor opinion of human- 
kind in general; but when he suggests a life 
of celibacy he should live up " to what he 
preaches, for it is said that in the course of his 
long life he lias had three wives and is the 
father of thirteen living children! May I not 
-be excused for saying that, if this be true, the 
Russian philosopher is what the Anglo-Saxon 
calls considerable of a humbug, who writes for 
effect and the dollars his thoughts may bring 
in? He lias written much that is valuable: but 
he has written some bad stuff, too; at least, 
one of his books, which I shall not name, 
is so suggestive of immorality that it is posi- 
tively indecent. Its first edition was freely 
translated into E.ngli.sh from the I-iussian, but 
subsequent editions were expurgated and 
amended so that a decent English or Canadian 
woman_ might read it without blushing. I do 
not believe that marriage as a rule is a failure. 
While it cannot be denied that there are many 
unhappy unions, there are more that arc satis- 
factory and the partners in their closing days 
can look back upon their lives with feelings of 
unalloyed pleasure. Has not the Russian cynic 
by his three "acts of connubiality given the lie 



to his own theory? 

Speaking of marriages, I have a little story 
of an unhappy union which will be accepted 
by some as evidence that Tolstoi, in his sweep- 
ing denunciation of matrimony was in a 
measure riglU. i\[ercenary marriages arc gen- 
erally failures, and so are marriages where the 
contracting ])arLies come together to secure a 
title, but there are thousands of true love 
matches solenuiizcd daily. 

Some thirty-five years ago the government 
placed on the market certain tracts of land sit- 
uated on the I^ower Eraser, which found pur- 
ch.iscrs at one dollar an acre, or thereabouts. 
Several residents invested quite heavily in 
those lands. Eulu Island, a fertile tract on the 
North Arm of the river, was offered at the 
sale. AnK)ng the purchasers was a gentleman 
named .Sir i'liilip II(jughtou Clark-c, who 
bought a considerable acreage, IniilL a house 
and stocked the land with cattle and imple- 
ments. At that time there were no dykes 
_along the Eraser and Lulu Island was often 
pverfiowed at high-water. The worthy baro- 
neit goon found that with the limited means at 
his command, cortibincd with his ignorance of 
■farming, there v.'as nothing in the life for him. 
So after a hard struggle against di,sadvantage- 
ous circumstances, he sold his buildings and 
ranch for a small sum and caiiic lo Victoria to 
reside. It is worthy of remark- that the land 
which cost Sir Philip about one dollar an acre 
is now valued at from $ioo In ^2(X) an acre, so 
had he been able to hold on he would by this 
time have realized a snug little fortune out of 
its. sale. As it was he relincjuislied the owner- 
ship for an insignificant figure. 

At \'^icloria the baronet aiul his amiable 
lady made many friends, but he was unable to 
secure employment or make headway ;iij;iin.st 
the tide of ill luck that flowed heavily toward 
him. After two or three years' residence here 
the couple shook the dust of Victoria from 
their feet and departed for England. There 



Lady Clarke died. The ill-fortune that had 
pursued Sir Philip here followed him there, 
and he was reduced to a state of penury; for 
the reader will understand that, altliough a 
man may have wealthy friends they do not

HE rate of letter postage to America 
'fC^ will be the same as that to the Brit- 
^iS^^ ish oversea states, that is to say, th" 
charge will be id. per ounce 
M| throughout the scale, instead of 2|<d., 
says the London Stnndard. I'lie 
following announcement has been placed in the 
windows of the [)osloflices f')r some time, but, 
jK-rhaiis, it receis^ed mainly the attention o! the 
large commercial firms, to whom the cost of 
stamps is great during the year's correspond- 
ence with the United States: 

"On and after October i next the postage on 
letters from the United Kin,gdoni for the Unit- 
ed States of America will be one penny per 
ounce. This uniform rate of id. an ounce will 
supersede the present rates of 2 x-2d. for the 
first ounce and i i-2d. for each additional 
ounce. 

"There will be no alteration in the rates of 
postage on postcards, printed and commercial 
papers, and sample packets passing between 
the two countries."

Although it is not ex- 
pected that any material incrc;ase in the num- 
I:>er of letters sent to the United .St.ates will take 
pliice iiiiiiu'diatei}- tlie iiosloflice authorilics are 
fully nlive to the fuel that in tlie future this ex- 
tra facility for connnunication between Great 
Britain and the United States will result in con- 
siderably augmented mail bags. The mail with 
America has been growing gradually for sev- 
eral years, and the only preliminary alterations 
which it has been found necessary to make at 
St. Martin's-le-Grand have been in connection 
with the circulation of the mail b;igs, a matter 
which does not concern the .geiiei'al puljlic.

The following ten reasons for an Anglo-Am- 
erican penny postal union are given by Mr. J. 
Hennikcr Heaton, M.P., in the current issue 
of the Nineteenth Century, and are of .especial 
interest at the moment : 

1. The two peoples .are cjiie in IjIooi], ^pceeii 
and sympathies; both ;i.rdcnlly desire .a reduc- 
tion of the trans.alliiiUie jiosird rale to id, (j 
cents): both ai'e eminciillv given to letter-writ- 
ing, the .\nieriean posiing fL| letters and tlie 
British 75 letters ])er lir.ad every year. 

2. Of the 15 millions of liritish i.;nigr,inls 
in the period 1815-1900, more than ten millions 
settled in the States. The United Kingdom 
sends them yearly over 120,000 young, strong, 
enterprising workers; or in ^o years a suffi- 
cient number of plowmen, hiborers and mechan- 
ics, educated, law-abiding citizens, to run -a 
lirst-class state. Sixty out of the <So nnl!i(_)iis 
of Vmerican people have Ihatish blood in their 
veins. 

3. Last year Hritish born immigrants in 
the United Stiues remilled to poor ])arents 
and relatives in the British Jsiands 1 .55().579, 
in sm;dl money orders, each remission being 
doubly taxed for commission and postage. 

4. Last year British exports to tjje United 
States amounted to £35,000,000, and American 
exports to the Unhed Kingdom £103,000,000. 
A great development of this trade is certain to 
result from penny postage. 

5. Letters from Eiigland to Canadii to the 
number of four millions a year, and each bear- 
in,g a piMiny staiu]) (j cents), are landed at New 
York and are carried through hundreds of 
miles of Ihiited States territory; v.liili' 2 l-2d. 
(5 ceiUs) must be paid on each letter to New 
York itself, carried in the same steamship from 
England as Ihe Canadian letters. 

6. The transatlantic frei,ghta,ge on a ton of 
valuable goods should not exceed £2 ($10), 
but the postage on a ton of letters amounts to 



£746 ($3,730). Correspondence is more ruth- 
lessly amerced than are jewels, foreign paint- 
ings, or opium. 

7. An American can send a' letter ' -00 
miles by land (say from Mexico to Alaska) for 
2 cents (id.); but must pay 5 cents (2 i-2d.) for 
a letter of half the weight sent 3, too miles 
across the ocean to Enghuul. An Englishman 
pay 2 I -2d. on a letter crossin.g the iMlantic, 
3,100 miles, and id. only on one cros?i;ig the 
Indian and South Pacific oceans, 16,000 miles, 
to .\'ew Zealand. 

S. The llritish postal authorities have of- 
lici;d!_\- admitted that the 2 i-2d. (5 cents) for- 
eign postage rate is too hi.gh. The American 
IKistmasti'i'-gener;'.] says: "Jt is confidently ex- 
pected lh:it if the rates should be reduced from 
5 cents to 3 cents, or even to 2 cents (id.), it 
would result in a very short -time in such un 
enormous increase in the interchange of com- 
munications as would bring greater finaticicd 
returns than obtain from the present rate." 

9. .\t the recent postal union congress in 
Rome, the United States government voted, for 
universrd piemiy postage. 

10. The United Stales have already c.'-.tab- 
h'slied penn\' posta,ge to laie gr(\it section of 
the l!riti<h lanpire — Canada; and the resultant 
bniefiis warrant its extension to the rest of 
tli.al I'Jiipire. 

Ml". Ilenniker llcaloii. M. P., has teie'- 
,gr;iplied to ifie i Jublin l''\-enin,g joiirn.al, in r.'f- 
eiaaiee lo ihe new ])Ostrd rales: "M\- jo\- in 
establishing ])eimy postage between Great Brit- 
ain and Ireland and the United Slates is in- 
creased by the knowledge that Ireland will ben- 
efit greatly. . . . The poor people in Ire- 
land felt the heavy postage, and will be de- 
lighted to write to America at the profitable 
and poptilar liciiny rate." Mr. Henniker 
lleaton added in the message that ,.£1,500,000 
in small money orders, from 5s. to £5, was sent 
from the United States last year, mostly to the 
poor people in Ireland.

ANGLO-GERMAN RIVALRY 

The Berlin correspondent of the London 
Times writes .under., date ipf October 2nd : 

The distinguisHe'd' German diplomatist. 
Prince Lichnowsky, formerly in the foreign 
diplomatic service, then attached to the Edr- 
eign Office, now retired, contributes to the 
Deutsche Revue (October number) an article 
entitled, "Arc We Drifting Into War with 
Britain?" wdierein he discusses Anglo-German 
relations and the origin of the rivalry between 
the two countries. Prince Lichnowsky con- 
siders that Britain has three' spheres of present 
and future activity. The first is the mainten- 
ance of her maritime supremacy; tlie second, 
the maintenance of her trade supremacy; "arid 
the third, the colonising of Africa. Germany's 
hopes of future growth lie, in his opinion, 
exact!}'- in tlie same directions. Hence the 
Anglo-Cierman rivalry arises from competition 
in identical sidieres. "Has luigland any future 
in Asia?" asks Prince Lichnowsky. He pro- 
ceeds: V, 

"Britain's interests at present are largely 
centred in Asia, but it remains t'o.be'seen 
whether England will be able to hold her own 

witii her two competitors for supremacy in 
Asia — Ivussia and japan. British supremacy 
is menaced in India by the natives, by Japan, 
and lastly by Russia. British interests in 
South China are threatened by Japanese com- 
petition; in North China by Russian competi- 
tion. In Canada and Australia, England must 
be content with the modest role. of partner on 
equal terms. Hence the fields of activity for 
the British nation are the ocean realms of trade 
and .'Vfrica. iMninent political \vriters have 
already prophesied that Jjritain will seek com- 
jiensation in .Africa for her los.s in India. Our 
future ])lans lie precisely in llic same s])heres 
as the British plans, and that is the real reason 
of Anglo-German livaliy. Will this rivalry 
lead to war, or is there room for both nations 
to develop side by side in peaceful competi- 
tion and without conflict? In view of the dan- 
gers Avhich v.dll menace British ])ower in Asia 
through Ivussia and Japan, also in view of the 
disastrous consecpuences for tiie trade and pros- 
]HM-ity of tlie British nation which even a vic- 
torious war .against Gerniany would produce, 
I do not believe an Anglo-German war will 
ensue. The British nation will come to see 
that they have uiofe to lose than to win by 
such a war. In Africa and on the ocean, there 
is enough room for both British and Germans." 

Prince Lichnowsky classifies Great Britain, 
Germany, Russia, the United vStates and Japan 
as the five Great Powers of the future, and pre- 
dicts that rivalry will inevitably arise between 
Gerniany and Japan owiii,g <o the collision of 
their respjcctive interests in China, particularly 
in Shan-tung. He points out that Japan will en- 
deavor to oust all European competitors from 
China in order to obtain a predominant influ- 
ence in the Celestial Empire,] bu^^^ a long 
time must pass before Japan cart 's^^^ in ex- 
pelling Germany from the Far East, owing to 
the fact that she will also be obliged to over- 
come Russian and British competition. Prince 
I.viclinowsky, therefore, foresees that there are 
certain identical interests which Britahi, Russia 
and Germany will have in op];osing Japhnese 
competition in the Ear East.
